Ghosts of SXSW and the ‘Chronicle’ past

The cover date of this issue is Friday, 
March 11, 2011, the first day of this year’s 
South by Southwest, which kicks off with the 
Film and Interactive Festivals. It was two-and-a- 
half decades back that SXSW launched, initially 
as a regional music Conference and Festival 
that took place over a few days. It was never, it 
should be noted, exclusively or even predomi- 
nantly focused on unsigned bands, but rather 
on regional indie acts, whether signed or not. 

This year marks not only the 25th anniver- 
sary of SXSW but also the 30th anniversary 
of The Austin Chronicle, both bundled on top 
of each other to the point of some confusion, 
but both engendering the feeling that an over- 
whelming, oversized rogue wave of time is 
crashing down all around us. Not surprisingly, 
the stacked anniversaries are encouraging me, 
at least, to spend far more time dwelling on 
the past than thinking of the future, at least for 
right now, because as much as we are accused 
of being stuck in the past (“Now Austin was 
really cool, and you should have been here 


back when ...”), mostly those observations are 
to set a context for the present and future. 

The only real way to survive voyages that 
take decades is to look forward. Looking back 
won’t exactly turn one to salt, but it will surely 
slow you down, and also lead to miscalculating 
the best course ahead. Periodically, it makes 
sense to slow down and figure out where you 
are, where you’ve come from, and how you got 
from one to the other. The Chronicle and SXSW 
past and present have very much occurred in 
the open with the public bearing witness. 

Currently the Austin History Center is fea- 
turing the exhibit “5X5Y: 25 Years of SXSW 
Music,” running through July 31. It explores 
SXSW events and history with an enormous 
number of documents, photographs, posters, 
audio and video clips, and miscellaneous other 
materials. It makes it easy and fascinating to 
follow the path of SXSW’s development and 
get a rich glimpse of its history (and Austin’s), 
as well as its impact on the local, national, and 
international music scenes. 

As part of the opening kickoff party for the 
exhibit this past Saturday, SXSW Managing 
Director Roland Swenson and I participated 
in a panel on SXSW moderated by Joe Nick 
Patoski at the History Center. There we were, 
telling old (and some new) war stories while 
sitting right by the exhibits. 

Coincidentally, earlier that same Saturday, I 
had introduced Richard Linklater’s Slacker for 
a Heritage Society of Austin screening at the 
Alamo Ritz. After the film, I did a Q&A. In 
so many ways, Slacker represents a chunk of 
shared past for many of us, both those in the 
movie and those from that time, even if they’re 
not in it. 

This layering of SXSW and the Chronicle is 
about many pasts: the past of the paper and 


the event, of Austin, and of many, 
many people who lived through 
all or part of that time, but also 
of those who were involved with, 
recorded by, engaged in, enter- 
tained by, worked for, or worked 
around one or both of them. These 
histories cover so much of my life here 
in Austin. 

The effect of watching Slacker for the first 
time in a few years was compounded and even 
confused by viewing the extensive collection 
of materials - including many, many photos - 
illuminating the history of SXSW at the Austin 
History Center.

now, emphasized that I, at least, 
have become a decrepit, worn-out 
zombie, wearing every inch trav- 
eled and incident survived on my 
face as though a tattooed record.

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that history with lots of information and 
an encyclopedia of personal observations, 
accompanied by an archive of related photos 
and other images.

The May City Council election - or more specifi- 
cally, Randi Shade’s Place 3 re-election contest 
- is growing increasingly crowded, with the 
announcement of two high-profile candidates 
challenging the incumbent: former City Council 
Member Max Nofziger and Planning Commis- 
sioner Kathie Tovo. Monday, March 14, is the 
last day to file for a place on the ballot, so who 
knows what else may happen? See “City Hall 
Hustle,” p.18. 

> City Council shuffled its pre-meeting work ses- 
sions (for now) to Tuesdays at 9am and is consid- 
ering other changes to lighten the additional strain 
on staff. At their regularly scheduled Thursday 
meeting, council members take up parking fixes 
for South Congress, the Comprehensive Plan, 
and a $14 million lease extension for Austin 
Energy’s Barton Springs Road building. 

> The city of Austin is advising drivers to expect 
multiple street closures Downtown during 
SXSW, starting with the Interactive Conference 
on Friday, March 11, and running through the 
end of the Music Festival on March 20. 

The Town Lake Animal Center has reached 
and surpassed its 90% live animal outcome rate, 
meaning Austin has reached a “No-Kill City” 
landmark according to a city press statement, 
which notes that Austin is the first city in Texas 
to achieve such a goal. 

Hundreds of Planned Parenthood advocates 
marched at the Capitol Tuesday, one day after 
the Texas House passed legislation requiring 
women to undergo an ultrasound before termi- 
nating a pregnancy - one of several bills 
designed to weaken Planned Parenthood.

Coleman angrily 
reminded Texans that Southern states have used 
the 10th Amendment “to justify slavery, school 
segregation, poll taxes, and literacy tests.”

If apologies are in order, the line forms here

Where were we? 

Ah, yes, the Great City Council Open Meetings 
Act Scandal has magically morphed into the Great 
City Council Rude Remarks in E-mails Scandal. 
We’re not done, of course - County Attorney 
David Escamilla has expanded his OMA 
inquiries to the Capital Metro board, 
where members are already afraid of 
their own shadows. As I’ve written 
before, if a quorum is now to be 
defined as “any two members,” let’s say 
so plainly, and direct public officials to 
show up at public meetings as ill-informed 
and unprepared as possible (as it’s apparent a 
couple of current county commissioners already do).

Mayor Lee Leffingwell and 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez have spent much of 
the last two weeks apologizing for a couple of year- 
old, private e-mail insults to the city manager and 
other officials (see “City Council E-Mails Prompt 
Ethics Complaint, Lawsuit,” p.22), and Council 
Member Randi Shade has apologized for a similar

(although off-dais) e-mail remark about Robin 
Rather, who has responded with a condescending 
Statesman op-ed (“At City Hall, leadership involves 
throwing others under the fire truck,” March 4) call- 
ing for all three officials to resign, as they don’t suf- 
ficiently correspond to Rather’s definition of 
evolutionary “change” agents. 

Why stop when we’re on a roll? I 
haven’t heard Sheryl Cole apologize yet 
for typing “ugggh” at the prospect of a 
long list of speakers during a council 
session; shouldn’t she have more prop- 
erly responded with, “Oh, boy!” And 
poor Bill Spelman is being sued because 
he didn’t generate enough e-mails to satisfy 
the plaintiffs - why isn’t he wearing the sack- 
cloth and ashes of omission? Chris Riley, of course, 
is the designated poster boy for public shaming - he 
posts too many meetings on his online calendar.

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STATE SUPREMES SIDE WITH EXONEREE The Texas 
Supreme Court last week unanimously ruled that a wrongful- 
ly convicted person on parole at the time of his or her convic- 
tion is indeed entitled to full compensation under state law gov- 
erning exonerees. Billy James Smith was on parole for a 
1970 robbery when, in 1986, he was handed a life sentence 
for aggravated sexual assault. In 2006, DNA testing proved 
Smith’s innocence, and he subsequently filed for compensation 
totaling nearly $1.6 million ($80,000 per year for the 20 years 
he’d been locked up). Comptroller Susan Combs denied full 
compensation, withholding roughly $66,000. She ruled that 
because he’d been on parole at the time of his wrongful convic- 
tion, he should be denied some of that money based on the 
“concurrent-sentence restriction.” (If someone is serving a sen- 
tence for a crime he or she did commit, they’re not compensat- 
ed for concurrent imprisonment related to a crime the person 
did not commit.) According to Combs, there was no difference 
between time spent on parole and time spent in prison, and 
she withheld a portion of Smith’s compensation. He asked her 
to reconsider, but she refused, which led him to request the 
Supreme Court review. - Jordan Smith 

AISD PLAN INCOMPLETELY COMPLETE The long awaited and 

controversial Austin ISD facility master plan is “essentially 
done,” according to AISD Board President Mark Williams. In a 
final update on March 7, representatives from consultancy 
DeJong Richter and master plan task force members presented 
trustees with updated numbers, factoring in completed repair 
work. These completions cut the top-priority outstanding repair 
bill by $47 million to $320 million, reducing the severity of the 
district’s maintenance backlog. This current draft, which no lon- 
ger explicitly names any schools for closure, is what the board 
expects to receive on March 28. However, due to concerns 
about the report’s limits, several task force members are pre- 
paring a supplemental document covering specialist areas like 
technology, vocational training, and sports facilities in greater 
depth. Task force co-Chair Janet Mitchell said she was “not 
aware of any substantive idea that did not make the report,” yet 
her co-Chair Richard Frazier noted there had been additional 
work done in those key areas. While thanking the members for 
their work, board Vice President Vince Torres queried how 
much consensus was behind the 108 cost-cutting options 
included in the report, asking why other materials had not been 
included. He added that the board was interested in “other 
views ... that would be helpful to us.” - Richard Whittaker 

COMP PLAN FRAMEWORK GOES TO COUNCIL The Austin 
Comprehensive Plan comes to City Council this week, clear- 
ing another hurdle in its long-running development. A 4pm 
time-certain public hearing is scheduled Thursday, March 17, 
on endorsing the Imagine Austin plan framework, encom- 
passing seven “building blocks” providing direction in the fol- 
lowing areas: land use and transportation, housing and neigh- 
borhoods, economy, conservation and environmental resourc- 
es, city facilities and services, society, and culture. So far, the 
plan framework has largely steered clear of the controversy 
that enveloped the previous step of the process, selection of 
a “preferred growth scenario”; neighborhood associations 
complained that such a process could steamroller their neigh- 
borhood plans, while naysayers countered that neighborhoods 
were just afraid of absorbing meaningful density. If approved, 
the framework, along with the preferred growth scenario, 
would then be forwarded to working groups for further refine- 
ment to be used in crafting the final plan, which should be 
ready some time before Austin’s bicentennial in 2039. (Or 
maybe even a little sooner.) - W.D. 


UNDER ADVISEMENT 

It ain’t what you do - it’s what you shouldn’t say in e-mails

If everyone knew what was good for ’em, there would be a 
moratorium on all political news during the South by 
Southwest season. The Hustle’s trying to enjoy the simple 
pleasures this job affords him - and besides, most headline 
sensations get washed away in the next news cycle anyway. 
Maybe that’s for the best: From parking controversies to con- 
tinued hand-wringing over E-mailgate, it seems there’s no 
issue too small to dominate the city’s attention. 

The parking changes, which came before City Council last 
week, extend paid hours throughout the city, but most notably 
Downtown, where they’re going to be extended to midnight, 
starting in August. The changes provoked heated re-tweeting 
and ornery status updates, but as a couple of the Hustle’s 
Twitter pals put it, “Everyone talks about opposing parking 
meters but only 2 people show up to oppose it??” 

Still, that hasn’t stopped point-scoring in the 
political world. Place 4 challenger Toby Ryan put 
out a press release calling his opponent Laura 
Morrison’s vote - the only nay against the pro- 
posal as drafted by staff - a welcome change, 
but adding that “this vote on parking doesn’t 
make up for years of being anti-music.” 

(Morrison’s crimes include, in Ryan’s words, “spon- 
sorship of strict new sound ordinances” - which were 
approved by the entire council - and opposition to live 
music permits in the Rainey Street area - ditto.) 

As for the e-mail scandal, the devolution from upholding 
core principles of open government to trolling for embarrass- 
ing quotes continues apace. But, there too, it’s allowing folks 
to put political points on the board, primarily against Place 3 
incumbent Randi Shade. 

Shade’s very bad weekend began with a Statesman editori- 
al from Robin Rather (who was maligned in a Shade e-mail), 
opening with a quote from ancient Greek poet Pindar and 
ending with a call for the disagreeable e-mailers to “step 
down or be voted out.” (An aside: Rather e-mailed us to clarify 
what we wrote last week thusly: “I spoke at the generation 
plan hearing in favor of the plan. The email after [in which 
Rather slagged the council for not fighting hard enough, 
prompting Shade’s impolitical remarks in a note to City 
Manager Marc Ott] referred to the affordability matrix which 
should not have been attached to the plan and served only to 
delay the plan by almost one year,” something she says nuke- 
power lobbyists wanted - along with other business groups 
and Catholic charity reps, it should be noted.) 

Then at the dawn of this week came the news that two high- 
profile candidates would challenge Shade: Max Nofziger, a three- 
term council member who served intermittently from 1987 to 
1997 before launching a pair of unsuccessful mayoral bids, will 
campaign for the seat (term limits apply only to consecutive 
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terms), as will Kathie Tovo, city planning commissioner and for- 
mer Austin Neighborhoods Council vice president. “The deci- 
sions of city government haven’t always been in the best interest 
of citizens, and frankly Randi Shade is part of that problem,” says 
Tovo, adding that Shade “doesn’t show respect for citizens.” Tovo, 
as a member of the AISD Facility Master Plan Task Force, was 
one of that group’s primary voices who opposed closing schools 
as a means of fixing a budget deficit. Current ANC president 
Cory Walton broadcast a message to the group’s listserv 
endorsing Tovo, calling her “a voice of civility, sanity and intelli- 
gence, governed by a sense of community, inclusiveness and irre- 
proachable ethics.” His remarks suggest the blowback engen- 
dered by Shade’s e-mail embarrassment. Or perhaps it’s delayed 
karmic repayment from Shade’s ousting of Jennifer Kim, 
which included Vera Wang and airport-security jokes. 

Regardless, as Mayor Lee Leffingwell made 
clear in yet another apology on his blog, this is 
not quite the community conversation he was 
hoping to inspire in the wake of the sweeping 
changes proposed in his State of the City 
address last week, now sidelined by this palace 
intrigue. And, if our current capacity for distraction 
is representative, the foofaraw doesn’t bode well 
for the issues he did raise: single-member districts, 
major transportation improvements, and charter changes 
- issues that go beyond a sound bite. 

AGENDA CHEWERS 

The parking wars continue, for example, with a discussion 
posted for this week’s City Council meeting: Item 24, from 
lead sponsor Chris Riley, looks to gather citizen input in cre- 
ating a “Parking Benefits District, Residential Permit Parking 
districts, and the application of Residential Permit Parking 
within Vertical Mixed Use districts” as a solution to parking 
woes for businesses and residents in the South Congress 
area. However, at the council’s work session this week (newly 
moved - for now - to Tuesday mornings), Riley announced he 
would remove language in the resolution initiating a city code 
amendment that tied review of residential parking districts to 
surrounding vertical mixed-use projects. 

Riley said the original language was meant to get the ball 
rolling on time-consuming code changes, but some “people 
are anxious we are predetermining the outcome.” Bill Spel- 
man went one further, calling for the city to bring in an out- 
side mediator to coordinate stakeholder recommendations in 
the 90-day period the item allows. Ott responded, “I think city 
staff is perfectly capable of carrying out such a process,” but 
that he’d take Spelman’s suggestion “under advisement.” ■

The Etiquette Academy 

What’s most entertaining about all this pub- 
lic breast-beating are the folks now pretending 
to be authorities on how council members 
should behave. We could start with the 
NAACP’s Nelson Linder, who was mad enough 
about the Leffingwell/Martinez e-mails to file a 
formal ethics complaint (see “City Council 
E-Mails Prompt Ethics Complaint, Lawsuit,” 
p.22). Linder did acknowledge that he has not 
always used the “best language” to criticize 
public officials when he’s disagreed with them. 
Let’s politely call that an understatement. 

Then there’s former County Judge Bill 
Aleshire, who over the weekend was telling 
TV reporters that some council members 
may not have the “right attitude.” Excuse 
me? At the county, Aleshire retains his well- 
earned reputation as a scorched-earth, back- 
room politician. In a recent campaign, he 
tried not only to destroy Glen Maxey’s repu- 
tation but to prevent him from making a liv- 
ing - and when called on it, only regretted 
bringing discredit on his own candidate. (I’d 
rather not repeat Aleshire’s incendiary and 
shameless rhetoric launched at the city’s 
animal shelter officials.) Apologies pending? 

Or consider the ACLU’s Debbie Russell, 
who makes it her self-righteous avocation to 
denounce everybody else’s supposed racism 
in myriad public meetings or lately at the 
Austin Post. There she recently posted this 
scurrilous imaginary portrait of the working 
relationship between Leffingwell and Martin- 
ez: “The Mayor simply sits back behind his 
elevated desk, comforted and likely amused 
with the antics of his own personal pit bull.” 
By Russell’s own hair-trigger standards for 
outrage, she should certainly be reporting 
herself to the League of United Latin 
American Citizens. 

And then there’s Rather, who sanctimo- 
niously informs us: “In our country, and in 
this town, character assassination is the 
weapon of choice. And in the digital age, that 
is easier to do and sometimes just as effec- 
tive.” Rather should certainly know; she’s 
notorious for regularly broadcasting her own 
efforts at digital assassination. It was just 
such a missive - a post-meeting, behind- 


hand denunciation of the mayor and council 
for supposed spinelessness - that provoked 
Shade’s angry note to the city manager for 
which she’s still apologizing. 

Rather Knows Best 

There’s history, of course, between Shade 
and Rather, who campaigned against Shade in 
2008 (on behalf of Jennifer Kim) in part by 
collaborating to invent disdain-for-SOS senti- 
ments Shade was falsely alleged to have 
expressed to Brian Rodgers (see “The Way We 
Were,” May 2, 2008). That was the first time 
Rodgers tried to skew an offhand remark into 
a hysterical political scandal, as he’s done this 
time from a conversation with Riley; practice 
makes perfect, I guess. 

Rather should certainly check her own e-mails 
before she gets on her rhetorical high horse. In 
2009, after council effectively killed by post- 
ponement the (still-dead) Wildflower Commons 
PUD - but not in the absolutist and grandiose 
way favored by the project’s opponents, Rather 
among them - Rather wrote (and broadcast) a 
blisteringly condescending e-mail to Shade, 
attacking Shade’s intelligence, her knowledge, 
her credentials - even her fitness to be a mother, 
in the bargain accusing her of in effect being a 
warmonger and of starving children . . . and, oh 
yes, of wasting Rather’s precious time. 

You can read Rather’s whole e-mail posted 
herewith online; there is certainly nothing in 
what Rather now calls the “outrageous” 
council member e-mails that remotely 
approaches what she wrote to Shade. But 
perhaps that’s what she meant as “respect- 
ful” politics last week, when she declared in 
the Statesman, “Great leaders use the power 
of words to motivate and inspire - not to 
throw other great people under the bus.” 

Folks, you want to fight about WTP4 or 
Formula One, Barton Springs or Oak Hill, 
PUDs or population growth, even about ran- 
dom City Hall gossip - by all means have at 
it. But unless you’re willing even to attempt 
to abide by your own sanctimonious rhetori- 
cal standards, kindly spare us all the lectures 
on proper political behavior and etiquette. 
You’ve got no higher ground to stand on. ■

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Council E-mails Prompt Ethics 
Complaint, Lawsuit 


The fallout from the City Council e-mail 
dump continued last week as local advocates 
separately filed an ethics complaint and a law- 
suit over issues raised by the initial release 
of internal council e-mails in response to an 
open records request. On Feb. 28, Nelson 
Linder, president of the Austin NAACP, filed 
an ethics complaint against Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell and Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez. The complaint charges that their off- 
the-record comments about city officials last 
April reflect a potential conflict of interest 
under the City Charter - “clearly unethical and 
perhaps illegal,” reads the complaint - and 
moreover that the e-mailed comments carry 
“racist and sexist overtones.” And on March 1, 
online news publication the Austin Bulldog, 
source of the original open records request, 
filed a suit in district court against the mayor 
and all six council members, charging that the 
officials had violated open records laws when 
they unnecessarily delayed their response to 
the information request, and had “withheld” 
other records that they “created on their per- 
sonal computers or phones, or SPARK messag- 
es created while transacting public business.” 
(SPARK is an online chat program that council 
members have used to communicate with 
aides during council meetings.) 

Linder and NAACP Vice President Stanley 
Coleman filed the “Fraud, Waste, or Abuse 
Allegation” with the integrity unit of the Office 
of the City Auditor, charging that the exchange 
of comments between Leffingwell and Martinez 
during an April 8, 2010, council discussion of 
Fire Department hiring matters violated both 
the City Charter’s prohibition on council mem- 
bers interfering in personnel matters (Charter 
Section 2.7) and the city ordinance ban on 
representing a private interest against the city 
(Code Section 2.7.62). During the meeting, 
Leffingwell and Martinez were critical of a pro- 
posal by Austin Fire Department Chief Rhoda 
Mae Kerr to hire an outside consultant to 
design a new hiring procedure to help diversify 
AFD staffing (they asked for a two-week delay 
for more information, but were defeated 4-3, 
joined by Laura Morrison). 

In an exchange of dais e-mails released last 
month, Leffingwell had called Kerr a “company 
man,” and Martinez described City Manager 
Marc Ott and Assistant City Manager Mike 


McDonald as “jokes” for supporting the pro- 
posal; Martinez also criticized African 
American Firefighters Union President 
Bobby Johns as having been “bought off” to 
support the consultant hiring. The NAACP com- 
plaint says the comments “slander” Ott, 
McDonald, Kerr, and Johns, and effectively 
undermine the city’s legal position by being “in 
support of the position of the white firefighters 
union against the interest of the city of Austin.” 
Linder told the Chronicle that he believes 
Leffingwell’s and Martinez’s animosity toward 
Kerr and the other administrators dates back 
to an earlier disagreement over her promotion 
of a black administrating officer. Even if that 
isn’t so, Linder said, “The fact that they 
attacked their own employees, it seems to me, 
is a major problem, because you know it’s 
going to be used in court [against the city].” 
Asked why he believes the comments have rac- 
ist or sexist overtones, Linder said since it’s 
“public knowledge” that Kerr is gay, calling her 
a “company man” (a union term describing 
someone whose first loyalty is to his or her 
employer) is implicitly a sexual slur. “I just think 
it’s ugly,” Linder continued, “and those kind of 
comments in this kind of context, with three 
folks who are black and one white female who 
was gay - that was my take on that.” 

Linder acknowledged that he is himself 
occasionally undiplomatic in his language, 
and that in another episode discussed in the 
council e-mails (following council’s rejection 
of the proposed settlement of the Nathaniel 
Sanders II family lawsuit), he publicly 
described the mayor, Martinez, and others as 
“liars” and “snakes,” among other things. 
“Was the language the best language? Of 
course not,” Linder said. “But I can’t take it 
back - I meant what I said because of what 
they did, how they conducted themselves. 
They basically lied that night, in my opinion.” 
Linder did emphasize that, in his judgment, 
“the biggest issue is the ethics issue, not 
the race issue. The biggest concern is the 
larger issue [concerning personnel and the 
unions], perhaps even a conflict of interest.” 
Leffingwell and Martinez have since apolo- 
gized several times for the e-mail comments, 
and Linder says he’ll “take that for what it’s 
worth. ... They have to change their behavior 
and give the city manager some respect as 


Nuke Means No 

A new environmental coalition has formed in opposition to NRG Energy’s proposal that the city enter 
into a nuclear power purchase agreement with the South Texas Project. City-owned Austin Energy owns 
a 16% share of STP’s two operating units; NRG plans to build two new units there and is looking for cus- 
tomers to buy power from it. The Solar Sf Nuclear No coalition held a press conference Tuesday with rep- 
resentatives of some 14 different organizations present, along with former Austin Mayor Frank Cooksey 
(1985-1988) and Matagorda County resident Susan Dancer, who said the financial prosperity originally 
promised Matagorda residents when STP was built there have never materialized; meanwhile, she said, 
“our environment has been permanently disadvantaged.” Cooksey recalled STP’s cost overruns, noting that 
he served as mayor during the time when AE’s electric rates first absorbed the high costs. He also pointed 
to safety concerns: “I think it is immoral to create these [spent] fuel rods without having an adequate 
solution to safely store them and render them harmless,” he said. NRG has distanced itself from STP’s 
past, saying that the new design is based on a unit already built in Japan without the budget and timing 
mishaps associated with STP. Nonetheless, the SEED Coalition’s Karen Hadden said the PPA could cost 
the city $13 billion to $20 billion it might otherwise invest in wind and solar. AE spokesman Carlos Cordova 
confirmed those numbers as “in the ballpark for the proposal that we have heard.” - Nora Ankrum 




he is properly due,” he said. “I’m glad they 
decided to apologize to the city manager, but 
more importantly, how are they going to work 
with him?” In addition to the ethics com- 
plaint, Linder sent a letter to Leffingwell and 
Martinez under the signature of a new group 
calling itself Concerned Citizens of 
Austin, which includes such prominent 
African-Americans as Gregory Vincent, 
Wilhelmina Delco, Jeffrey Richard, Bertha 
Means, and several others. In a statement 
released last week, the group expressed “a 
sincere desire to improve the quality of life 
for all people, particularly those who have 
been historically underserved by our City.” 
Concerned Citizens of Austin criticized the 
officials’ “unprofessional behavior” and met 
separately with the two officials this week. 
Both men described the meetings as “very 
productive” and said the dialogue and posi- 
tive actions will continue going forward. 

Leffingwell and Martinez declined to com- 
ment on the substance of the pending legal 
matters. Martinez said he takes both matters 
“very seriously and will do whatever is neces- 
sary to resolve both matters.” Fie added that 
whatever the context, his own e-mailed com- 
ments were “inappropriate, unnecessary, and 
unprofessional,” and that he’s “working to 
repair the relationships I have damaged by 
my inappropriate comments.” 

Leffingwell similarly described his own com- 
ments as inappropriate, adding that he hopes 
to learn from the episode. He said he’s always 
been a “strong supporter” of diversity through- 
out the city, including the Fire Department, and 
that the only dispute at that council meeting 
was how best to accomplish the task. 



In the Austin Bulldog filing, former county 
Judge Bill Aleshire, representing the “investi- 
gative reporting” website published by Ken 
Martin, charges that the city took too long (33 
days) to produce all intra-council e-mails for 
2010 (redacted for private information) and may 
have provided only some of the communica- 
tions covered by the Texas Public Information 
Act. “It appears that Austin Council Members,” 
writes Aleshire, “think they can individually 
decide which emails and text messages about 
public business the public can see.” He charges 
that the e-mails thus far produced do not 
include all the public documents required under 
the law, and specifically that the city did not try 
to produce e-mails that might exist on council 
members’ personal computers or smartphones, 
or on instant-message applications like SPARK. 

Moreover, some council members provided 
fewer e-mails than others (e.g., Bill Spelman 
only three), and there were no e-mails dis- 
cussing such controversial public issues as 
Water Treatment Plant No. 4 or the 
Formula One racetrack incentives. Aleshire’s 
brief suggests that the absence of such 
e-mails is itself suspicious. 

The lawsuit asks the court to require the 
production of any additional public records 
covered by the act, wherever they might be 
located, and to enjoin the officials from con- 
cealing such records in the future. 

Leffingwell told us he could not comment 
directly on the pending lawsuit, except to say, 
“That’s a legal issue that’s going to have to 
be resolved legally.” - Michael King

Probe-Before-Abortion Bill 
Moves Forward 



After two days of debate, the Texas House 
late March 3 voted 107-42 to pass the ultra- 
sound-before-abortion bill authored by 
Rep. Sid Miller, R-Stephenville. The bill, a 
more stringent version of that filed in the 
Senate by Sen. Dan Patrick, R-Houston, 
must now be reconciled with the Senate’s 
version before a vote for final passage. 

The bill would require women seeking abor- 
tion to undergo an ultrasound between 24 
and 72 hours before having the procedure 
performed; it would require a doctor to dis- 
play the sonogram to the woman, audibly play 
the fetal heartbeat, and to simultaneously 
provide a verbal description of fetal develop- 
ment. Patrick’s version passed the Senate on 
a 21-10 vote, with Dem Sens. Eddie Lucio, 
D-Brownsville; Carlos Uresti, D-San Antonio; 
and Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo, voting in 
favor of the measure. 

This is the second time 
Republican lawmakers 
have pushed this bill. It 
died last session but has 
moved with lightning speed 
through the Lege this time 
around. Thanks to Gov. 

Rick Perry’s tagging it 
with “emergency” status, 
lawmakers have been able 
to put the measure above 
all other pending matters. 

Ostensibly, the bill is 
meant to ensure that a woman’s “consent” 
to terminate her pregnancy is “informed.” 
Realistically, however, it’s pretty clear to many 
- including several lawmakers speaking out 
against the measure on the floor last week - 
that the intent here is really to dissuade 
women from exercising their right to termi- 
nate an unwanted pregnancy. “It seems to 
me that the motive of the bill is something 
different,” said Rep. Jessica Farrar while 
questioning Miller about the bill. It seems 
that the design is actually to “stop” women 
from having abortions, she said. “That’d be 
fine with me,” Miller responded. 


The bill does not contain an exemption for 
victims of rape or incest (Austin Dem Rep. 
Dawnna Dukes suggested that by not 
accepting an amendment to create such an 
exception, Texas lawmakers are actually just 
creating a way to cover up bad acts by “some 
dirty old men”), and, after a tense back-and- 
forth about what exactly constitutes a “medi- 
cal emergency,” it remains unclear what kind 
of life-threatening situation would exempt a 
woman from the procedure. In rejecting an 
amendment that would create an exception 
for rape and incest victims, Miller said that a 
victim of either crime could simply look away 
from the sonogram image or refuse to listen 
to the heartbeat. At one point early in the 
debate on March 2, Miller actually said that if 
a woman didn’t want to see the image, she 
could simply “walk out of the room if she 
wants to.” That is an 
unlikely option since the 
ultrasound test at issue 
here takes place while a 
woman is on her back, on 
a table, with her legs in 
stirrups, while an ultra- 
sound wand (called a 
transducer) probes her 
vagina. “I’m not sure [you] 
understand the level of 
government intrusion” in 
this bill, said Rep. Carol 
Alvarado, D-Houston. 

Indeed, the vast majority of pregnancy ter- 
minations occur during the first trimester and 
as such are not far enough along to be seen 
well via a “jelly-on-the-belly” ultrasound proce- 
dure, as Alvarado put it. Instead, these early- 
term ultrasounds are typically done via a 
transvaginal procedure, conducted internally 
with an ultrasound probe - a very invasive 
procedure, and one that some lawmakers felt 
was too intrusive for the government to man- 
date regardless of whether the test is medi- 
cally necessary. Moreover, since the majority 
of abortion providers already perform an 
ultrasound prior to performing an abortion - 


the test provides information about gesta- 
tional age and the position of the uterus - 
Miller’s (and Patrick’s) bill would actually 
mean that a woman seeking an abortion may 
have to undergo two separate ultrasound pro- 
cedures within a three-day window. 

Then there’s the question of who will be 
paying for all these “free” ultrasounds that 
women will be provided. According to the bill, 
a list of free providers will be given to a 
woman so that she may avail herself of a 
charity ultrasound if she can’t otherwise 
afford the expense. But who’s actually pick- 
ing up the tab, Rep. Mando Martinez, 
D-Weslaco, asked Miller. “Charitable organiza- 
tions” funded by “donations” would pick up 
the tab, he replied. “In my community it 
would be the pregnancy crisis center. They’re 
a real asset to our community.” Indeed, so- 
called “crisis pregnancy centers” are unli- 
censed and unregulated entities that don’t 
provide medical care but do offer pregnancy 
tests and counseling to women facing 
unplanned pregnancies; CPCs promote only 
the option of carrying a pregnancy to term. 

As it happens, Texas actually funds a 
number of these centers, via an $8 million 


biennial earmark for the Alternatives to 
Abortion program, created by the Lege in 
2005. The money goes to the Texas 
Pregnancy Care Network, which adminis- 
ters the program and pays out money to 
individual CPCs that are part of the network. 
Since the program’s inception, it hasn’t 
exactly been a fiscal success: When the 
TPCN failed to meet program goals it set for 
itself, it simply changed those goals; in 
2007, 40% of its budget went to administra- 
tive costs - including nice yearly raises for 
Executive Director Vincent Friedewald (see 
“Texas Pregnancy Care Network Proves 
Unimpressive,” April 18, 2008). Despite its 
underperformance, the Alternatives to 
Abortion program in 2009 was given a 60% 
budget increase. Indeed, the Senate this 
year has proposed giving the program yet 
another raise, though the House budget has 
recommended zeroing it out. What will hap- 
pen there remains to be seen, but it does 
appear that if the CPC-funding program 
remains intact, it means Texas taxpayers 
will be footing the bill for the soon-to-be- 
required ultrasound procedures.

Have Customers, Need Macrobiotic Parking 


Casa de Luz founder Eduardo Longoria 

describes what he does in literal terms. 
“Macrobiotic means the great life,” he says. On 
the website for his nonprofit wellness center, 
he expands on that thought: “The philosophy of 
how to live a great life ... is the founding idea 
for Casa de Luz. This is an all encompassing 
philosophy, which includes all methods of sup- 
porting health and freedom.” It’s an awfully big 
picture that he envisions, and it even includes 
where you put your car. “Macrobiotics is also 
about parking,” says Longoria. “The great life 
isn’t dependent on a car.” 

Unfortunately for Longoria, the macrobiotic 
automobile plan doesn’t quite jibe with that of 
the city of Austin. Earlier this year, his organiza- 
tion was cited by the city’s Code Compliance 


Department for having inadequate parking facil- 
ities at its Toomey Road location. For 20 years, 
Casa de Luz - which features macrobiotic 
meals, offers spa treatments and yoga classes, 
serves as an event space, and hosts a 
Montessori school, among other activities - 
has been letting customers use the Butler Park 
parking lot across the street from its South 
Austin complex, tucked among the sprouting 
condos and food trailers behind the Zach 
Theatre. With the city’s Parks and Recreation 
Department souring on sharing the parking, 
Longoria has until June 1 to find 50 more spac- 
es or he - and the 40 or so people who work 
at the center - will have to shut his doors. 

This isn’t the first time someone has com- 
plained about the parking situation at Casa 


de Luz. In 2004, Susan Toomey Frost, who 

eventually sold the land that became the 
nearby Barton Place condominiums, took 
issue with Longoria’s arrangements. Back 
then, Casa de Luz was able to keep things 
going, having built up “a lot of good will,” 
according to Longoria, who adds, “To change 
your diet is really a fundamental change to 
create freedom from disease.” The Board of 
Adjustments gave Casa de Luz a variance 
allowing customers to use on-street parking. 
However, at the time, the center also had 
parking arrangements with the Bicycle Sport 
Shop and the local Carpenters Union; those 
relationships no longer exist, and Longoria 
has been told that the variance doesn’t apply 
to his current situation. 


Toomey Frost has since moved to San 
Antonio, and Longoria notes that this time 
the complaints were anonymous. He says 
that he has rented a parking facility from for- 
mer Schlotzsky’s CEO John Wooley, and he’s 
optimistic that this arrangement will solve his 
problem. A spokesperson with the city of 
Austin’s Planning and Development Review 
Department confirmed that Casa de Luz has 
indeed submitted a site plan for review - the 
first step in the long process to legal status. 
Code Compliance also confirmed that there’s 
been movement on the case. 

No matter the outcome, Longoria is not 
prepared to make any more room for cars in 
his vision of the great life. “Creating more 
parking,” says Longoria, “is as much a solu- 
tion to transportation as a fat man loosening 
his belt to help his weight problem.”

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While the new fleet of Smarts looks 
almost exactly like the original fleet, each 
car’s roof is equipped with a 100-watt solar 
panel that will collect, store, and provide 
energy for the car’s battery and interior venti- 
lation system, which regulates the tempera- 
ture inside the car (especially during our 
notorious Texas summers). The panel will 
also juice the Car2Go’s onboard telematic 
satellite system, a central component of the 
upgrade. Previous Smart ForTwos used by 
Car2Go were retrofitted with the necessary 
hardware, navigation system, and touch- 
screen. Now, the entire system is self-con- 
tained: The new fleet will roll out with the 
current technology embedded and can be 
upgraded via satellite more easily going for- 
ward. Future developments include the 
potential to totally customize, store, and 
launch unique settings for each user. 

The new cars will need to be physically 
exchanged, a potentially tricky prospect given 
that Car2Go is not a station-based car-shar- 
ing system - the old cars will likely be 
spread out all over town because members 
can pick them up and leave them anywhere 
within the operating area. Car2Go plans to 
dispatch 50 or so “relocation team” drivers 
to hit the streets precisely at midnight, 

Friday, March 18, and trade new vehicles for 
old ones in the exact locations they were 


parked at 11:59pm, Thursday, March 17. 

That should be interesting, especially Down- 
town, just as SXSW Music is hitting its stride. 

“We’re using close-in staging areas and 
strategizing as much as we can in advance 
to quickly get the new vehicles into the same 
parking slots, ASAP” says DeLong. Car2Go 
Austin intends to follow its own transition live 
online with photo updates on the company 
website, Facebook, and Twitter, and invites 
the public to watch this changing of the tiny- 
car guard as it occurs, live. 

The fleet will also require an entire change- 
over of the current card system: The old white 
membership cards will not work in the new 
vehicles. Current Car2Go members can expect 
to see new blue cards that are compatible 
with the new technology in the mail this week. 

“We’re looking at this transition as some- 
thing we’ll never have to do again. The new 
telematics will make future upgrades possible 
through satellite technology,” says DeLong. 
“And while, yes, it’s right at the peak of [SXSW], 
we know that a large portion of our member- 
ship will be out of town for spring break. We 
see the Monday after spring break as the 
launch of our new improved Car2Go 2.0.”

Dude, Where’s My Car2Go? 


Well, there’s good news, and there’s not- 
so-good news. 

The good news is that Car2Go Austin will 
be expanding its “geo-fence” - the boundar- 
ies of its operating area - next week, and the 
expansion pushes the existing border into 
new areas of town that will make the pro- 
gram more accessible to an estimated 
74,000 folks living within the new zones. 
Concurrent with this change, Car2Go will not 
only add 100 Smart cars to its fleet of 200 
Smart ForTwo vehicles, but it will replace the 
existing fleet with brand-spanking-new 
Daimler Car2Go Editions, designed and 
manufactured specifically 
for the car-share program. 

So, that’s the good news. 

The not-so-good news? 

This transition occurs 
between midnight on Friday, 

March 18, and 5pm on 
Sunday, March 20. “During 
this time,” according to the 
company’s press release, 

“the Austin network of car- 
2go will be temporarily 
unavailable for use.” For 
many Car2Go members, 
these dates may make no 
difference, but for anyone 
planning on using the sys- 
tem during South by 
Southwest, the time frame 
spans the final - and most intensive - 
weekend of the 10-day Conference. 

What is Diamler AG thinking? 

“For us, the shift to our new technology 
affects all Car2Go locations, globally, not just 
Austin. The changes being introduced - the 
expansion of the boundaries and the entirely 
new telematics system - requires an entire 
system change,” explains Paul DeLong, 
Car2Go’s head of North American sales and 
marketing. “Those dates were assigned. We 
know this is a huge logistical undertaking, 
and our main concern is making this impact 


positive while minimizing the inconvenience 
to our members.” 

Diamler based its entire North American 
car-share program headquarters here in 
Austin, currently the only U.S. city where 
Car2Go operates. Surely they’ve heard of 
SXSW? Did the Austin office address this? 

“Initially, yes,” says DeLong. “South by 
Southwest is such an iconic festival in 
Austin, and we are trying to limit the impact 
on users by starting at midnight and doing 
the exchange as quickly and seamlessly and 
transparently as we can get up to speed - 
hopefully so that people using the program 
for [SXSW] can get back into 
those cars.” 

Austin’s relationship with 
Car2Go launched in Novem- 
ber 2009 with a pilot pro- 
gram in cahoots with the 
city of Austin. City employ- 
ees got access to the 
200-car fleet essentially to 
beta test the car-share 
model. In May 2010, 

Car2Go opened up to Austin 
at-large. Since the service 
launched, the program’s 

15.000 members have 
logged more than 500,000 
miles in more than 150,000 
rentals (an average of 

4.000 rentals per week). 
According to the company’s press release, 
“15 percent of the driving population above 
the age of 18 in the existing operating area 
are car2go members.” 

The expanded operating area (see map, 
left) pushes the southern border from Oltorf to 
Ben White, while Highway 183 will now serve 
as the northern boundary beyond the existing 
Koenig and 51st Street limits. The Eastside 
sees expansion on the north (Manor Road) 
and south (Montopolis) tips, rounding out the 
already existing 183 border, and the Far West/ 
Mesa area gets included to the west.

FUMBLING WITH LAWSUITS 

Dan Snyder is stamping his tiny little feet 
and having a screaming tantrum! 

That’s unpleasant to witness when a 
3-year-old does it, but it’s truly troubling to 
see a 45-year-old billionaire owner of a pro 
football team throw a public hissy fit. Snyder 
owns the once-great-but-now-terrible 
Washington Redskins, whose on-field inept- 
ness during his 10-year tenure has made 
long-suffering fans almost insanely mad. 

However, the owner’s tantrum is not direct- 
ed at his players or coaches, but at a local 
newsweekly, the Washington City Paper. It 
dared to publish a long piece deriding Snyder 
as the source of the team’s misery. 

What insouciance, he shrieked, as he sum- 
moned his legal team to go after the small 
paper. The lawyers’ first tactic was raw intimi- 
dation: “Mr. Snyder has more than sufficient 
means to protect his reputation,” the lawyers 
snarled at City Paper's owners, crudely imply- 
ing that if they didn’t give in to Mr. Redskin, 
he would bury them in legal costs. 

But City Paper didn’t fall for such smack 
talk, so Snyder pushed ahead, suing for $2 
million in general damages. But his libel suit 
turns out to be compromised by the fact that 
the article in question is ... well, factual. 

This reality led the billionaire to try a trick 
play, claiming that the article was an offen- 
sive, anti-Semitic diatribe against him - an 
assertion that an independent journalistic 
observer calls “almost unbearably stupid.” 
After all, Snyder’s team is called the 
“Redskins,” a slur that Snyder insists “is 
not meant to be offensive whatsoever.” 

Overprivileged corporate crybabies like 
Snyder are giving hypocrisy a bad name. 

They denounce “lawsuit abuse” by anyone 
who dares to sue them, even as they deploy 
their legal departments to intimidate anyone 
who crosses them. 


SNORTING KOCH IN WISCONSIN 

Scott Walker is a Kochhead - one of sev- 
eral superambitious right-wing politicos who 
can’t get enough of the laissez-fairyland hal- 
lucinogens being pushed all across the land 
by the secretive billionaire Koch brothers. 

As the GOP’s gubernatorial candidate in 
Wisconsin last year, Walker took $43,000 in 
campaign cash from the Koch brothers’ cor- 
porate PAC, plus hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of support from a Koch-funded politi- 
cal front group. Now in office, it’s clear that 
the Guv has also snorted several bags of the 
Kochs’ 100% pure anti-worker, corporate 
mindset, for he’s pushing maniacally to take 
away the right of Wisconsin public employee 
unions to bargain with government bosses 
like him.

With his capitol in 
turmoil, the governor blissfully said, “I hope 
I’m an inspiration” to others trying to elimi- 
nate workers’ rights. 

Before you faint in awe of this guy’s saint- 
liness, note another little provision he very 
quietly buried in Section 44 of his anti-work- 
er bill. It allows the governor, with no over- 
sight, to sell Wisconsin’s publicly owned 
power plants on a no-bid basis to private 
corporations. Guess who’s in the energy 
business and could profit enormously from 
this giveaway? The Koch brothers.

Save Our 
Schools! 

Texans advance on Capitol in bid to preserve public schools

As the 82nd Texas Legislature reaches its 
midpoint, lawmakers are facing a gut check 
moment: Do they push through the $10 bil- 
lion in planned cuts to public schools, or do 
they protect classrooms? The Save Texas 
Schools coalition wants them to do one thing: 
Come out of their offices on March 12, walk 
onto the Capitol grounds, and listen to the 
thousands of ordinary Texans who will be ral- 
lying for public education. The coalition’s plan 
is to gather families, teachers, administrators, 
trustees, union activists, and business inter- 
ests from across the state to tell legislators that 
cutting school funding is a terrible idea. “For 
those of us that have worked in the Legislature, ” 
said veteran education advocate and event 
organizer Allen Weeks, “there is a time for 
working inside, and there is a time for pressur- 
ing from the outside.” 

No state or federal lawmakers will be speak- 
ing at the rally. Instead, the orga- 
nizers will invite them as guests 
of honor so that they might see 
just how unpopular their pro- 
posed cuts are in every comer of 
the state. (Full disclosure: Susan 
Moffat, community activist and 
wife of Chronicle Publisher Nick 
Barbaro, serves on the organizing 
committee for this event.) Save 
Texas Schools fundraising com- 
mittee co-Chair Brian Donovan 
said he’s inspired by the response 
coming from outside Austin. 

When the House released its 
draft budget, he said, “there were 
spitting mad editorials in Denton, 

Midland, and Odessa.” With 
that popular pressure rising, 

Donovan said, “a huge rally of 
angry parents from all over the 
state seemed the tonic needed to 
bring the Lege and leadership around to fund- 
ing education as much as possible.” 

By late Febmary, Save Texas Schools already 
had 88 volunteer organizers around the state. 
That group includes people like Kimberly 
Miller, a Denton Independent School District 
resident whose whole family has signed up to 
help spread the word. Even though its popula- 
tion is rapidly expanding, Denton faces a $15 
million-to-$ 16-million drop-off in state fund- 
ing. “We’ve had a lot of public outcry in 
Austin about the cuts, and they have got cov- 
erage,” said Miller. “But talking to districts 
outside of the capital, they’ve found it very 
hard to get their story heard.” 


The Save Texas Schools organizers soon 
found they were not alone in planning rallies 
and that others were eager to combine their 
efforts. Within days of the draft House budget 
being released, Weeks heard about statewide 
efforts being planned as far away as Pasadena 
and Arlington, where Leanne Rand was already 
working on her own protest. Like most par- 
ents of school-age children, Rand had heard 
about the state budget crisis. Yet it was purely 
an abstraction until the principal at her kids’ 
high school explained what the district’s pro- 
jected $35 million shortfall would mean on 
his campus: fewer staff, less money for main- 
tenance, and the loss of programs like Safe 
and Drug-Free Schools and Communities. 
Rand said, “Frankly, it made me mad, and I 
said something like, ‘We should march on 
Austin - 1 am going to organize a Million Mom 
March.’” While she admits she was half-joking 


at first, she was quickly contacted by parents 
who wanted to get involved, along with groups 
and businesses that wanted to sponsor 
Arlington’s attendance at the march. 

The Dads Club at Arlington’s Butler Ele- 
mentary is pooling money to cover travel costs 
for teachers, and that effort is simply one part 
of a bigger push to get everyone informed 
about the issues and solutions. The North 
Arlington Education Alliance has scheduled a 
series of campus-based information sessions 
to walk people through the numbers. Butler 
Dads Club communications officer David Wil- 
banks is particularly worried about the extra 
stress the situation is placing on kids, but so 


far, he said, “Parents are uninformed as to how 
the state and our district woke up and found 
ourselves in this situation.” 

Daunting Numbers 

Aside from raw passion, the protesters have 
some cold, hard statistics on their side. The 
state cuts have been sold as a money-saver. 

However, the Center for Public 
Policy Priorities warns that the eco- 
nomic impact of throwing roughly 

189.000 education workers out of 
their jobs could be catastrophic, 
leaving Texas liable for more than 
$670 million in unemployment 
insurance payments. Combine those 
endangered posts with the threat- 
ened cuts to health care and social 
services, and Texas could lose 

250.000 public employee positions. 
For context, in December 2010 the 
state unemployment rate stood at 
8.3%, with 977,600 people on the 
unemployment rolls. Dump an extra 
quarter-million workers on the job 
market, and the jobless rate would 
shoot above 10%. 

That would be the tip of the ice- 
berg. In 2009, lawmakers allocated 
$271 million to schools for comput- 
ers and classroom technology. Under the cur- 
rent draft budgets, that technology allotment is 
zeroed out, hitting educational technology 
vendors hard. Academic publishers have 
already been warned that Texas may not have 
the $520 million needed for new textbooks. 
Similarly, districts that cannot afford to pay 
their staffs would have a tough time convincing 
voters to spend money on bonds - a potential 
body blow for builders and contractors. 

Hardcore fiscal conservatives and anti-gov- 
ernment tea partiers may take solace from 
Congressman Ron Paul’s recent comments 
that “education is not a right.” Whatever Paul 
might believe, providing for education is an 


obligation of the Legislature under the first 
section of Article 7 of the Texas Constitution: 
“A general diffusion of knowledge being essen- 
tial to the preservation of the liberties and 
rights of the people, it shall be the duty of the 
Legislature of the State to establish and make 
suitable provision for the support and mainte- 
nance of an efficient system of public free 
schools.” Beyond that simple requirement, the 
current political climate under the pink dome 
is undoubtedly changing. On Feb. 28, Senate 
Finance Committee Chair Steve Ogden, R-Bry- 
an, said that the current base budget would 
“decimate” public education. House Approp- 
riations Committee Chair Jim Pitts, R-Waxaha- 
chie, recently told his fellow lawmakers that, if 
they were looking for something to trim, “the 
Texas budget doesn’t have fat.” 

Even the otherwise parsimonious Texas 
Association of Business has voiced concerns 
that slicing education funding now will endan- 
ger the state’s long-term economic viability. 
The group has called on lawmakers to use 
$1.9 billion from the Available School Fund to 
continue funding all-day prekindergarten and 
the technology allotment, as well as providing 
the updated textbooks required for the new 
curriculum. Normally a staunch opponent of 
government spending, TAB President Bill 
Hammond has become a vocal advocate for 
protecting education today to create better 
workers tomorrow. Hammond said, “The 
Legislature can and should invest in education 
and should make substantive reforms that 
ensure excellence over mediocrity. ” 

As a sign of how much of a political para- 
digm shift Save Texas Schools could be, Ham- 
mond is currently penciled in along with San 
Antonio Mayor Julian Castro to speak at the 
March 12 rally. Weeks described that diver- 
sity of voices as vital in breaking any miscon- 
ceptions about the breadth of support. He 
said, “If it’s another rally that people can say, 
‘Oh, it’s those people again,’ then it’s not 
very effective.” 
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Finding the Margins 

Weeks said he accepted that there will have 
to be some cuts, but now lawmakers are 
searching for innovative ways to make them 
without disrupting education. Houston 
Democrat Rep. Scott Hochberg’s House Bill 
233, which would cut cosdy testing time for 
elementary and middle school students, has 
already gained bipartisan support. Another bill 
surviving committee review is Senate Bill 912 
by Sen. Royce West, D-Dallas, which would 
change the deadline and process for telling a 
teacher that his or her 
contract will not be 
renewed. While the 
bill would not stop any 
cuts, it would allow 
districts to make hiring 
decisions with a clearer 
idea of what the state 
budget actually looks like. Backed by many 
education groups, including the Texas 
Association of School Boards and teachers’ 
union Texas AFT the change could avert the 
kind of panic caused when the Austin 
Independent School District published its pro- 
posed reduction-in-force layoff list in February. 

Beyond these administrative changes, there 
are even bills being filed that would expand the 
state’s financial obligations to education. Under 
SB 597, Senate Education Committee Chair 
Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, proposes letting 
charter schools use the Permanent School Fund 


to back their construction bonds. Similarly, 
Ogden filed Senate Joint Resolution 29, a consti- 
tutional amendment whereby the state would 
buy textbooks for private schools. A new subsidy 
may not sit well with Democrats or fiscal conser- 
vatives, especially when the state is already strug- 
gling to foot those bills for regular public 
schools. However, other measures that were 
previously considered politically toxic are now 
getting their days in committee. Ogden’s fellow 
Bryan GOPer Rep. Fred Brown has filed HB 106, 
redrawing the patchwork of school districts 
along strict county 
boundaries. Similarly, in 
HB 1597 Rep. Jose 
Menendez, D-San 
Antonio, asks for a two- 
year, 2-cent increase in 
the sales tax. Menendez 
calculates that would 
raise $6 billion and create long-term savings. In 
a statement, he said, “None of us want to pay 
more taxes but it is far cheaper to educate our 
children than it is to incarcerate them.” 

Weeks’ hope is that the demonstration will 
show lawmakers that average Texans want 
them to protect public education. Just as 
importantly, he hopes the march will finally 
turn the national spotlight on Texas schools. 
“Some people are positioning Texas as a model 
for the future. . . . But if this is that model, we 
want the rest of the nation to look at it and 
say, ‘Is this the future we want?”’ ■

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Broken Justice 

Exonerees testify on behalf of reforming Texas eyewitness law

In the Texas criminal justice system, eyewitness misidentification is by far the leading cause 
of wrongful conviction - faulty eyewitness ID was implicated in 86% of Texas DNA exoneration 
cases. Two years ago, lawmakers tried to enact a bill that would take the first steps to improve 
the reliability of eyewitness identification; the law would have created a model policy for the 
state’s law enforcement agencies in conducting live and photo lineups. The bill was a casualty 
of House chubbing, but this year it is back and moving quickly toward passage. 

On Feb. 22, lawmakers in the House Criminal Jurisprudence Committee heard testimony on 
Rep. Pete Gallego’s eyewitness ID bill (House Bill 215), and that afternoon voted unanimously to 
pass it to the full House for consideration; a week later, on March 1, the Senate Criminal Justice 
Committee heard testimony on a companion measure, Senate Bill 121, by Sen. Rodney Ellis, 

D-Houston, before also voting unanimously to pass the bill to the full chamber for consideration. 

To date, there have been 44 DNA exonerations in Texas, and, according to the Innocence 
Project, a total of 266 post-conviction DNA exonerations nationwide since 1989. (A true num- 
ber of wrongful convictions is difficult to predict, but it is noteworthy that DNA testing is pos- 
sible in just 5-10% of all criminal cases, reports the IP) 

A group of seven Texas exonerees - who, taken together, served more than 140 years in prison 
before exoneration - traveled to the Capitol to testify in support of the eyewitness ID bills. Below 
is a summary of a handful of their cases and excerpts from their testimony before lawmakers. CORY SESSION 



JAMES CURTIS GILES 

“ I didn’t know there was another James Giles. . . . 
I was the only African-American sitting in the court- 
room - how hard was it for [the victim] to point at 
me? ... I thank God I got my name hack through 
DNA that proved I was not [her attacker].” 

Giles served 10 years in prison, and 14 as a 
registered sex offender, after receiving a 30-year 
sentence for a 1982 rape of a pregnant Dallas 
woman. The victim was repeatedly raped by 
three men, and in a lineup she identified Giles 
as one of her attackers. Another witness failed 
to ID Giles, but even though, at 29, he was 10 
years older than the other suspects, had two 
prominent gold teeth that the victim did not 
mention to police in any descriptions of her 
assailants, and had an alibi for the night of the 
crime - he was out having dinner with his wife 
- he was convicted in 1983. As it turned out, 
the real perpetrator was another man, James 
Earl Giles, who had long been a suspect in the 
crime; although prosecutors knew that before 
trial, they failed to provide the information to 
Giles’ defense. Giles was exonerated in 2007. 

CHARLES CHATMAN 

“My conviction was based on eyewitness iden- 
tification. One person accused me of rape and 
regardless of the evidence ... I could present, 
I did present, to contradict this person, I was 
convicted. . . . I’m believing in this committee to 
do what you all feel is right. ... I believe in the 
fact that we need a change; our criminal justice 
system is broken.” 

At 20 years old, Chatman was wrongfully 
convicted of a Dallas rape that he did not 
commit. He was picked out of a lineup by 
the victim, who said that although she hadn’t 
been wearing her glasses during the attack, 
she “got enough of a glance of his full face” 
to be able to identify him. Chatman spent 27 
years in prison before becoming, in 2008, the 
14th man in Dallas County cleared by DNA 
evidence. The woman’s real assailant has 
never been identified. 



“I’ve heard prosecutors say the system works. My 
brother Tim was tried by 12 and carried by six to 
his grave; the system will never work in Tim Cole’s 
case. I implore you to finally [pass the eyewitness 
ID bill]. ... My mom said at [Cole’s] funeral, 
‘Today the world knows [Cole] as a convicted rap- 
ist; one day the world will know him for who he 
really was.’ ... I hope that you will pass this [bill] 
in the memory of Tim Cole and never forget. ” 

Session’s older brother, Timothy Cole, died 
in prison after being convicted of a Lubbock 
rape that he did not commit. He was errone- 
ously identified by the rape victim because of 
biased and faulty police lineup procedures. In 
2009, Cole became the first person in Texas to 
receive a posthumous pardon. He would have 
been 50 this year and, had he lived, would have 
been released from prison in 2011 after serv- 
ing 25 years. Session now serves as the policy 
director for the Innocence Project of Texas. 

JOHNNIE LINDSEY 

“Now, during the time of the offense, I was 
at work. There was a time card to show what 
time I punched in to work and what time I got 
off from work. There was also my employer who 
came and testified that it was virtually impossible 
that I could have committed the offense. . . . The 
system is only as good as the people that run 
the system. And I do feel like this [bill] will kind 
of curb some of the misidentification that hap- 
pens. . . . Because there’s no way that the victim 
should have been presented with six photos and 
only two people [were] shirtless. I mean, that’s 
ridiculous. I believe it is something that needs to 
be addressed, that needs to be fixed. ” 

Johnnie Lindsey was 30 years old when he 
was arrested for the 1981 rape of a woman 
near White Rock Lake in Dallas. The woman 
said she’d been attacked by a shirtless black 
man. She was given two photo lineups in the 
days after the rape but was unable to ID her 
attacker. The case went cold, and it wasn’t 
until a year later that Dallas detectives mailed 
a new set of photos to the woman: Of the 
six photos she was shown, just two depict- 
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because I had to stick to my truth: My truth is, I 
did not do the robbery itself, and now you want 
me to admit to that I was a sex offender. 

“And the stigma of being a sex offender -first 
being in prison for somethingyou didn’t do, and 
then [being labeled] a sex offender? ... Thirty 
years in prison for a crime I did not commit. 
And I’m asking you all, please, so that no one 
else has to go through what I went through, 
House Bill 215 needs to be passed.” 

Dupree was 20 years old when he was 
convicted of aggravated robbery, a crime that 
allegedly happened in connection with the 
rape of a 26-year-old woman in Dallas. In 
1979, the woman and her male companion 
were caijacked, and she was abducted and 
raped. Dupree was charged with both crimes, 
but was eventually tried only on the robbery 
charge. He was sentenced to 75 years in 
prison. In July 2010, Dupree was paroled; 
he was finally exonerated in January 2011 
after DNA testing failed to connect him to 
the crime. Dupree, now 51, has spent more 
time in prison for a crime he did not commit 
than has any other Texas exoneree. ■

ed shirtless black men; one of those was 
Lindsey. Lindsey spent 27 years in prison 
before being exonerated by DNA evidence in 
2009. The womans real attacker has never 
been found. 

CORNELIUS DUPREE 

“I’ve lost my mom, my dad - a lot - in the 
course of being in prison. ... I had never seen 
these people [the victim and her male compan- 
ion] before in my life. ... I really believed in the 
justice system - I mean, I was a fan of Perry 
Mason as a kid. I really believed in the justice 
system - you know, innocent until proven guilty. 
You know, when you get caught up in the system, 
you find out it’s a little bit different. Now, I don’t 
know if it was because of me being black or what, 
but it was different. . . . Around my 24th year, 
I was offered parole by the parole board. Keep 
in mind, I was in prison for robbery. . . . Which 
is good, you want to go home. But there was a 
catch - that I go to a sex offender class. I said: 
‘No, there is no way that I can go to a sex offend- 
er class. I’m already in prison for something I 
didn’t do, and now you want me to admit [to 
doing] something sexual.’ ... No, I just couldn’t 
do it. ... And I had to sacrifice another six years

“Leave the room if you don’t smoke and 
drink.”

For most folks, exposure to marching 
bands is usually limited to sporting events, 
the occasional oompah experience at a Hill 
Country biergarten, or a junket to the Big 
Easy. And while New Orleans is still the first 
place that pops to mind for grassroots non- 
profit street bands, other cities have taken 
the cue and started their own - enough to 
inspire the festival known simply as Honk! 

The first Honk! happened five years ago in 
Somerville, Mass. Since then, loosely affiliat- 
ed celebrations have popped up in sister cit- 
ies Seattle; Providence, R.I.; and Brooklyn, 
N.Y. This month’s is Austin’s inaugural test. 

“There’s no central governing structure,” 
according to Jeff Luna, mellophone player in 
MMMB and Honk!TX coordinator. “Everybody 
does their own thing and caters to their own 
community’s needs.” 

Honk!TX coordinator Chris Ledesma says: 
“We were encouraged by the other Honk! orga- 
nizers. There are guiding principles to what a 
Honk! test should be. We’ve stuck to the spirit 
of Honk! while giving it an Austin flavor.” 

“Once you’ve put on a Honk!,” says Luna, 
“You’re a mentor for the other Honk!s.” 

In spring 2010, Minor Mishap joined forc- 
es with local party posse iLoveMikeLitt to 
plan this year’s test. In mid-November, they 
launched a Kickstarter campaign, and with- 
in 30 days raised more than $10,000, 
attracting a handful of impressive spon- 
sors, including Wheatsville, South by 
Southwest, and Whole Foods. The bulk of 
the total, however, came from “smaller, 

$25 donations,” says MMMB trombone 
player and Honk! plotter Jason Fialkoff, 
Lexington, Ky.’s March Madness Marching 
Band, notes Luna, “raised over $3,000 in a 
month and a half. The Scene of the Crime 
Rovers in Durham, N.C., raised about 


$2,500, and Titanium Sporkestra in Seattle 
raised $8,000.” March Madness, says 
Ledesma, didn’t even know about Honk! until 
this year. “They’re bringing 40 people.” 

This festival, according to Fialkoff, “was so 
easy to book. I sent out an e-mail and got 
responses that same day: ‘Oh yeah, sure, 
we’ll bring 20 people to Austin.’ Honk! has a 
good reputation,” as does Austin, he muses. 
“You put those things together, and people 
come running.” 

It is sheer coincidence that Austin’s first 
Honk! coincides with South by Southwest. 

In planning for the test, coordinators aimed 
for Mardi Gras and landed on the major 
international festival. 

“When we reached out, South by Southwest 
responded positively,” says Luna. “Now 
we have this relationship.” The collabora- 
tion makes sense to Honk!. “South by 
Southwest created this great thing in Austin. 
Similarly, they recognize the value in what 
we’re doing.” 

Last year during SXSW Film, many folks in 
line at the Paramount Theatre on Congress 
were treated to the yellow-and-black-clad 


Mishaps’ random, spontaneous eruptions of 
boisterous Balkan beats or New Orleans sec- 
ond line strains. This year, the potential is 
multiplied by 20 street bands. “We’re talking 
hundreds of mobile musicians,” Luna says in 
all earnestness. “I don’t think Austin even 
knows what that looks like. 

“We’re not trying to compete with South by 
Southwest at all, but at the same time, there 
will be a lot of people waiting in lines. If 
some of our bands want to go out and enter- 
tain those people - we wouldn’t encourage it, 
but we certainly wouldn’t discourage it either.” 

The official Honk!TX shows will manifest on 
a number of stages and locations across town 
(see schedule, left) culminating in a parade 
from City Hall to the Eastside on Sunday. 

“All we need to make something magical hap- 
pen,” smiles Fialkoff, “is a little bit of space and 
a lot of desire. To see that on a mass scale [as 
we did] in Boston and Seattle, where 20 bands 
get together and do it over the course of a 
weekend, is one of the most unique things I’ve 
ever been a part of.” - Kate X Messer

Austin’s first arts tsar departs for parts northwest 


On Tuesday, Vincent Kitch winds up seven years of working 
for the city of Austin on arts and cultural issues and heads to 
Seattle to serve as director of the Office of Arts & Cultural 
Affairs in the mayor’s office there. Kitch spent most of his time 
here as cultural arts program manager, arriving in fall 2003 
with a huge first assignment: overhauling the city’s arts funding 
program, which had been dogged by controversies and conflicts 
for more than 20 years. Against all odds, he instituted reforms 
that, if not always pleasing to everyone, were fair enough to dif- 
fuse the antipathy toward and distrust of the process. He 
stayed in that job until last fall, when, in an under-the-radar 
reorganization of the Cultural Arts Division in the Economic 
Growth & Redevelopment Services Office, Kitch was shifted to 
a post titled “arts and culture development manager,” focusing 
on integrating creative industries into the city’s economic devel- 
opment strategy. (Megan Crigger was moved from Art in Public 
Places coordinator to acting cultural arts program manager.) 


Kitch ’s tenure saw 
a major shift in the 
development of Austin’s 
creative community, 
from being largely 
fractured - with art- 
ists, disciplines, and 
industries fighting one 
another for scant resources - to being greatly united, with 
creatives planning their futures together and collaboration as 
the norm. “The funding programs work absolutely galvanized 
the arts community,” Kitch wrote in an e-mail, “and I remem- 
ber those first months in front of the Austin Arts Coalition 
with everyone wanting operating support for organizations of 
$10,000 or bigger and how I had to talk about all the chang- 
es and why we could not do everything they wanted. Then the 
next year working on the matrix, etc. 



“But all that brought people together and the CreateAustin 
planning process kept them together and got them working 
and with more and different people and industries. Now I cer- 
tainly can’t take credit for CreateAustin, but the real relation- 
ships that have developed in the community I think come 
from the shared experience of first the funding programs and 
then CreateAustin. If our work has contributed to that collab- 
orative environment, then that should be the greatest accom- 
plishment [of my time here], but it’s not mine. I only played a 
small part in it.” 

Kitch leaves some projects unfinished: “My recent work 
in tax credits and cultural space development was just get- 
ting started, and we have so many capital projects that are 
coming online or need to come online. I would have liked 
to have had more impact on public awareness and more 
marketing and cultural tourism development, and we only 
have begun to look at artist live/work space and really 
start pursuing that.” 

But he entrusts those to other hands while he considers a 
new city’s needs. Bon voyage, Mr. Kitch. Thanks for your good 
work, and all the best in Seattle. - Robert Faires

Beili Liu makes an art of channeling the forces within objects and us

A cloud of scissors - 1,500 pairs - is suspended in air in 
a circle 20 feet across, each of their black iron handles held 
aloft by a slender strand of black saltwater fishing line, their 
keen-edged blades aimed earthward and open, like the beaks 
of hungry birds descending on a mess of wriggling worms, or 
maybe like the squawking maws of grackles massed in the trees 
around Lady Bird Lake at twilight. In any case, they hover, 
directing their potential to snip, to clip, to cut, at the floor, 
where lies another cloud: a ring of snowy white fabric made of 
irregular pieces that have felt the sharp bite of those scissors’ 
blades. But they have since been mended, like patients after 
surgery, with loops of black thread around their edges. They lie 
one atop another, scores of them now attached together, exud- 
ing a restful calm - the counterpoint to the sharp, active energy 
of the hanging scissors. 

Between the two, in a small bare patch of the floor, a petite 
woman goes about the business of sewing thread around the 
edges of these fabric pieces. She seems to see no threat in the 
mass of sharpened implements just overhead. Her attention is 
on her task, stitching up the white swatches and adding them 
to the horseshoe-shaped pile on the floor around her, and she 
goes about it with a spirit of quiet industry, measured and 
poised. And she is poised, too, between the destructive energy 
of the scissors above and the serene energy of the fabric below. 
In this charged space her steady, simple activity seems to chan- 
nel the former and transform it into the latter. 

The woman doing this, you should know, is actually the 
generator of all this energy, the creator of this installation- 
with-performance known as The Mending Project , currently 
showing at Women & Their Work. Her name is Beili Liu, and 
though you wouldn’t guess it from her steady hand and still- 
ness as she works on/in her latest project, she’s one of the 
busiest visual artists in the city. Two weeks prior to the March 


3 opening of “The Mending Project” exhibition in Austin, Liu 
was opening “Extent,” an installation at Form/Space Atelier in 
Seattle. Five months before that, she created an installation 
for the 2010 ArtPrize competition in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
and her piece Lure/Wave, Grand Rapids won third place and 
$50,000. Two months before that, Fiu had a piece in the 
group show “Unraveling Tradition: Contemporary Artists 
Working With Fiber Media” at 516 Arts in Albuquerque, 
N.M. In May 2010, Fiu had two international shows: “Fray” 
at Asia Unlimited Gallery in Berlin, and “half empty.half 
full.” at Nordisk Kunst Plattform Project Space in Brusand, 
Norway. And in the 18 months before that, she managed to 
show in Ann Arbor, Mich.; San Jose, Calif.; Buffalo, N.Y.; 
New Rochelle, N.Y.; Shanghai, China; Fiskars, Finland; San 
Antonio; and Los Angeles. Since moving to Austin in 2008 
to join the faculty of the University of Texas Department of 
Art and Art History, Liu can claim 11 solo exhibitions and 
work in 14 group shows all over the world. And it didn’t 
take long for her to make an impact in her new hometown. 

At the first Austin Visual Arts Association Awards, she was 
named the 2009 Artist of the Year 3 Dimensional Art, and 
her first solo show at D Berman Gallery, “Bound,” was named 
the Outstanding Solo Gallery Exhibition of 2009-10 by the 
Austin Critics Table. 

Fiu didn’t move to Austin knowing that her career would take = 
off in this way, but she left Michigan, where she had obtained □ 
her master’s in fine arts and taught art for five years, hoping * 
that the new location would help propel her work to a new ° 
level. “The reason I accepted [the job at UT] was because my |2

grow as much as I could, and that opportunity presented a lot 
of possibilities,” Liu says. “And since I’ve been here, I’ve just 
gotten busier and busier.” 

Austin has played a significant role in the surge of activity 
in her career, the artist says. “It’s a really nurturing and sup- 
portive space and environment. There are a lot of resources. 
It’s a really great community. The [UT art] department has very 
high expectations, and that’s a great thing. My colleagues - we 
have so many amazing, productive artists, and that’s a really 
good influence on me. So you want to be contributing to that 
creative energy, to be part of that and say, ‘Look, I am also 
participating and doing the best I can.’ I feel very productive 
ever since I moved to Austin. You know when you have a good 
vibe in your life? That’s what I feel right now, and that’s really 
helping me to do as much as I can as an artist.” 

A good vibe . . . energy is never out of the conversation for 
long when Liu is talking. There’s the energy in her life, the 
energy she brings to her art, the energy that viewers bring into 
the space where she’s installed a work, the energy exchanged 
between the viewers and the work, and the energy within 
objects. This last was the catalyst for The Mending Project. 
Drawing on her Chinese heritage - Liu was born in the village 
of Jilin and raised in the city of Shenzhen - the artist sought 
to channel the energy of a tool found in every household of 
every village across her homeland. “There’s an energy in each 
and every pair of scissors,” says Liu. “It’s as if they’re some 
kind of creature. I knew that I wanted to take advantage of 
that energy that’s very threatening. It’s a very commonplace 
object, but it holds such a presence that’s heavy, that’s harsh. 
In feng shui practice, it’s a harsh object that you’re not sup- 
posed to point at anyone.” And she had in mind not just one 
or two pairs but hundreds. 

That’s a passel of negative energy, but Liu also knew just 
how she wanted to counter it: “The idea of the fabric being 
stitched by hand - it responds and softens it. So there’s that 
above and below, and there’s that energy in between, and the 
idea is that [the mass of stitched fabric] will grow larger, so it 
will be able to contain and receive all that [negative energy] 
and neutralize it in a way. ” 

When the work was installed - and Liu’s husband, Blue Way, 
had to apply a considerable amount of his engineering expertise 
to the challenge of safely hanging 1,500 pairs of iron utensils

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from Women & Their Work’s ceiling - Liu dis- 
covered that she had balanced those opposing 
forces of energy even better than she’d imag- 
ined. “When I planned the piece, I thought it 
was going to be very threatening,” she notes. 
“But when I see it, it’s actually very peaceful 
to me. I wasn’t expecting that.” Even when 
she sits at the table sewing, with that arsenal 
of blades inches over her head, she’s at ease: 
“It’s almost like being under a tree. It’s not sup- 
posed to be protective, but there’s that blanket 
feeling. It’s a very calm space - the center of the 
storm. All these things are happening around 
me, but at the center it’s very calm.” 

One could apply that description to Liu 
herself, who comes off as quite composed 
and unassuming amid the swirl of activity all 
around her these days: the hectic schedule, 
the critical acclaim, and the powerful respons- 
es that her work generates. “At ArtPrize, I 
had several people come to me with tears 


in their eyes” after seeing her installation, 
and one young man found such beauty and 
inspiration in Liu’s work - which was rooted 
in the Chinese legend stating that soul mates 
are connected at their births by invisible red 
threads that eventually allow them to find 


each other - that he arranged to bring his 
girlfriend into the installation to propose to 
her. (You can see video of it on the links page 
of Liu’s website, www.beililiu.com ) 

Such responses are particularly gratifying 
for Liu. “There are moments when people 
come to me and they’re so touched, and I 


can sense that. That’s the best thing I can ever 
hope for,” she says. And it goes beyond the 
simple pleasure of moving people with her 
efforts; for Liu, it’s evidence of people bring- 
ing to the work their own energy - there’s 
that word again - and exchanging it with 


the work, to be touched and influenced by 
it. Which goes to the heart of why she does 
what she does: “The whole idea of making art 
is really to share, and I really want to share 
work that’s worthy of people’s attention. If 
you come to see the show and if you want 
to spend time to look at it, I want to have 


something to offer. [People who see my art] 
give me an understanding of why I really want 
to make the work I make and to know what 
really matters to me as an artist. I think it’s 
that connection that is so precious to me. It 
gives me the encouragement and energy to 
know why I want to make the next project.” 

And the next project is coming soon, with 
another soon after and another soon after that. 
Liu has three solo exhibitions lined up for 
the coming year. And with the Department of 
Art and Art History having just promoted her 
from assistant professor to tenured associate 
professor, it’s clear that Liu still has plenty of 
busy days ahead of her. Some may find just the 
sound of it exhausting, but here’s betting Liu 
can handle all that work and more - and with 
energy to spare. ■

The Polar 



The Beaufort Diaries’ animated journey from book to screen

“I’m on the train,” says T Cooper, en 
route from New York City to the upstate 
home where he lives with his family 
“I’m trying to have people next to me 
not hear me being such an asshole.” 

It’s all my fault. After a couple of 
technology-induced false starts and 
an adjustment to the tin-can phone 
reception, we’ve finally settled into a 
workable back-and-forth when I ask 
him a question that pretty much gets 
on its knees and begs for a preten- 
tious answer: Who are the literary 
antecedents of the main character in his 2010 graphic novel, The Beaufort Diaries ? 

Because he’s not an asshole - the complete opposite, in fact, and he clearly can’t pretend 
to be one - Cooper handles the moment with the bluntness, humor, and artfulness one 
would expect from the author of, among other fine works, the novel Lipshitz Six, or Two Angry 
Blondes. (“Odysseus” is the short answer.) 

With its tender, funny story of a polar bear who finds celebrity and its fetching illustrations 
by Alex Petrowsky, The Beaufort Diaries was quite a departure from Lipshitz; still, it’s no sur- 
prise that the shorter book is now an animated film narrated by David Duchovny, that master 
of deadpan and subtle sorrow. The charismatic and completely unpretentious Cooper spoke 
with the Chronicle shortly before heading down for South by Southwest, where the film will 
screen in the Animated Shorts program. 



Austin Chronicle: Did you originally envision 
the hook becoming a little cartoon? 

T Cooper: I think it happened when I saw 
how it was turning out. Looking at the imag- 
ery, it felt like I wanted to see it come alive. 
AC: You met Alex on Craigslist? 

TC: I did. I tried to illustrate it myself, and 
it was so bad. It was really bad. I thought I 
could do better than I did. It became clear 
that 30 illustrations was going to be way 
beyond my ability. I put an ad out, and it 
really blatantly said, “I don’t know if I’m 
going to get paid, so if you want to get paid 
now, don’t write me back.” Essentially, every- 
one who wrote back asked “How much am 
I going to get paid?” except for two people, 
and one of them was Alex. He obviously had 
the skills to bring it about, and I did not. 
AC: What inspired the story? 

TC: I don’t know if I remembered it from 
reality or it was a dream or what, but I had 
this vision of [Sarah Palin] shooting polar 
bears from a helicopter. There was a lot of 
legislation that Bush was shoving through 
before his term ended - basically opening 
up the refuge up there. I just started think- 
ing about how funny it would be to have the 
polar bears have nowhere to go but to live 
among humans. 

AC: Why did you want Beaufort to go to 
Hollywood? 

TC: I feel like there’s nowhere else he could 
go. Where our culture is right now, I feel like 
every time someone posts something on their 
blog or tweets it, it’s looking at Hollywood. 
The lens through which we see everything 


now is so self-conscious and so about how it 
would play on the screen. 

AC: How did David Duchovny become involved? 
TC: I knew I wanted to have some sort of 
narration, a human voice. David’s wife is a 
really good friend of mine, and David is a 
friend too, as a result. I just asked him, and 
he was down with it. 

AC: I just read that your dad was a songwriter 
and that he wrote songs for Donna Fargo. 

TC: They had a huge hit, “You Can’t Be a 
Beacon If Your Light Don’t Shine.” He also 
wrote one of Donny & Marie’s big songs: “A 
Little Bit Country, A Little Bit Rock & Roll.” 
I guess my mom was the country, and he was 
the rock & roll. 

AC: And what are you? 

TC: I guess some sort of amalgamation of 
the two. 

AC: An urban cowboy of sorts? 

TC: Yes, I’m an urban cowboy of sorts [laughs] . 
It’s in my genes. Actually, all my family is from 
Texas. It’s a weird place. My grandfather, who 
I never knew, for a Jew, he ran [Amarillo, one 
of the settings in Lipshitz ]. He literally won 
his business in a poker game - a jewelry busi- 
ness. Then he parlayed it into more and more 
businesses. He ran away with the circus when 
he was like 13. My grandmother, who already 
lived in Texas, she’s the one who came over, 
and when they were at Ellis Island, her brother 
was lost. You can’t make stuff like that up. ■ 

The Beaufort Diaries film screens in Animated Shorts, 
Sunday, March 13, 1:30pm, at the Alamo South Lamar 
A (see www.sxsw.com/film/or additional screenings).

VIVA MAX I always love it when you’ve just got- 
ten out of your hearse limousine (www.haunted 
atx.com) and entered the lobby when you hear 
your name being called from the stage and 
have to work your way through the charmingly 
dressed crowd of guests and friends to make it 
to your seat at the table of honor ... to be 
thanked for your contributions and support. It 
was indeed a special appearance for me at 
AIDS Services of Austin’s annual Viva Las 
Vegas fundraiser. I can’t even remember how 
many years I’ve been going, but I can tell you 
that this is the kind of fundraiser that makes it 
so much fun to do so much good. It has 
evolved tremendously while still retaining its 
original concept. The showgirl presentations 
put together by the beautiful Coco Coquette 
further cement her growing reputation as some- 
one you want involved in your event. Brava, Viva 
and ASA, on a job well done. 

GOLLY-ANO John, John, John. What were you 
thinking? It seems inconceivable that John 
Galliano, creative director of one of the most 
vaunted couture houses in history would be 
summarily fired. But who knew that Galliano 
was the Mel Gibson of haute couture? I 
remember how shocking it was when Galliano 
was appointed, and though there have been a 
few lapses of taste (remember the homeless 
couture collection?), he has created dozens 
and dozens of dazzling collections that took the 


House of Dior from the Fifties to the Nineties. 
But talk about unemployable .... 

STYLE BY AUSTIN I’ve voiced my concerns 
recently about all this “fashion” that seems to 
be exploding in our faces here in Austin. We 
have fashion weeks, style weeks, fashion 
councils, fashion panels, fashion associations, 
fashion groups ... and it’s all based on the 
concept that we have real fashion here. We 
have some fashion here, but not much. There 
are indeed deeply talented designers in town, 
but a lot of what you see are the beta tests of 
young people who “like” fashion. 

Unfortunately, just because one might want to 
be in the fashion business does not mean 
they are in the fashion business simply by say- 
ing so. This creates a culture of faux design- 
ers who may have some clever ideas but little 
or no professional training, technical skills, or 
knowledge of the business of fashion. The 
very minute they’ve imagined two ragtag gar- 
ments next to each other, suddenly they must 
have a fashion show. This is not correct. A 
show should be a culmination of training, con- 
cept, and perfect samples. Then business 
types and promoters circle like vultures trying 
to figure out how to make money off all this 
raw energy. The promoters don’t know any 
more about fashion than the youngsters 
they’re dealing with, but their money is made 
by charging designers, models, and stylists to 
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around the world 
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be involved in their show. It is a parody of 
the business of fashion compounded by the 
fact that the comparatively small amount of 
original design work that is being shown is 
diluted - being shown alongside runway pre- 
sentations from local boutiques and the 
things they’ve bought in Dallas, L.A., etc. 

The lines are blurry enough to make a nov- 
ice think that there really is a fashion indus- 
try in Austin. And blurry enough to obscure 
the line between the business of fashion vs. 
fashion as entertainment. Austin has an 
established propensity for misnaming events 
to sound like the real events that occur in 
the fashion business. Please don’t call what 
we do a “fashion week.” 

STYLE BY SXSW All that said, I have hopes 
for South by Southwest’s Style X (pro- 
nounced “Style By”) , Fri.-Sat., March 18-19, 
at the Austin Convention Center. Style X 
appears to be catering to the SXSW attendee, 
and in that, they have a built-in audience of 
thousands. The website (www.stylexaustin.com)

bills it as “an exhibition aimed at showcasing 
emerging talent in the fashion industry.” In 
Austin, local Progress Coffee (500 San 
Marcos St., 493-0963) maven/entrepreneur 
Joshua Bingamon is firmly established ‘round 
these parts. His fashion venture, Helm Boots 
(www.helmhandmade.com), is the elegant result of 
design touches from around the globe - designed 
in Austin, handmade in Istanbul, Turkey, with leath- 
er from Holland and Australia, and soles from Italy 
and France. Locally, they are available at Stag on 
SoCo and have caused enough of a stir to earn a 
“Best of Austin” from us last year. It will be inter- 
esting to see Helm in this context. Local company 
Criquet (www.criquetshirts.com) offers colorful 
twists (in the form of organic fabrics - how Austin) 
on polo shirts. Tikkr designs and sells (what 
else?) watches, of course, with eye-popping, inter- 
changeable bands. This might be the venue for 
this Austin-based team to become this year’s 
SwatchXSwatchWest. I think these locals can hold

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their own next to the megavendors Keds and 
American Apparel in this self-proclaimed 
“fashion trade show.” Again, going back to my 
original points about Austin fashion: The style 
that typically is on display during SXSW is an 
indistinct blur of band T-shirts, ill-fitting jeans, 
hoodies, and lots of black. If SXSW had devel- 
oped through the years, say, a slavish Burning 
Man-devotion to dressing, then a fashion trade 
show might not seem so radical or weird. At 
the end of the day, Style X will put fashion in 
the SXSW spotlight. An entire new world of 
fashion is not only being brought to us here in 
Austin, but Austin also gets to share its own 
style with the rest of the world, too. If Style X 
can get SXSW out of the black hoodie box, 
they will have certainly earned my respect. On 
a side note: The SX fashionistas still have a 
call out for volunteers for a number of avail- 
able shifts, so if you are curious about all this 
but not a badge holder, here’s a way to work 
your way in: www.stylexaustin.com/volunteer.

This year’s South by Southwest Film Festival has an eclectic lineup of films slated for screenings at 
venues throughout the city The Alamo Drafthouse South and the Alamo Drafthouse at the Ritz each 
offer full, in-house food service, but it’s a safe bet that many movie fans will be in the market for pre- or 
post-film dining options. Chronicle contributors Kate Thomberry, Claudia Alarcon, and I scouted the 
Film venues and compiled lists of worthwhile dining alternatives in each area. You might as well enjoy 
a great local meal before or after that thought-provoking new movie.

Downtown 

PARAMOUNT THEATRE, STATE 
THEATRE, THE HIDEOUT THEATRE 

There are lots of dining options near the 
Congress Avenue venues that offer food for all 
tastes and price ranges. 

• For light appetites and tight budgets, you 
can’t go wrong with Little City (916 Congress), 
a favorite caffeine shop serving fresh, tasty 
salads and sandwiches such as roast beef 
with cucumber slices, wasabi spread, and 
organic greens on a baguette. 

• Just a few doors down, Marakesh Cafe 
& Grill (906 Congress) dishes inexpensive 
but superb Middle Eastern sandwiches and 
plates - I love Marakesh’s shawarma - with 
plenty of vegan and vegetarian options and 
a few Western sandwiches thrown in for 
good measure. 

• Although a little pricier, Roaring Fork 
(701 Congress) is the spot for high-end cow- 
boy cuisine with menu highlights like green- 
chili-pork stew with hot, homemade tortillas; 
a fondue pot with lamb chops, butternut 
squash, and chili-pecan bread; and the leg- 
endary “Big Ass” Burger (yes, it’s huge!) 
topped with bacon and Cheddar. 

• For those looking for a very masculine 
outing, Perry’s Steakhouse & Grille 
(114 W. Seventh) offers classic Texas steak 
house fare and a lengthy wine list in a 
swanky, dark, and elegant environment. It’s 
open for lunch on Friday only, but dinner ser- 
vice begins at 4pm Monday-Saturday. 


• The 1886 Cafe & Bakery at the Driskill 
Hotel (614 E. Sixth) is famous for its award- 
winning pastries, but it also serves a full 
menu of American fare and boozy hot choco- 
late and coffee drinks perfect for an after-the- 
movies dessert outing. The high-end sister 
restaurant Driskill Grill (604 Brazos) is set 
in an elegant dining room and serves modern 
American cuisine for dinner including wild 
game dishes. Items are available a la carte 
or in a three-course tasting menu. 

• Annies Cafe & Bar (319 Congress) has a 
complete bistro-style menu for breakfast, week- 
end brunch, lunch, and dinner, and it’s perhaps 
best known for creative craft cocktails, house- 
made pastries, and killer desserts. 

• At the south end of Congress, longtime favor- 
ite Manuel’s (310 Congress) serves modern 
takes on regional Mexican cuisine, some Tex- 
Mex items, and a large selection of margaritas 
(although I favor the cucumber lime martini) in a 
jazzy atmosphere. Flappy hour from 4 to 6pm 
daily features discounted drinks and appetizers, 
and there’s live music during Sunday brunch. 

• Royal Blue Grocery (247 W. Third) specializ- 
es in local products and includes a wide variety 
of ready-made foods, from spring rolls with pea- 
nut sauce to savory Brazilian pastries, vegetari- 
an and meat tacos, falafel wraps, and deli-style 
sandwiches. Royal Blue is open until midnight 
every night and delivers in the Downtown area. 

• Around the corner, BarChi Sushi (206 Colo- 
rado) offers happy hour 3-7pm daily, with addi- 
tional happy hours 10pm-12mid on Thursdays 
and 10pm-2am on Fridays and Saturdays - 
perfect for noshing before or after a movie - 
featuring a variety of sushi, maki rolls, appetiz- 
ers, grilled robata items, and drinks. Flappy 
hour specials are good all day on Sunday too. 

• The informal and laid-back Second Bar + 
Kitchen, tiny Bar Congress, and fine-dining 
mecca Congress (200 Congress, in the new 
Austonian building) are the current places to 
see and be seen. They feature fantastic cui- 
sine from chef David Bull, one of the best 
wine lists in the city handpicked by award-win- 
ning sommelier June Rodil, and superior craft 
cocktails. The food is playful and eclectic, with 
a definite emphasis on seasonal, farm-to-table 
ingredients. For a snack, try the ridiculously 
delicious beef short rib croquettes with 
Gruyere fondue or the addictive buffalo fried 
pickles. The thin-crust pizzas are incredible. 

• In that same vein, newcomer Trace at 

the W Hotel (200 Lavaca) even has a for- 
ager on staff who sources almost every 
ingredient locally for the chefs to create 
their seasonal inspirations. It is open for 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner, and sports an 
ultrahip bar scene when you’re ready for liq- 
uid refreshments. - Claudia Alarcon 


AUSTIN CONVENTION CENTER, 
ALAMO DRAFTHOUSE AT THE RITZ 

Some of Austin's finest restaurants are in 
this several-block area of southeastern 
Downtown. Start from the Convention Center 
and head up toward the Alamo Drafthouse at 
the Ritz on East Sixth. 

• Iron Works BBQ (100 Red River), located in 
the actual iron works where much of our city’s 
iron fencing was cast, predates the Convention 
Center by decades, and by the grace of fortune 
was left standing right next door, serving exact- 
ly what most out-of-towners want to eat: Texas 
barbecue. Options include ribs, brisket, sau- 
sage, pork loin, chicken, ham, and turkey, 
available by the plate, sandwich, or pound. 

• Moonshine Patio Bar & Grill (303 Red 
River) serves innovative, reasonably priced 
down-home fare such as “corn dog” shrimp, 
chicken-fried steak, and green-chile macaroni 
in a historic group of buildings just across 
the street. 

• Piranha Killer Sushi (207 San Jacinto 
#202) has several things going for it, not 
least of which are the location and ambi- 
ence. The sushi has a reputation for fresh- 
ness, and the non-sushi entrees are plentiful 
and excellent. 

• Vince Young Steakhouse (301 San Jacinto) 
is a new arrival on the scene and follows the 
usual steakhouse pattern: Entrees, sides, 
and salads are all ordered separately. The 
quality is high, and the overall experience is 
luxurious (and pricey). 

• Eddie V’s Edgewater Grille (301 E. Fifth) 
qualifies as an Austin institution; it is the 
place to go for outstanding seafood in a 
posh atmosphere. 

• TRIO at the Four Seasons (98 San Jacinto), 
on the ground level of Austin’s fanciest hotel, 
is another top-drawer restaurant where you 
can be assured that you will get the very 
best chef-created cuisine, featuring a great 
deal of pastured local meats and seasonal 
vegetables from farmers’ markets. 


• Casa Chapala (101 San Jacinto) brings it 
back down to Earth. This colorful, inexpen- 
sive Mexican place is just a step from the 
Convention Center and features margaritas, 
tacos, enchiladas, and other standard Mexi- 
can dishes. 

• Blue Ribbon BBQ (120 E. Fourth) is anoth- 
er fine Texas barbecue spot, serving smoked 
meats of all types with traditional sides. 

• the backspace (507 San Jacinto) boasts a 
roaring 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit brick oven 
where Neapolitan-style pizza is made to order, 
along with cool, crisp salads and piping-hot side 
dishes. March 11-19, chef Shawn Cirkiel’s park- 
side spin-off will open for lunch service at 1pm. 

• Chez Nous (510 Neches) is a lovely, 
authentic French bistro. Opened in 1982, 
Chez Nous has been offering carefully pre- 
pared cuisine in a relaxed setting for nearly 
30 years - it’s a universal favorite. 

• El Sol y La Luna (600 E. Sixth) is one of 
the very best Mexican breakfast places in town, 
with wonderful Interior Mexican fare at hard-to- 
beat prices - great for lunch and dinner, too. 

• Habana (709 E. Sixth) is Austin’s first suc- 
cessful Cuban restaurant and offers a wide 
variety of Caribbean dishes, but it’s especial- 
ly known for its Cuban sandwiches. 

• Casino El Camino (517 E. Sixth) is absolute- 
ly the place to go Downtown for awesome burg- 
ers, and it often has long waits during SXSW. 
It’s well worth the effort and a good post-mov- 
ie option because it’s open late into the night. 

• parkside (301 E. Sixth) is one of Austin’s 
finer restaurants, serving modern, ingredient- 
driven cuisine prepared by Shawn Cirkiel, one 
of Austin’s best chefs. Like its sister restau- 
rant, the backspace, parkside will serve 
lunch March 11-19 starting at 1pm. 

• B.D. Riley’s (204 E. Sixth) is an Irish pub, 

one that concentrates on wonderful food and 
ale for grownups. Fish and chips, burgers, and 
nachos are on the menu, but there are a vari- 
ety of other award-winning dishes, soups, and 
salads that prove its slogan, “Not just the 
usual pub grub.” - Kate Thomberry

ALAMO DRAFTHOUSE SOUTH LAMAR 

Approaching the Alamo Drafthouse coming 
up Lamar from the south , you'll pass a string 
of acclaimed Austin eateries all the way there. 
• Just past Oltorf is El Meson (2038 S. 
Lamar), housed in an inviting native-stone 
building that shares a parking lot with the 


Horseshoe Lounge. El Meson serves authen- 
tic Mexican cuisine (not Tex-Mex), including 
exotic stuff like huitlacoche (corn fungus) 
enchiladas and mole verde. 

• Barley Swine (2024 S. Lamar), chef 
Bryce Gilmore’s newest endeavor, is a tiny 
but wildly popular locavore gastro-pub serving 
tapas-style dishes such as grilled baby octo- 
pus, rabbit stew, foie gras, and beet salad. 


• Olivia (2043 S. Lamar), right across the 
street, is home to another celebrated chef, 
James Holmes. Olivia also serves inventive, 
upscale seasonal and local fare and fea- 
tures large portions, ample seating, and a 
full bar. 

• La Feria (2010 S. Lamar) is a popular 
Mexican restaurant and margarita spot. The 
good, solid menu is particularly known for its 
shrimp fajitas. 

• Sazon Sabor a Mexico (1816 S. Lamar), 
another Mexican eatery half a block north, is 
a winner of multiple awards for everything 
from its salsas to its service, and Sazon 
enjoys a reputation for excellence. 

• If Tex-Mex is what you crave, Maudie’s 
Tex-Mex (1212 S. Lamar) is the place. It’s 
known for friendly service and high-quality 
fare, including favorites like tacos, quesadil- 
las, enchiladas, and burritos. Maudie’s is a 
great choice for vegetarians and gluten-free 
diners as well. 

• Uchi (801 S. Lamar), just north of the 
Alamo Drafthouse, is chef Tyson Cole’s 
Japanese restaurant. Both nationally 
renowned and locally loved, Uchi is one of 
the best restaurants in Texas, and it boasts 
a truly world-class sushi bar. It can be hard 
to get in, but if you get there when it opens 
at 5pm, it’s well worth the effort. 

Now we come to the restaurants that are 
located in the Alamo Drafthouse shopping 
center; these are all places where you can 
park , eat , and walk over to the movie. 



• Casa Garcias (1000 S. Lamar) is the 
orange building at the front of the lot. 

Serving a wide variety of Mexican and Tex- 
Mex dishes, Casa Garcias also does big bar 
business with margaritas, micheladas, and 
Mexican martinis. 

• Suzi’s China Kitchen (1152 S. Lamar) is 
one of the best-loved Chinese places south 
of the river, serving a more or less standard 
lineup of Chinese dishes with an emphasis 
on high-quality ingredients. 

• The HighBall (1142 S. Lamar), right next 
door to the Alamo, is a genuine pleasure pal- 
ace, featuring bowling and karaoke to the left, 
and fabulous, award-winning food and drink to 
the right. Like most of the other hot spots in 
town, the emphasis is on seasonal and local 
ingredients; the HighBall is also, owing to its 
stellar bartending staff, the most popular 
cocktail spot in town. - Kate Thorn berry

REGAL CINEMA WESTGATE 

There are a few options within walking distance 
of the theatre, starting with the ultrapopular Hyde 
Park Bar & Grill (4521 West Gate Blvd.), a laid- 
back, no-frills American cafe famous for its 
french fries, which many consider Austin’s best. 
For me, the draw is Tony’s Southern Comfort 
Fried Chicken, served with green-chile-cheese 
mashed potatoes and your choice of one side. 
Across the street is Madam Mam’s Fine Thai 
Cuisine (4514 West Gate Blvd.), a family-owned 
Thai restaurant and one of our favorites. The 
menu is ample and features the classics, plus 
many lesser-known regional specialties, fresh 
fish dishes, curries, and salads. Next door, 
Buffet Palace (4608 West Gate) offers all-you 
can eat buffet for $10.95. The Cafe at Central 
Market (4477 S. Lamar) is a good option for a 
quick meal, with an order-at-the-counter setting, 
beer and wine, and a menu with plenty of 
options from sandwiches and burgers to pizza, 
pasta, and grilled entrees. If you’re really in a 
hurry, pick up ready-made soups, sandwiches, 
and house-made microwavable entrees at the 
Cafe on the Run inside the grocery store. 

A short drive away in the Target shopping cen- 
ter is Azul Tequila (4211 S. Lamar), one of my 
favorite spots for Mexican regional cuisine, with 
dishes seldom found on other local menus. Two 
of my favorites are mole de olla, a hearty beef 
stew in a tomatillo-based broth, and albondigas 
en chipotle, Mexican meatballs in a fiery chipot- 
le-and-tomato broth. 

Across Lamar in the Brodie Oaks Shopping 
Center, Bombay Bistro (4200 S. Lamar) has an 


excellent selection of Indian dishes served as a 
buffet during lunchtime and a la carte for dinner. 
Aside from tandoori-cooked halal meats, classic 
curries, and rice dishes, there are house special- 
ties that come with basmati rice and your choice 
of dal bukhara, spiced potatoes, stir-fried vege- 
tables, or creamed spinach. The wine selection 
is actually very good, and the full bar offers 
exotic cocktails. Or, for Indian food without the 
full service, check out Tarka Indian Kitchen 
(5207 Brodie), a quick, casual sister restaurant to 
the acclaimed Clay Pit. Your tasty meal will arrive 
shortly after ordering at the counter, and you can 
be out the door within 30 minutes. Tarka serves 
beer, wine, and fresh-whipped fruit lassis, too. 

Craving Italian? Just down the highway, 

Cannoli Joe’s (4715 Hwy. 290 W.) will set you 
up with a huge, affordable buffet with dozens of 
selections from appetizers to soups, salads, fish 
and meat entrees, pastas, and pizza for lunch 
and dinner. Be aware that it closes at 1:30pm on 
weekdays and 2:30pm on weekends, and doesn’t 
reopen until 5pm for dinner. - C.A. 

REGAL ARBOR CINEMA 

The Arboretum and Gateway shopping centers are 
home to some of the city's best homegrown restau- 
rant chains and offer plenty of good dining options. 

Within walking distance from the theatre, you’ll 
find mostly casual fare. Directly across the park- 
ing lot is the sleek, suburban outlet of Manuel’s 
(10201 Jollyville), one of Austin’s most popular 
Interior Mexican restaurants. Relax on the patio 
or in the cool, jazzy interior for lunch, dinner, or 
weekend brunch. Just around the corner are two 
excellent sandwich choices: Elevation Burger 
(9828 Great Hills) promotes the health-con- 
scious burger experience - all-natural, grass-fed 


beef patties served with olive-oil fries dusted with 
sea salt - plenty of satisfaction with none of the 
guilt. And Texadelphia (9828 Great Hills Trail #140) 
is one of Austin’s oldest sandwich chains, offer- 
ing Southwestern spins on big, hearty cheeses- 
teaks and burgers. 

Across Great Hills Trail in the Arboretum is 
Z’Tejas Grill (9400-A Arboretum Blvd.), a perennial 
favorite for the bold flavors of its inspired South- 
western cuisine. Happy hours are especially popular 
here - the appetizers are affordable, the service is 
friendly, and the bar makes a great margarita. Just 
next door, check out Eddie V’s Edgewater Grille 
(9400-B Arboretum Blvd.) for seafood and steaks 
served in a Tuscan-style villa with a breathtaking 
view of the Hill Country to the west. 

There are more options just across the high- 
way in the Gateway center. If your movie choice 
happens to leave you in a New York state of 
mind, Manny’s Uptown Kitchen (9503 Research) 
offers modern deli cuisine with traditional favor- 
ites such as overstuffed Reuben sandwiches, 
potato latkes, and blintzes lightened up for mod- 
ern tastes. Manny’s also serves breakfast all day. 
North by Northwest Restaurant & Brewery 
(10010 Capital of TX Hwy. N.) was one of Austin’s 
first brewpubs and is an enduring favorite, thanks 
to chef George Powell’s inspired pub cuisine 
paired with an inviting lineup of handcrafted 
brews. The nondescript exterior of Roaring Fork 
(10850 Stonelake) hides a rustic interior design 
that opens onto a beautiful lakeside vista. It’s 
the perfect spot to enjoy boldly flavored cowboy 
cuisine, creative cocktails, and great service. 
Don’t miss the happy hour here, where the excel- 
lent “Big Ass” Cheeseburger is one of the best 
burger deals in town. - V.B.W. 
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ROLLINS THEATER AT THE LONG CENTER: BARTON SPRINGS ROAD 


Once you exit the Long Center parking area , 
there's good food in every direction south of 
the river. Heading west will lead you to the 
Barton Springs Road restaurant row ; with reli- 
able choices for barbecue , hand-crafted 
brews , American cafe food , burgers , Tex-Mex , 
and plenty of frosty margaritas. Down South 
First you'll find a mile of diverse trailers , Tex- 
Mex standards , and interesting coffee shop 
fare. The SoCo dining strip between Riverside 
and Oltorf offers everything from Japanese 
fast food , New York-style pizza , and ice cream 
to small international plates , seafood , gourmet 
burgers , Mexican , American , Indian , and Italian 
cuisines - and that just covers the brick-and- 
mortar locations. There are five eateries in 
direct proximity to the Long Center that war- 
rant serious consideration. 

• Austinites have enhanced many a lake- 
side activity with a burger and some frozen 
custard from Sandy’s Hamburgers (603 
Barton Springs Rd.) for almost 50 years - 
why should you be any different?

comfortable bistro setting. The lovely roof 
top bar offers a breathtaking view of the 
Downtown skyline. 

• At the intersection of Barton Springs Road 
and Riverside stands the venerable 
Threadgill’s World Headquarters (301 W. 
Riverside), a bona fide local landmark with 
strong ties to the legendary Armadillo World 
Headquarters. Enjoy Austin music-scene mem- 
orabilia, a menu of Southern comfort food 
standards, and plenty of live local music in the 
comfortable beer garden. 

• Across the road at Zax Restaurant & 
Bar (312 Barton Springs Rd.), they’re serv- 
ing up American regional standards com- 
plemented by a huge selection of local and 
regional American craft brews on tap and 
in bottles. 

• And finally, the chef at the Southwest 

Bistro in the Hyatt Regency on the lake 
(208 Barton Springs Rd.) is a regular at 
local farmers’ markets, incorporating area 
produce into his seasonal, ingredient-driv- 
en cuisine served in a candlelit dining 
room overlooking Lady Bird Lake and 
Downtown Austin.

The future of Two and a Half Men is, as 
of press time, uncertain, but its loose-cannon 
star’s place on that show is not. Variety broke 
the news Monday afternoon that Charlie 
Sheen has been fired. Still, I can’t imagine 
that CBS is going to give up its cash cow 
without a fight - Two and a Half Men is one of 
the most highly rated sitcoms on broadcast 
TV and a reliable ratings winner for CBS. 
Even prior to Sheen’s formal termination, 
CBS had started to do some creative think- 
ing: Marc Malkin of E! Online reported that 
CBS chief Les Moonves has approached 
actor John Stamos about joining the series - 
not as Sheen’s character, Charlie Harper, but 
as a new, Sheen-esque character. 

Stamos flatly - but playfully - squashed 
the idea on Twitter: “Contrary to 
rumors, I am not replacing Charlie 
Sheen on Two and a Half Men. 

However, Martin Sheen has asked 
me to be his son.” 

I’m not saying this is a good 
idea, but this is what I pre- 
dict will happen: Jon Cryer will 
become the series’ central character. 

A new, Sheen-esque character will come 
on to play the naughty counterpart to Cryer’s 
fastidious Alan Harper, but the character’s 
behavior will purposely be patterned after 
Sheen’s real-life antics. A case of - to use the 
term very generously - “art” imitating life. 

Now I hear there’s a letter-writing campaign 
afoot to encourage CBS to bring back Two and 
a Half Men from its forced hiatus. Really? Nine 
seasons of mediocre (but bizarrely awarded) 
television just isn’t enough? 

Comparatively, six episodes of AMC’s The 
Walking Dead was just right. 

I’m not sure how I missed The Walking 
Dead when it first aired last year. So I looked 
forward to a marathon screening last week, 
thinking I might peek at the first two epi- 
sodes and save the rest for later. I ended up 
watching the entire marathon into the wee 
hours of the next morning. 

It’s been a long time since I’ve been that 
absorbed in a series and felt that sense of 
astonishment as it was ending. The Walking 



Dead is compelling stuff, with appealing char- 
acters and makeup and special effects that are 
totally gnarly (damnit, Charlie Sheen!). You 
feel every moment of the characters’ journey, 
which is to remain alive in a post-apocalyptic 
world overrun by flesh-eating zombies. But 
like all good TV - like all good storytelling - 
The Walking Dead is much more than its log 
line. The series examines that phrase “quality 
of life,” turning it over and over, to look at it 
up close. What does it mean to be alive? But 
more importantly, as the characters confront 
their own mortality daily, The Walking Dead 
asks: How do you want to die? 

The business model of modern broadcast 
TV is geared toward multiple seasons with 
an eye toward the 100th episode. That’s 
when a series can go into syndication to 
make even more money. But new media has 
changed media consumption. Perhaps there 
will always be an audience for shows 
like Two and a Half Men. You can 
read your e-mail or make din- 
ner with the show running in 
the background and still catch 
the story, such as it is. But 
there is also an audience for 
investment TV - those series 
that demand your attention, are 
watched intently, and play even 
better in a marathon viewing: shows 
like Treme, The Wire, The Sopranos, Mad Men, 
and The Walking Dead, among others. 

Six well-wrought episodes: I don’t need 
more. Sure, I’ll tune in to the second sea- 
son of The Walking Dead. I do wonder what 
was whispered to Rick Grimes (Andrew 
Lincoln) in the final scenes of the last epi- 
sode. Maybe that will be revealed in the next 
season. But I would have been equally con- 
tent - actually, more - if The Walking Dead 
ended after its first season. Like reaching the 
end of my favorite novel, my response wasn’t 
to pine for a sequel. I was too busy savoring 
what I’d just experienced. Less is more, from 
this viewer’s point of view. Now, if there’s a 
business model to make that attractive to 
broadcast and cable networks, all the better. 

The Walking Dead: Season One (Starz/ 
Anchor Bay) was released on DVD and Blu- 
ray March 8.

DI-WYATT 

Wyatt Cenac on emceeing the Texas 
Film Hall of Fame Awards

Sure, you can see Wyatt Cenac more or less four days a week on 
The Daily Show With Jon Stewart, where the actor and comedian 
works as a writer and on-air correspondent. But that’s box-sized 
Cenac. Tonight, Thursday, March 10, the Dallas native will be in 
the flesh, in actual person-sized dimensions, to host the Texas 
Film Flail of Fame Awards, which will induct Rip Torn, Renee 
Zellweger, John Hawkes, the cast of Friday Night Lights, and Spoon 
into its hallowed (if entirely figurative) halls. Cenac took a few minutes 
out of, by his own account, a “nutty schedule” to chat about his host- 
ing strategy and his whirlwind trip to Austin. 



Austin Chronicle: I'm curious what kind of 
approach you’re going to take. I don’t know if 
you know this , but Ann Richards was a long- 
time host of the Texas Film Fiall of Fame 
Awards. You think you might go gubernatorial? 
Wyatt Cenac: I’m not sure. It’s kind of 
tough to follow the governor. As far as 
[the show] goes, it’s not particularly about 
me. I have a feeling that people who are 
there, they’re there because of all the 
things that the Austin Film Society has 
done. And so I just see myself as a pal- 
ate cleanser to kind of move the evening 
along more than anything else. Palate 
cleanser’s not even the best word. I’m 
just the oil that keeps the train moving. 

So I think my goal is to hopefully stay out 
of the way so people can see the people 
they really want to see. They really want 
to see Renee Zellweger. Let’s be honest. 
AC: You think? I bet some people want to 
see you , too. 

WC: If it’s between me and Renee Zellweger 
and the folks from Friday Night Lights, I have 
a feeling I get pushed out of the way. 

AC: Since you mentioned some of the 
inductees , I did want to ask if you’ve been 
boning up on everybody’s body of work. Are 
you doing research here? 


WC: I .... (long pause) I mean, I’m famil- 
iar with their work. I’m hoping there’s not 
going to be any sort of quiz or one of 
those movie games where I have to guess 
“who said this in what movie.” 

AC: I know you’re supposed to be an 
impartial host , but is there anybody you’re 
especially excited about? 

WC: I think there was talk that Mike 
Judge might be there. 

AC: That’s right , you wrote for King of the Hill. 
WC: Yeah. And I don’t really get to see 
him a lot, so it’d be fun to catch up with 
him and say hello. When I was at King of 
the Flill , the fun part of that job was that 
every year we would take a trip to Austin 
and get to see Austin a little bit through 
Mike’s eyes and also get to wander 
around and see stuff. 

AC: Have you been here since Medicine 
for Melancholy premiered at South by 
Southwest? 

WC: That’s a good question. Ah ... no. 
That was maybe two or three years ago? 
That was the last time I’d been around. 
AC: Are you going to get to hang out in 
Austin at all? 

WC: Not really. I’m shooting in and shoot- 
ing out. I’ll be able to hang out just for 


like an hour or two, but I’m shooting right 
back out. I have to go to a friend’s wed- 
ding, and then I have to go to L.A. Once I 
start traveling, then it’s kind of like, okay, 
well, you go down and do this, then you 
go to a friend’s wedding ’cause you have 
no excuse not to go now ’cause it’s also 
in the Southwest, and then you go west 
and you go to L.A. and go do some stuff 
over there. I try to knock out as much as I 
can. Traveling to me is like .... I try to run 
errands while I travel. 

AC: You multitask. 

WC: It’s like, you get in your car, and you’re 
like, “Well, I’ll go the grocery store; I’ll go 
to the dry cleaners; I’ll go to the video 
store” - this is back when people went to 
the video store. You know, it’s the same 
thing. Going to Austin is the grocery store, 
the wedding is the dry cleaners, and L.A. 
[is] to drop the book back off at the library. 
AC: And are you going to work that into 
your toast at the wedding? 

WC: Thankfully I don’t have to give a toast. 
And it’s probably best that that intimation 
stays in Austin and on this phone call. ■

Rock shows are all well and good, but there’s a limit to the 
number of times one can watch hipsters onstage with guitars 
and electronic doodads before the eyes 
demand something more engaging. 

Ambient musicians are the worst offend- 
ers, twiddling knobs or clicking on their 
MacBooks while onlookers stare into 
space. Thankfully Austin boasts only 
slightly fewer visual artists per square 
mile than it does musical ones. 

Luke Savisky, the image projector 
extraordinaire most known in Austin for 
transforming the old Second Street 
water tower into a massive, illuminated 
eyeball on First Night, brings visual accompaniment to the live 
music of Brian McBride of locally forged ambient behemoths 
Stars of the Lid. Forgoing screens for his many projectors, 


Savisky will throw images up on the stained-glass windows and 
walls of the Central Presbyterian Church. Strangely enough, 

Savisky had experience projecting imag- 
es in large churches when he traveled 
with SotL through Europe. 

Local opening act Amasa Gana also 
gets the treatment courtesy of the inimi- 
table A/V jack-of-all-trades Wiley Wiggins, 
whose work with projections for the 
Octopus Project makes him more than 
qualified. According to Wiggins, obscure 
clips will be put through his special digi- 
tal meat grinder. 

The ear-and-eye massage takes place 
at Central Presbyterian Church (200 E. Eighth) on Sunday, 
March 13, at 6pm and will run you $15. Local sonic experimen- 
talists Fires Were Shot kick things off.

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He Needed a Hero 

A regular schlub turns caped crusader 
in James Gunn’s ‘Super’

Bad things happen to good people in 
James Gunn’s films. Really bad things. In 
Tromeo & Juliet , his screenwriting debut for 
Lloyd Kaufman’s notoriously gonzo Troma 
Entertainment, the Bard’s star-crossed lovers 
end up living a fate worse than death, but 
not before Juliet is transformed into a hid- 
eous, literal heifer. Zack Snyder’s controversial 
remake of George A. Romero’s Dawn of the 
Dead (scripted by Gunn) not only featured a 
stillborn zom-baby but managed to end on an 
even more downbeat note than the original. 
And in Gunn’s directorial debut, the crimi- 
nally underrated horror-sci-fi-comedy Slither, 
Michael Rooker’s Grant, a jealous husband, 
is inhabited by a parasitical alien nymphoma- 
niac that manifests itself as a pustulant, ten- 
tacled, bad-lovin’ machine. See? Really, really 
bad things . . . that just happen to be pretty 
funny when you think about them. Not unlike 
the real world, where the shifty borderland 
between hilarity and horror, good and bad - 
two bloodied faces of the same filthy lucre - is 
not always so easy to discern. 

“At about age 7 or 8,” explains Gunn 
from his home in Los Angeles, “I started to 
have a combined love of both Abbott and 
Costello and horror movies, especially the old 
Universal horror films. That was really where 
I started to fall in love with filmmaking. And 
then when I was 10 or 11, I saw Bonnie and 
Clyde for the first time, on television with my 
dad. That movie really changed my life 
because, basically, it had an unhappy 
ending where Bonnie and Clyde 
were mowed down. And to me 
that was a revelation - that a 
movie, when you’re watching it, 
can end any way. It doesn’t have 
to have a happy ending.” 

Super, Gunn’s newest, takes that 
Rubicon and fuzzes it even further, 
to the point where 
words like “sane” and 
“insane” become inter- 
changeable depending 
on which character’s 
perspective the action 
is filtered through. Super’s being marketed 
as a superhero-action-comedy, but it’s much 
more emotionally intense - more real - than 
the smart-alecky genre shellacking that was 
last year’s fanboy favorite Kick-Ass. Gunn, 
directing from his own script, adds another 
layer or three to the ongoing multimedia dis- 
cussion/deconstruction of the Great American 
Superhero: Is Rainn Wilson’s everyman Frank 
D’Arbo crazy like a fox, or just plain crazy? 
Judging from his patchwork crimson getup and 
the favored tool of his particular crime-fighting 
trade - a meaty-looking monkey wrench - he’s 
both. The character, driven to vigilantism after 


his addict paramour (Liv Tyler) falls in thrall 
to predatory dope man Jacques (a skeletal- 
looking Kevin Bacon), goes completely off his 
mental rails with the addition of an unwant- 
ed and ultra-enthusiastic girl-geek sidekick 
named Boltie (Ellen Page). As Frank takes his 
lumps and doles out blunt-force trauma in 
an effort to eradicate crime of all kinds, his 
mental pendulum fluctuates wildly between 
certain and certifiable. Ultimately, Gunn’s 
scrappy, indie anti-superhero film could be 
the one that’s closest to today’s topsy-turvy, 
millennial unreality - it shares a bit of the 
nihilistic fervor of Charles Bronson’s Death 
Wish films minus the weapons fetishism. Any 
way you look at it, bad things happen to good 
people and superheroes aren’t what they used 
to be. Or are they? 

“I wrote the first draft of Super in one 
crazy, whirlwind day on April 2, 2002,” 
says Gunn. “I know the exact date because 
I looked up that first draft the other day 
because I was really interested in what was 
in there. I was originally writing it as a short 
film, and then it began to take on a life of 
its own. So the first draft became much lon- 
ger, about 57 pages long, than a short film. 
Looking at that first draft, a lot of that stuff 
made it into the final cut. Some of the scenes 
in that first draft are almost exactly word-for- 
word in the eventual movie. 

“When I wrote Slither, the plan was to sell 
that and then take the money I made off 
of selling that script so that I could 
then go off and make this inde- 
pendent movie, which was Super. 
But at the time, the financing 
people and I couldn’t agree on 
^ the lead actor. I knew I needed 
somebody who was able to handle 
the dramatic part and handle the 
comedic part. It also had to be a 
guy that the audience 
would believe was 
such a goof that he 
was being picked on 
constantly. And he had 
to be physically pow- 
erful enough that he could go around beating 
up people with a pipe wrench. At the time, 
the only person I could imagine playing the 
role - and this was back in 2005 - was John 
C. Reilly. At that point the people who were 
financing it did not consider John C. Reilly a 
big enough star.” 

Gunn, who “learned everything” there was 
to know about making a movie during his 
years at Troma back in the 1990s, had already 
established himself via the mainstream success 
of the two Scooby-Doo movies he’d penned for 
Warner Bros., both of which were directed 
by Raja Gosnell. He’d also acquitted himself

more than admirably in the very dicey Dawn 
of the Dead remake department. Although 
it’s difficult to recall in today’s revenant- 
saturated Zeitgeist, a minor cultural flame war 
erupted between opposing genre fans. On one 
side were the traditionalists, who thought of 
Romero’s shambling pantheon as gospel and 
lickety-split zombies as tantamount to heresy; 
on the other, the new breed birthed by Danny 
Boyle’s 2002 undead dash 28 Days Later, who 
were unfazed by the idea of characters having 
to break a sweat to outrun the gnaws of death. 
Society survived, even if the denizens of the 
Monroeville Mall did not. 

Which brings up the always interesting tan- 
gent regarding deconstructionist zombie films 
and the decline of Western civilization (the 
real thing, not the punk rock doc). 

“I had two screenplays in development 
when the twin towers fell,” says Gunn. “One 
was a romantic comedy that never ended up 
getting made, and the other was Dawn of the 
Dead. Immediately after the twin towers fell, 
people got very sensitive about dark stuff, 
and it seemed like the romantic comedy was 
the film that would get made. However, just 
a couple of months after that, something hap- 
pened in the culture where, I think, people 
wanted a cathartic experience, to be able to 
experience horror in a safe way. And so Dawn 
of the Dead ended up manifesting itself in 
that way. ” 

Is there a correlation between our by-now 
obvious fears of the zomboid other and the 
relatively recent tendency to lob both meta- 
phorical and literal kryptonite at our once- 
invincible defenders of truth, justice, and the 
American way? 


“I think they’re two different things, really,” 
says Gunn. “Both zombie movies and super- 
hero movies have something much less mys- 
terious going on beyond their cultural rami- 
fications, and that is simply the element of 
technology. If you go back and you watch the 
original Superman movies, they look utterly 
ridiculous. Today, however, you have the tech- 
nology to take what was always so fascinat- 
ing in a comic book panel, these guys flying 
around and bashing each other in the middle 
of the air, and do it in a way that looks real. 
In the past that wasn’t possible, and I think 
that has everything to do with the dramatically 
larger amount and success of superhero mov- 
ies in general.” 

But Super’s the Crimson Bolt (aka Frank 
D’Arbo, aka Rainn Wilson) is, well, anything 
but super. He’s a schlub and a half, and while 
his heart may be in the right place, his head 
has clearly gone cuckoo. 

“Frank is a superhero only because he 
wears a costume,” explains Gunn. “That’s it. 
Super is really about who decides what’s right 
and what’s wrong. Superheroes, when you 
think about it, are good guys who are beating 
up bad guys. But where do you get the power 
to decide what’s right and wrong? Batman 
is taking the law into his own hands: He’s 
deciding that this person is a bad guy, and he’s 
beating the shit out of them. Spider-Man’s 
doing the same thing. He’s going around and 
taking the people whom he decides are bad, 
tying them up with webbing, and hanging 
them from the ceiling. I think that’s a big part 
of the conversation that’s in [Super] . What is 
right and wrong, and who gets to make that 
judgement call?” ■

Patty Schemel doc ‘Hit So Hard’ remembers living and dying in the 1990s

Now that the Eighties revival, which camped out in the pop- 
cultural landscape for far longer than the real decade lasted, 
is winding down, it appears it’s time to start excavating the 
pendulum swing that followed. There’s already been at least 
one attempt to resurrect Doc Martens, not to mention the 
slight uptick in (ironically? oh yeah: irony!) page-view-friendly 
mainstream-media retreads of playlists from the barista glory 
days. Odds are it’s only going to snowball from here. 

Since nostalgia rarely comes without a heaping dose of revi- 
sionism, most of these sweet remembrances of the decade that 
kicked off with Slacker and ended in Y2K hysteria fail to note that 
it also saw the coining of the term “heroin chic” and, like the 
Sixties, perhaps more than its share of rock & roll overdoses. 

Also notable in its absence, despite its ground-zero forma- 
tion and subsequent commercial and critical success, is any 
mention of Hole, the band that presented to a generation of 
girls the feminist id on a radio-friendly platter. 

That erasure is doubtless at least partially due to frontwom- 
an Courtney Love’s uncute-ifiable rage (and later, her aggres- 
sive, moneyed weirdness), the band’s unabashed ambition, 
and its failure to abandon pop structures and standard musi- 
cal technique in a milieu that at least superficially disavowed 
traditional modes of power and fame. They were a little bit riot 
grrrl, but they were a whole lot rock & roll. 

“This is an important band,” says P David Ebersole, director 
of Hit So Hard: The Life & Near Death Story of Patty Schemel, the 
doc about the drummer at the center of the Hole maelstrom. 
“Why make a movie about a drummer in her band if you’re 
just going to slag on Courtney Love like everybody else? I think 
she’s important. And Hole are really important.” 

In some ways, the timing of Hit So Hard couldn’t be more 
perfect. Structured around Schemel’s Hi8 footage from those 
dark and heady times, the film hews closely to her biography, 
touching on her early drumming and drinking (ages 11 and 
12, respectively), her coming out, and her central role in the 


Northwest music scene before unflinchingly recounting her 
path from being Hole’s most crucial and well-known drummer 
to drug addiction, homelessness, and recovery. 

Schemel’s story is compelling on its own, but the solid 
storytelling and intimate access of Hit So Hard make it a docu- 
ment of an era as well. The drummer lived for a while with 
Love and her late husband, Kurt Cobain - with whom Schemel 
was very close - and Ebersole includes here previously unseen 
(and very sweet) footage of the two with their young daughter, 
Lrances, as well as backstage and concert footage. Lor fans, 
much of that footage might put a lump in your throat. 

Ebersole and husband/co-writer Todd Hughes wisely make 
use of the love and respect Schemel engendered, interspersing 
interviews with her family and bandmates, including Love, Nina 
Gordon (Veruca Salt), Kate Schellenbach 
(Luscious Jackson, Beastie Boys), and 
Schemel’s hero, lesbian folksinger 
Phranc. Sarah Vowell, whose book 
Radio On: A Listener’s Diary quintessen- 
tially mapped the role of radio in 1990s 
culture and politics, is also on hand 
with her full quiver of insight and wit. 

And yet, the focus never strays from 
Schemel, fascinating and important in her own right. “If you 
stay focused on Patty’s story, the movie told you what could and 
couldn’t be in it,” says Ebersole. “We have lots of other footage 
that potentially has some kind of celebrity aspects to it. There’s 
one scene that we didn’t use where they all go out to dinner 
with Michael Stipe in Tokyo. Ultimately the beat was never really 
about Patty; the beat was about, ‘Hey, look, we can throw these 
celebrities in our movie!’ Once we really got focused on the idea 
that it was a movie to tell what Patty went through and what her 
journey was, everything [we included had to relate to] that.” 

Without being moralistic, or even really cautionary, Hit So 
Hard inevitably travels to a dark place, one that drew the eyes

of an MTV nation, and one at the center of Schemel’ s world: 
In 1994, in the space of two months, Cobain committed sui- 
cide and Hole bassist Kristen Pfaff overdosed on heroin. The 
reactions of the film’s participants as they recount that time is 
one of the most affecting parts of the movie, and one for which 
Ebersole avoids gratuitous exploitation. 

“The sequences about Kurt really play back to the issue of 
how dangerous the world was,” he says, “and how Patty was 
so close to those who did not make it through. So it resonates. 
Similarly with Kristen. It was like, well, now it’s a double wham- 
my that two people you were so close to didn’t make it through. 
It made it so that you almost had to tell their part of the story to 
have the Patty story make sense. The movie culled itself.” 

Hit So Hard doesn’t shy away from Love’s notoriety or the 
feminist ambivalence around her and her persona; Gordon, 
Schellenbach, and Vowell offer madly articulate and informed 
front-seat observations on Love’s persona and how it was 
received. “It was unavoidable not to be honest about the chaos 
of working with Courtney Love,” Ebersole points out. “It’s all 
over the footage, and everyone talks about it, and Courtney 
talks about it herself. 

“But the balance of that for us,” he continues, “is that we 
don’t feel like people talk often enough about how wicked 
bright and talented Courtney is. We felt like how do you 
make a movie about the drummer of Hole with- 
out reminding people that all of that noise about 
Courtney’s sort of tabloid life is distracting from the 
idea that she actually also is really powerful and has 
something to say?” 

The film is unflinching when it focuses on the 
controversial end of Schemel’s tenure in the band, 
during the making of its third album, Celebrity Skin. 

The process by which the band was purposely divided 
and conquered, with the drummer losing out, provides 
an unexpectedly fascinating look into the icky politics of the 
record-label recording studio. 

Partly because of that controversy, and partly because the 
world still sees great woman drummers as a rarity, if not non- 
existent, the movie spends some time making sure the viewer 
knows just how good Schemel is, and the credits feature a roll 
of great woman drummers past and present. 

“There was a kind of public perception about Celebrity Skin, 
that perhaps something happened where Patty couldn’t hack it,” 
explains Ebersole “We just felt like, once we had done our research, 
that that was 100 percent not true. The idea that she had gotten 
kicked off of that record because of drugs was also not true.” 

That departure also marked the beginning of Schemel’s 
hardest downward skid, one that ended with her crack-addict- 
ed and homeless under a bridge - “totally wearing a homeless 
windbreaker” and a ball cap, as Love recalls Schemel saying 
when her former bandmate called to 
ask for money. Something made her 
send her home movies off for safe- 
keeping with her father before she fell, 
probably the same thing that made her 
live to tell the story. 

Schemel now lives with her wife 
and has a dog-care business - “work- 
ing with animals is totally a lateral 
move,” she says in the movie - but she also teaches girls to 
play drums and volunteers at Portland’s Rock ’n’ Roll Camp for 
Girls. Ebersole explains the importance of her legacy: “There’s 
the beat that Phranc says earlier about being gay, about how 
people say, ‘Oh, it’s a big liberal world now and everything’s 
okay and let’s not bring it up and you gays, you’re just com- 
plaining about your situation.’ I think there’s a parallel to that 
about the idea of female rock stars and musicians. You can 
say there’s nothing important about specifying that Patty is a 
woman drummer, and yet it is necessary to keep talking about 
it. There are not enough women getting recognized or being 
given that ability to sit in that seat.” ■

Actor Oily Alexander puts 
aside the weirdos and psychos 
for the sweetly romantic 
‘The Dish & the Spoon’ 


Oily Alexander isn’t very good at introduc- 
ing himself. “I’m an actor. I live in a house 
with three cats,” he fumbles. “Umm . ...” 
Let’s see if we can’t help him out a bit. 
Alexander, very nearly on a whim, met with 
an agent when he was 16 and landed a job 
at his first audition, a spot on the British 
kids’ TV movie Summerhill. From there, 
he has built up a modest catalog of film 
work, including Jane Campion’s breathtak- 
ing Bright Star, in which he played the dying, 
consumptive younger brother of the 
dying, consumptive John Keats, one 
of his more well-adjusted roles 
to date. To wit: Nursery rhymes 
aren’t really his bag. 

“I’ve mostly worked in weird 
films playing weird characters, 
probably because I’m a weird per- 
son,” he laughs. “In Enter the Void 
[directed by French director Gaspar Noe] , 

I play a drunk. In another film called Dust, I 
play an incestual murderer. I just finished a 
film called Cheerful Weather for the Wedding, 
and I play an alcoholic. I don’t know what’s 
wrong with me - I don’t know why I only get 
picked to play strange characters! 

u The Dish & the Spoon is good,” he contin- 
ues. “I don’t kill anyone.” 

It’s true, the 20-year-old Alexander doesn’t 
kill anyone in Alison Bagnall’s quiet little 
indie. In it he plays a nameless boy, a scrawny 
British drifter who is taken in by Rose (Greta 
Gerwig), a heartbroken, betrayed woman on 
the hunt for her husband’s lover. The audi- 
ence knows virtually nothing about the boy 
and is only given a few red herrings: a wallet 
full of cash, a navy coat, and a (possibly true) 
story about being a rent boy. How does an 
actor prepare for a character with no name, 
much less no backstory? 

“With difficulty, I think,” Alexander 
muses. “Especially with that character, I just 
tried to be in the moment that was happen- 
ing. He’s quite close to me. If I had maybe 
grown up in slightly different circumstances, 
I would have wound up like him. He lives 
without any social boundaries or social 
awareness. The place we were shooting was 
this weird seaside place in winter and had 
this kind of dreamlike quality, so I would try 


and clear my mind of everything and just try 
to be honest to what was happening.” 

Both Alexander and Gerwig had a hand in 
crafting the script. As Bagnall finished drafts, 
she would send them on to her stars and 
ask them to provide their input, allowing 
them to infuse their own points of view into 
the project. It also helped them collaborate 
on and more easily realize their characters’ 
relationship. “It helped me so much because 
Greta’s character is so strong that she 
drives the film, and my character 
really bends to her; he’s very 
elastic to her needs,” Alexander 
explains. “It was important to 
have her to react to. Greta 
made the point that her char- 
acter was in extreme pain and 
at that point needed to conjure 
up a companion. Even though my 
character was real, if she was to make 
one up out of her imagination, then my char- 
acter would be it.” 

In addition to helping tweak the script, 
Alexander also added his musical skills to 
the mix in The Dish & the Spoon. Not only 
does he play piano in a few scenes, but you 
can hear him singing over the closing credits. 
Alexander laughs brightly when he realizes 
he’s been caught out: “Alison told me that 
she wanted me to build my character and 
make him work, so I asked myself, ‘What are 
the skills that I have that I can do onscreen?’ 
I play piano, I sing, I do a bit of dancing, so 
I just decided I would do all of those things. 
I would just show off!” 

Back home in London, Alexander gigs locally 
in a small rock band, just doing what 20-year- 
old dudes do when they’ve got crazy hair and 
a bucketload of talent, although Alexander 
downplays his marketable skills. “I just feel 
lucky to be able to do stuff I enjoy.” ■

Devilish doings in Ti West’s ‘The Innkeepers'

Some films get made, and it’s by hard work. Some films get 
made, and it’s all good luck. But with all the coincidences sur- 
rounding The Innkeepers, well, it’s downright eerie. 

It all started in 2008 when director Ti West was shooting 
his paranormal creepfest House of the Devil The cast and crew 
were all staying in an old inn called the Yankee Pedlar Inn in 
Torrington, Conn. “It’s just a weird, kooky, bizarre place,” 
West said. “There’s this mix of 1800s historical and really bad 
Seventies renovation, and the staff that works there is kind of 
the same. It’s all these young people who have these part- 
time jobs, but in this oddly historical place.” According 
to locals, the crew were not the only residents. Like 
a lot of old buildings, the Yankee Pedlar has its fair 
share of ghost stories. A die-hard skeptic, West 
admits to a fascination with paranormal investiga- 
tors and the recent resurrection of such supernatu- 
ral reality shows as Ghost Hunters and Paranormal 
State. He said, “These are people who devote their 
lives to discovering ghosts, and they have absolutely 
not a shred of any evidence whatsoever.” That’s not to 
say he didn’t have his own share of odd events at the Pedlar. 
He recalled: “People would say doors would open and close 
by themselves, phones would ring by themselves. The power 
would go on and off in my room.” While the odd occurrences 
did not turn him into a believer, West said, “I was talking to 
a friend of mine about the experiences there, and I went, ‘I 
should just write that movie.’” 

The components flowed together to create what West called 
“a very traditional three-act ghost story”: a creepy old inn, the 
legend of an unquiet spirit walking its halls, and the last remain- 
ing employees - mousy clerk Claire (Sara Paxton) and amateur 
paranormal expert Luke (Pat Healy) - who do a little ghost 
hunting before the hotel shuts for good. West knocked out the 
script in a week, then called the Pedlar and asked if he could 


shoot there. Seems he and his House of the Devil crew must 
have been good guests, because they happily agreed. West said, 
“If they had said no, I would have just thrown the script away, 
because I don’t think I could have filmed it anywhere else.” 
Now he just had to convince Paxton to shoot a ghost movie 
in a haunted hotel. Best known to horror fans as Mari in 
the 2009 remake of Last House on the 
Left, Paxton had been contacted by 
her agent about West’s script, but she 
was already booked in New York 
to shoot the forthcoming Enter 
Nowhere. Three weeks into 
production on that film, she 
and her co-star Katherine 
Waterston walked into a 
bookstore when Waterston 
started checking her mes- 
sages. Paxton said: “She 

asked, ‘Do you know Ti West?’ 

And I was like, ‘Oh, I totally forgot 
about that meeting I was supposed to 
have.’ She goes, ‘He’s one of my really 
good friends, and he’s texting me. You should talk to him.’ It 
was just so weird - six-degrees-of-Kevin-Bacon weird.” She 
was quickly sold on the project, but there was just one issue: 
West’s choice of location. Paxton said: “When he first told me 
about it, I didn’t really think about it. I just thought, ‘Wow, this 
is just so amazing that he would come up with that concept.’ 
Then a week before I was supposed to leave, I thought: ‘Wait 
a minute. This is it; I’m going to the creepy hotel. Crap.’” The 
cast and crew took over the Pedlar for the five-week shoot, 
living where they were shooting, and they soon put West’s 
true-life supernatural stories to the test. Sleeping in room 333, 
Paxton would find herself suddenly waking up bolt upright in 


bed. Other times, her bathroom door would spontaneously 
burst open. “I’d just stare at it, and I’d look to my window, and 
my window would be closed. I’d say to myself: ‘It’s the wind. 
It’s got to be the wind.’ I’d count sheep and try to go to sleep 
and hug my Chihuahua.” 

The building is not the only character that West owes to 
House of the Devil. The role of former-soap-actress-turned- 
clairvoyant Leanne Rease-Jones (Kelly McGillis) was inspired 
in part by Dee Wallace, who played House's landlady. West 
called the E.T. star “a delightful, wonderful woman,” the 
opposite of Rease-Jones’ jaded ex-celebrity, but she still 
caught him off-guard. West recalled: “I was telling her that 
this hotel is very kooky, and people say it’s haunted. She got 
very serious and told me it is haunted and that she’s a spiri- 
tual healer now and she can communicate with the spirits. It 
blew my mind.” That was not the only supernatural surprise 
awaiting him. All through the House shoot, the cast and crew 
were plagued with bizarre, vivid dreams. Two years later, West 
said, “The line producer Jacob [Jaffke] , who was already there, 
texted me as I was getting on the plane and said, ‘The dreams 
are back.’ Within the first two nights of me being there, it was 
happening again.” 

For all the strange goings-on, West wanted to keep the 
inn firmly grounded. After all, Claire, Luke, and the guests 
are only there because it’s a working hotel. Again, he was 
inspired by personal experience. When his debut feature, 
The Roost, screened at South by Southwest in 2005, West’s 
day job was selling jeans in a mall. “I can make movies, but 
I’m not qualified to do anything else,” he said. “I’ve had all 
these crappy jobs, so it was really important to get the vibe of: 
‘You’re at work, and you’re sitting there, and you have these 
weird relationships with these people that you work with.’” 
That sense of workaday reality is part of the reason West has 
become associated with the mumblecore scene. The day after 
The Innkeepers has its world premiere at the Paramount, he 
appears onscreen next door at the State in werewolf meta- 
drama Silver Bullets. That’s directed by mumblecore mainstay 
Joe Swanberg, who also directed Hannah Takes the Stairs, 
the star of which, Greta Gerwig, met a memorable end in 
House of the Devil. Sharp-eyed aficionados of the genre will 
spot an Innkeepers cameo by Lena Dunham, star/director 
of SXSW 2010 award-winner Tiny Furniture. Aside from all 
being friends, West said, “We have 
the same taste and aesthetics, so it’s 
a real pleasure to work with them.” 
Those relationships began at SXSW 
2005 when West met Swanberg, who 
was creating festival buzz with his first 
feature, Kissing on the Mouth. Jump 
forward a few years and Swanberg was 
struggling with his new (and at that 
point monster-free) script while West 
was staying with Dunham during post- 
production on House of the Devil. In yet 
another lucky coincidence for West, he 
recalled that Swanberg told him: “I’ve 
got this new idea, and you’re the only 
one still around. Will you be in it?” 

For Paxton, the most unnerving coincidence around The 
Innkeepers was far from supernatural. Since Torrington is a 
very small town, the film was the big news there, and she had 
gotten used to locals checking out the shoot. One day she was 
hanging out on the hotel stoop and a woman and her husband 
dropped by to chat. Paxton said, “She’s telling me, ‘Y’know, 
me and my husband got married here.’ I was like, ‘Oh, really, 
you don’t say,’ and she said, ‘Oh yes, we conceived our first 
son in this hotel.’ Oh, cool, too much information.” What 
shook the actress to her core was when the lady told her the 
room of conception - room 333, which just happened to be 
Paxton’s room. “That’s a whole different creepiness.” ■

Different worlds, but universal woes

In Susanne Bier’s In a Better World, a doc- 
tor commutes between his home in Denmark 
and various refugee camps in Africa, where he 
practices medicine. The doctor’s humanitar- 
ian work takes him away from his two young 
sons for long stretches of time and has also 
contributed to a domestic separation from 
his wife. His elder son is the passive target 
of bullies at his grade school, but that vio- 
lence comes to a quick halt when the boy is 
befriended by a more assertive and strong- 
willed classmate who has been relocated 
to the school after the death of his mother. 
These two boys, in turn, discover other 
instances of injustice in their community and 
decide to take matters into their own hands. 
Meanwhile, back in Africa, the doctor faces 
the harrowing decision of whether to provide 
life-saving services to the region’s barbaric 
despot. The potential for catastrophic out- 
comes lies within every spoke of the story. 

Bier’s movies have a way of cutting to the 
heart of human emotions. Not surprisingly, 
the English title of the film that garnered 
Bier her first international notice is Open 
Hearts. As a film produced by the Dogme 95 
movement - the mani- 
festo of which argued 
for the purification of 
filmmaking by strip- 
ping movies of exter- 
nal modifications and 
inputs and emphasiz- 
ing traditional values of storytelling - Open 
Hearts didn’t even bear her name as director 
during its initial release. The film, which 
is also known as Dogme #28, touches on 
dramatically raw nerves, even as Bier bends 
a few Dogme dicta in its execution. 

Bier took a few moments to talk with the 
Chronicle during the 2011 Sundance Film 
Festival, where she was serving as a juror of 
the World Dramatic competition. Only the 
week before, In a Better World was awarded 
a Golden Globe for Best Foreign Fanguage 
Film (and just two week ago, it won the 
Academy Award in the same category). 

The complexities of family and personal 
relationships and the complications that 
arise from responsibilities and altruism are 
all central ingredients in her films. When 
asked if she might like to try making a film 


that didn’t belong to a strictly dramatic 
genre, she replied: “Yes, definitely. It’s not 
really about the formality. It’s more about the 
relationships. I don’t think I’d want to make 
movies that had nothing to do with relation- 
ships. When I watch an action movie, with 
few exceptions - like when they are amazing 
- I am always waiting for the car chase to 
stop and the conversation to begin.” 

In a Better World reunites Bier with 
her screenwriting partner Anders Thomas 
Jensen, with whom she has scripted most 
of her recent movies, beginning with 2002’s 
Open Hearts. She believes that the focus on 
morality in her films is something that 
“happens in the chemistry between the 
screenwriter and myself.” She recalled that 
even the first time she and Jensen met, they 
had a discussion about what they might 
have done if they were on the Titanic or 
in some other dire situation. “It’s almost 
a childlike desire to investigate your own 
morality next to various potential inci- 
dents,” she said. 

Brothers and After the Wedding are two 
other films Jensen and Bier developed 
together, although 
her previous film 
- and her only 
Hollywood film - 
200 7’s Things We 
Lost in the Fire, 
was made without 
Jensen. Of their working relationship, Bier 
said: “We’ve actually found a formula that 
works very, very well for us. We generate the 
stories together, and he writes. We might go 
away for a couple weeks or for a little while. 
In the beginning, we kind of play around. 
We might have different ways into the story. 
And then we start. And then we talk. We 
will meet in the morning, for example. He 
will then write for the rest of the day, and 
I will read, and then we might change the 
direction or move it somewhere else or there 
will be one character that I might think, 
Ah, this character is actually more interest- 
ing than the one we thought was the main 
character.’ So it’s pretty much alive and very 
playful. And even when it concerns more 
painful, deeper topics, it’s still very joyous 
to do it.” ■

The meta world of ‘Outside Industry/ Alan Berg’s new 
documentary about SXSW, coming soon to SXSW

Last August, documentary filmmaker Alan 
Berg got a phone call from Roland Swenson, 
the managing director of South by Southwest. 
The Music/Film/Interactive Festival was 
quickly approaching its 25th year, Swenson 
said, and would Berg be interested in making 
a movie about its history in 
honor of the occasion? 

That history would be 
Swensons as well, of course. 

After all, the former band 
manager had been one of the 
co-founders of SXSW back 
in 1987, along with Louis 
Jay Meyers, Nick Barbaro, 
and Louis Black. And see- 
ing as how Barbaro and Black 
had also started The Austin 
Chronicle, the movie would be 
the history of Austin’s biggest 
alternative weekly newspaper 
- this newspaper - as well. 

So when my editor approached me two 
weeks ago to write a story about a docu- 
mentary about a Film Festival that would be 
premiering at that Festival, for a newspaper 
founded by two of the people who founded 
the Festival that the movie about the Festival 
would be premiering at, I wasn’t entirely 
sure where in all that reflective circularity I 
should start. 

Best to start, I decided, with the reflec- 
tive circularity itself, with the whole tangled 
web of murky interpersonal/business/jour- 
nalistic relations and barters that has been 
around in some form or another since the 
birth of the Chronicle, which, according to 


Berg’s final product, Outside Industry: The 
Story of SXSW, used to provide advertising 
space to local restaurants in exchange for 
free food. This is the blessing and the curse 
of a small, creative city like Austin, where 
everybody seems to know everybody else, 
where everybody seems to 
be producing something, 
and where writers for a 
paper like the Chronicle are 
often put in the awkward 
position of writing reviews 
of music, movies, paintings, 
and plays made by people 
they know, and, once a year, 
of festivals run in part by 
their bosses. But what can 
you do? The biggest alterna- 
tive weekly newspaper in 
town can’t just ignore the 
biggest music conference in 
the world simply because 
the guys behind the newspaper are the 
same guys running the Festival. 

No, the only reasonable thing to do in such 
a situation is acknowledge the sin, shout your 
culpability from the rooftops, and celebrate 
the consequences, as Louis Black does every 
year in his column about his Festival printed 
in his paper, in his own personal springtime 
version of Yom Kippur. 

“Conflict of interest note:” began this 
year’s Kol Nidre, “I am a co-founder of and 
... a current partner in South by Southwest, 
as well as a co-founder of the Texas Film 
Hall of Fame; as I wrote last week, ‘calling 
this column an advertorial would almost 


be flattering it. It is a straight-out, pedal-to- 
the-metal slam, a roller coaster car having 
climbed the highest loop of tracks and now 
heading straight down fast, and there’s noth- 
ing that is going to stop it.’” 

As SXSW has evolved (or devolved, depend- 
ing on your particular point of view) from a 
tiny salon for regional bands and industry 
people into the world’s biggest music, film, 
and interactive conference, it’s opened itself 
up to an endless parade of accusations and 
criticism from disgruntled bands and dis- 
gruntled music fans and disgruntled bloggers, 
all of them claiming to know exactly what’s 
wrong with the Festival - nepotism, money, 
commercialism, etc. - and how to fix it: get 
rid of Black, Swenson, and Barbaro (Meyers 
left the Festival in the mid-Nineties). 

But if Berg’s Outside Industry shows any- 
thing, it’s that attacking SXSW is nothing 
new. In fact, the criticisms the Festival faces 
(justified or not) are the inevitable result of its 
having been built on contradictions: SXSW is 
trying to be both a business event for indus- 
try insiders and a festival for music fans, both 
a regional event and an international 
happening. So every time a show 
or a party is announced that’s 
designed to help insiders meet 
musicians or break bread with 
other insiders, some music fans 
cry foul and some local musi- 
cians wonder with great fervor 
why they weren’t invited. 

For them, SXSW 
which started as an 
alternative to the cor- 
porate music-industry 
model, has become the 
ultimate music-indus- 
try event, the same 
way the Chronicle has 
gone from being Austin’s paper of rebellion to 
one of its most entrenched institutions. As a 
consequence, over the last 25 years, smaller 
publications and “parasite” music events have 
sprung up during SXSW to call attention 
to the shortcomings they feel those institu- 
tions embody and to point the way toward a 
brighter, less corporate future. 

“I feel like it’s come full circle,” says Alan 
Berg. “In the late Eighties, the Festival orga- 
nizers were saying musicians, and particularly 
Texas musicians, were being shut out of the 
New Music Seminar [an industry event in 
New York City] , so they decided to start their 
own festival to make things easier for small, 
regional bands. And now [local website] the 
Austinist is criticizing the Chronicle for being 
tired and creaky, for supporting this corporate 
festival, and that’s just what Louis and Nick 
were saying when they started the Chronicle. 
So there’s a cyclical thing.” 

These days, you can see the rebellion 
against SXSW everywhere. For every offi- 
cial event sponsored by Taco Bell, Harley 
Davidson, Red Bull, or Levi’s featuring some 
hot new group recently signed to a major 
record label, there are a dozen unofficial day 
shows going on in the city’s less-populated 
corners, sponsored by no one, featuring 


bands no one’s ever heard of. And for every 
Louis Black editorial railing against what he 
calls in the documentary “punk-ass journal- 
ists” who “armchair general” the Festival the 
morning after and refuse to acknowledge that 
“media is both art and business,” there are 
literally hundreds of online attacks by critics 
like Austinist Editor-in-Chief Paige Maguire, 
who says in Outside Industry that SXSW is 
nothing more than “industry people throw- 
ing parties for other industry people to be 
impressed by, with bands that will impress 
those people.” 

But that’s the circle of life: One group 
steps up to create something new in defiance 
of what it sees as the corruption of some- 
thing old, and eventually that something new 
becomes the old thing some even newer group 
sees the need to stand in defiance of. It’s a tale 
as old as capitalism itself. Who has the influ- 
ence, and how much influence do they exert? 
So when it comes to a movie like Outside 
Industry, with its intricate web of entangle- 
ments and history, there’s only one question 
that really matters: How truly free was Berg to 
tell the story of SXSW and its creators? 
Berg assured me he had com- 
plete editorial control from start 
to finish and that no promises 
were ever made. Swenson may 
have pitched the idea to him, 
Berg says, but the director’s 
own production company, the 
Austin-based Arts + Labor, fund- 
ed it, and SXSW’s 
executives were given 
no authority over its 
final cut. “We took 
no money from South 
By,” Berg says. “They 
never asked us to do 
anything. Editorial 
independence was the number one thing for 
me, and they never asked for any changes. 

“The thing I had going for me is they’re all 
journalists, and I think they understand that if 
pressure had been applied, it was just going to 
taint everything. It wouldn’t have done them 
any good; it wouldn’t have done me any good. 
It wouldn’t have done anybody any good.” 

That’s true, of course; if any of the original 
SXSW four had imposed any kind of editorial 
will on Outside Industry - that movie about 
the Festival that’s screening at the Festival 
that was requested by the guy who runs the 
Festival - Berg’s movie would have been seen 
by an already skeptical viewing audience 
as nothing more than an exercise in narcis- 
sism and self-promotion, a confirmation, for 
some, of their worst suspicions about SXSW 
and its founders. 

Still, it could also be that Swenson, Black, 
and Barbaro simply gave up long ago pre- 
tending that SXSW - which last year brought 
more than 2,000 bands, tens of thousands 
of attendees, and $100 million to Austin - is 
something they can corral, tame, or even keep 
their hands on. 

Or as Black asks Berg in Outside Industry: 
“You think I’m in control? You think anyone’s 
in control?” ■

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Sex meets social media in ‘Fuck My Life'

Chilean filmmaker Nicolas Lopez has no 
patience for crybabies. 

“When I hear filmmakers complain 
because it’s too hard to make films these 
days because there’s no money or there’s no 
time, I think, oh, boo-hoo-hoo!” Lopez said 
via a Skype call from his home in Santiago. 

“My first day of shooting was the day the 
8.8 earthquake hit Chile and we still did it!” 

The film Lopez speaks of is his newest 
feature, the romantic comedy Fuck My Life 
(Que pena tu vida). The title - which is the 
longhand version of “FML’ in Twitter 
parlance - pretty much summed 
up how Lopez was feeling about 
his life when he began the film. 

It didn’t start out that way. His 
career got a jump-start when he 
began writing for El Mercurio (a 
prominent Chilean newspaper) at 
age 12, first as a contributor, then 
as a columnist. He made his first 
short film at 15, which played the festival 
circuit and gained him some valuable buzz. 
Other short films followed, and by age 21, 
he had his first big box office hit with his 
low-budget 2004 film, Promedio Rojo, which 
appeared at SXSW that year. 

“That got me some love from [Quentin] 
Tarantino and Elizabeth Avellan,” Lopez 
recalled. It also earned him an influx of 
support for his next 
feature, Santos (with 
Austinite Avellan as a 
producer). Compared 
to his previous films, 

Lopez had money 
to bum. Santos was 
made with a $5 mil- 
lion budget, picked up a jury prize at 
Fantastic Fest, and then went on - in 
Lopez’s own colorful estimation - “to be a 
big fucking failure.” 

He blames Chile’s economic crisis at the 
time, but that didn’t soften the blow. In the 


midst of all that, he’d gone through a break 
up. Re-entering the dating world seemed like 
a welcome diversion. 

“The first time I asked a woman for her 
number and she said, ‘Check me out on 
Facebook,’ I realized the world had changed 
in another way.” 

Piqued by how social media had altered 
human interaction in general, dating in 
particular, and surrounded by unemployed 
friends, Lopez decided to make a movie 
about “not being cool anymore.” In the 
film, he uses social media playfully, 
as moving wallpaper, to remark 
on how “impossibly connected” 
the world is. “When you break 
up with someone, how do you 
disconnect when you’re always 
connected?” Lopez wondered. 
Lopez cited Robert 
Rodriguez’s book Rebel Without a 
Crew: Or How a 23-Year- Old Filmmaker 

With $7,000 Became a Hollywood Player as 
an early influence, and he returned to his 
“guerilla filmmaker roots” to make Fuck My 
Life, shooting with a Canon 7D camera - a 
still camera that can work as a video camera - 
and with funding from product placements. 

His film is bookended with what could 
be called a declaration of love for his 
native Santiago. 

“It’s really funny 
to me that films that 
come out of L. A. look- 
ing at this part of the 
world tend to be ‘porn 
poverty,”’ he said. “It’s 
like they think every- 
thing that happens in 
the ‘bad part of town’ is cool. Santiago is a 
metropolitan city. I live better here than in 
New York City.” 

Lopez will be present for Fuck My Life's 
U.S. premiere at SXSW And he’s already at 
work on the sequel: Fuck My Wedding. ■

The unlikely heroes of big business

From Capitalism: A Love Story to Inside 
Job to The Yes Men , there’s no shortage of 
documentaries on the business world. But 

- rightly or wrongly - there aren’t many with 
a relatively positive view of entrepreneurship. 

Something Ventured, the seventh film from 
the documentary team of Dayna Goldfine and 
Dan Geller, tells the story of venture capital- 
ism - start-up funding for high tech, long-shot 
businesses - tracing VC from its midcentury 
birth to the Internet explosion of the 1990s. 
It’s a chronicle of cutting-edge innovation and 
staggering wealth-creation, as well as the here- 
tofore untold history of some of the corporate 
world’s biggest names, such as Intel, Apple, 
and Cisco. But while imbued with admiration 
for visionary developers and risk-taking finan- 
ciers, the film’s no mere paean; the story of 
Sandy Lemer, the Cisco co-founder who was 
fired from her own company, illustrates both 
the opportunities and risks of growth and 
capital injection. 

Geller and Goldfine credit the film’s execu- 
tive producers, Molly Davis and Paul Holland 

- a former venture capitalist himself - for 
bringing the subject to their attention. “Paul 
had been talking to some of the old-time 
venture capitalists and heard these amazing 
stories, many of which are in the film,” says 
Geller. “We started talking to some of the 
subjects in the film and agreed fully that there 
was great potential there.” 


We recently spoke with Geller and Goldfine 
hours before they left for London to see a 
Royal Ballet production choreographed by 
a friend who consulted on their 2005 doc, 
Ballets Russes. “We want to stay in contact 
with the people we’ve made films about, or 
who are connected to the subject matter,” says 
Geller. “And it’s a chance to look at someone 
else’s premiere before we have to have ours,” 
adds Goldfine. 

Austin Chronicle: Where did this idea to look 
at venture capitalism come from? 

Dayna Goldfine: It was a subject we really 
didn’t know much about, which is kinda one 
of our rules of thumb when we set out on a 
documentary project. We didn’t know much 
about ballet before we started Ballets Russes, 
and unlike Paul Holland, we certainly had not 
been in the venture-capital world. So for us it 
was this incredible discovery process, which 
is what makes making these kinds of films so 
much fun for us. 

AC: So going in almost as a blank slate, do 
you hope to experience a sense of discovery and 
impart that to your viewers? 

Dan Geller: That’s the idea, yes. 

Goldfine: And also to go in without any kind 
of agenda, and just learn as we go. 

Geller: We do research! (laughs) We pretty 
much find every book in and out of print and 
begin with that and try to build up a little 


knowledge, so when we sit down and start to 
interview these people, we have a base from 
which to ask the questions. 

AC: With the business and corporate world 
seemingly at historically low popularity, your 
movie depicts a more valiant, noble form of 
capitalism and entrepreneurship. Was that a 
conscious decision? 

Geller: It became clear so quickly that there 
was such enthusiasm for bringing transfor- 
mative technologies to the world. I wouldn’t 
say that money was incidental - money was 
important - but the overwhelming enthu- 
siasm was for taking these brilliant ideas 
and these inchoate technologies and making 
something earth-shattering with them. That’s 
the energy, I think, that comes through in 
these stories. 

Goldfine: I think what compelled us to take 
this one on, even though it is a positive view 
of business, was, one, it’s a chance to do this 
kind of alternative view. But also, what these 
guys were doing - both the entrepreneurs 
and the venture capitalists - was creating real 
products. So much of what has come down 
in terms of the financial tragedy of the last 
few years has been caused by the investment 
bankers - people who were really just creating 
financial instruments, as opposed to changing 
the world with technology by creating or fund- 
ing an Apple Computer, or a Cisco Systems, 
or a Genentech. ... I think business in general 
has gotten a black eye because of certain areas 
of the economy. 

Geller: There’s a funny echo with President 
Obama talking about this generation’s 
“Sputnik moment,” and going back to the 
birth of venture capital, arguably the birth 
of the high tech age, and seeing it came out 
of Eisenhower’s Sputnik moment - with the 
real Sputnik! 

Goldfine: For me, the shocking thing 
early on in the project - and there 
always is one - is you get this real 
reminder of how quickly and 
how recently this technology 
arrived on our doorstep. I think 
we forget today, with Twitter 
and Facebook and all kinds of 
new technology, the platforms 
that are addressed in 
Something Ventured 
aren’t really that old, 
but we take them so 
much for granted. 

AC: There are some 
great “ feel good ” 

examples in the story 
- the rise of Apple, for 
instance - but also cautionary tales, like the “ liv- 
ing dead ” companies you explore that don’t quite 
succeed but don’t quite fail. 

Goldfine: I need to applaud both Molly 
Davis and Paul Holland in this area, because 
when Dan and I said we don’t want to make 
a puff piece about the venture-capital indus- 
try, they could’ve argued against our interest 
in making it a more nuanced picture. Instead 
they instantly embraced it; they embraced 
our inclusion of things like the living dead 


and the fact that such a huge percentage 
of the founders get fired. I think the Sandy 
Lerner story is poignant and important, but 
it doesn’t put the venture-capital industry or 
the venture capitalists in a completely posi- 
tive light. 

AC: That’s fascinating, Lerner s story at Cisco 

- she says approximately 45 percent of company 
founders are out in 18 months once they get VC 
funding. Is that true? 

Geller: I think that’s accurate in terms of 
founders not remaining as president/CEO 
of the company. Most founders do stay 
around but take on different roles: A friend 
of ours started Pandora, and at a certain 
point, once the venture money came in, it 
was clear he was going to shift his role to 
become a chief brainstormer, an evangelist. 
I can think of many instances, especially 
around here in the Bay Area, where people 
learned that often, the skills required to 
expand a company internationally and rap- 
idly grow are skills that aren’t necessarily 
going to align with someone who’s young 
and full of great ideas but has no large-scale 
business experience. 

Goldfine: It’s something that a lot of young 
founders don’t understand. As Sandy says so 
poignantly, you gotta understand the game 
that you’re in. We tried to present it in a non- 
judgmental way, and I think in the end, the 
audience is asked to draw their own conclu- 
sion about that and also whether money does 
indeed make everything better or not. 

AC: She’s also the only female entrepreneur 
we see in the film. Was that a challenge to find 
female or minority entrepreneurs - or for that 
matter, venture capitalists? 

Geller: Sure. You think about the time we’re 
portraying in the movie. There were very, 
very few women who were going to engineer- 
ing schools. ... There were very few 
women in Silicon Valley, aside from 
a couple other of Sandy’s contem- 
poraries. And that goes to this day, 
for that mater. You think about 
some powerful women who were 
running companies, like Carol 
Bartz at Yahoo! or Carly Fiorina 
or Meg Whitman when they were 
at their respective com- 
panies. But they didn’t 
start those companies; 
they were brought on 
as CEOs. So the prob- 
lem holds to this day. 
The same goes for the 
venture capitalists back 
then - we’re talking 
about anywhere from 30 to 50 years ago. But 
the U.S. has certainly changed quite a bit in 
that time, thankfully. 

Goldfine: In a way, we’re talking about the 
same period Mad Men is based in. Look at that 

- it’s all these white guys and their secretaries. 

And in many, many ways, that’s what venture 
capital and all these start-up companies were 
like. I think Sandy puts it in a pretty succinct 
and articulate way when she [said], “Look, 
there wasn’t a box for me.” ■

Education 

A former exchange student 
reexamines her trial by 
fire in Brownsville

At 17, Barbara Eder was far from her 
Austrian home, living as a foreign exchange 
student with a Brownsville, Texas, family that 
viewed her as free labor. One day when she 
didn’t clean the house at 5am, they tossed 
her luggage and clothes into the street. A 
desperate Eder moved in with friends from 
Hanna High School. “I stayed one week in 
my Mexican friend’s household, the other 
week at the foster home where my friend 
stayed, the next week in a very rich house, 
the other week at a house where a gang used 
to hang out,” she says. 

That was 1995. Fast-forward to 2011 and 
Eder’s film, Inside America , is about to have 
its U.S. premiere. The film follows six diverse 
students who are much like the teens whose 
couches she slept on years ago. “It is impor- 
tant to me that people know that I was not 
only watching and observing but also really 
living within these households and lives 
which I am describing in Inside America ,” 
she says. 

Perhaps the reality of the film’s inspiration 
also led to its unique style. At first glance a 
straight-on documentary, it morphs, closes 
in, and reveals itself to be a fiction of the 
Cassavetes school (Eder also counts Larry 
Clark, Gus Van Sant, and Richard Linklater 
as major influences). “I wanted to make 
people see the characters of the movie from 
a most realistic point of view,” she says. “1 
thought that starting with rather documen- 
tary scenes would have a very strong impact 
on credibility of the characters and the cir- 
cumstances they are within.” 

Eder spent months casting the film with 
mostly nonactors who were essentially por- 
traying themselves - including gang mem- 
bers who were sometimes high during film- 
ing. “I wanted to find actors who are more 
or less what they present in the movie,” she 
says. “So for the part of the beauty queen, I 
was really looking for someone who would 
take part in beauty competitions. For the 
part of the gang guy, I wanted to find a real 
gang guy. For the cop, I was looking for a 
real cop. Half a year before shooting, I went 
to Brownsville to find my characters. I would 
hang out at the high school, talk to students, 
ask them about their lives and, most impor- 
tant, listen to what they had to say.” 

What Eder understood was the teenage 
desire to belong in a border town where 
Mexican illegals, rich Americans, and dispir- 
ited gang members try desperately to hang 
on. “It seemed to me that Brownsville kids 
only felt they were alive if they belonged to 



someone,” she says. “And I always wondered 
if it was some search for identity. In my 
country it was so different because everyone 
wanted to be individual and was interested 
in all sorts of groups of people.” 

Everywhere she went there was a gun, 
something she had never encountered in 
Austria. In many ways Eder’s outsider per- 
spective on Brownsville and the United 
States in general is what makes the film 
compelling. Her filmic eye looks on with 
wonder at ROTC students obsessed with 
guns and even more so at the ever-present 
metal detector that guards the high school’s 
front entrance. It’s a viewpoint that may 
shock Americans forced to look at their 
world through fresh eyes. One of the film’s 
nicer touches is a single handgun that passes 
through the hands of one character after 
another - always a threat waiting to explode 
in their lives. 

The film offers some comic relief through 
a nerdy boy named Ricky who is forced to 
sell cookies door-to-door to fund a school 
trip. Eder admits the character is very much 
based on her own experiences but, more 
significantly, is at the heart of the film’s 
underlying message about the dangers of 
teens trying to fit in. 

“I know that in Brownsville people from 
Cameron Park would never hang out or talk 
with people from the country club,” she says. 
“Same thing at school. A straight-A student 
would never hang out with the cookie-selling 
Ricky. The movie gives a chance to see the strug- 
gles of different groups of citizens of Brownsville 
and at the same time gives you the chance to 
reflect and think about your own.” ■

Alex Munt spells it out 



I met Alex Munt a couple weeks ago at 
a seminar on low-budget filmmaking at the 
University of Technology in Sydney, attend- 
ed by screen academics, filmmakers, digital 
cinematographers, Australian screen-industry 
funding and distribution bodies, and film 
students. The event capped with a screening 
of my film Harmony and Me, and Munt stayed 
for the Q&A. We talked a bit afterward, mostly 
about Austin and SXSW and a few days later, 
I sent him some prompts about his debut 
feature, LBF. 

Genesis of the ‘LBF’ Project 

“I’d have to say failure. I was trying to write 
a screenplay based around a set of themes 
about a young guy (late 20s) landing back in 
Sydney from time away in Europe - a kind 
of generic condition today. Anyway, it wasn’t 
really going anywhere but I didn’t really want 
to move on from the premise. Then 
I stumbled across the novel Living 
Between Fucks (by Cry Bloxsome) 
in a book store - not really look- 
ing for material to adapt at that 
stage. Anyway, the synopsis on 
the back read something like, 

‘Goodchild, a young writer, just off 
the jet lands back home for his ex- 
girlfriend’s funeral, The Dead Girl ...’I 
bought the novel, it’s a slim number, and read 
it in a single sitting with an eye to a screenplay 
and it clicked, and enabled me to funnel in 
some of the fragments of screenplay I had been 
working towards on and off for a while.” 

When You Started To Think 
You Had a Good Idea 

“LBF was in an organic state of production 
from the get-go, so it’s hard to answer. We 
started out doing a week or so of fairly con- 
ventional low-budget film production which I 
actually found pretty boring - as a process that 
is. I looked back at that material and thought, 
We need to change track here. From then on, it 


really became completely fragmented - rewrit- 
ing, going to shoot scenes, going to shoot bands, 
getting different characters often one on one to 
do script parts. But it was always: writing/edit- 
ing/shooting/writing .... This is referred to as 
a kind of digital ‘scripting’ where accessibility/ 
affordability of digital cinema can be exploited 
to kind of ‘write’ the film. Of course, one 
here thinks of [French film critic and film- 
maker Alexandre] Astruc’s ‘camera-pen,’ which 
became one of the manifestos of the NewWave. 
Back to LBF, I guess once we started to juxta- 
pose scenes in the edit suite I thought, yeah, I 
kind of like the shifts in the film. In LBF there’s 
a series of black chapter cards for the present 
(‘The Beautiful Financial Backer’) and colour 
ones for the past (‘The Dead Girl’) so these jux- 
tapositions became interesting to me. But being 
in ‘production’ (in the loosest possible sense) 
over a relatively long period of time (compared 
to the six-week shoots of a typical indie 
project) also creates a distance with 
the material - which I think is 
actually constructive. Saying this, 
the two-year LBF process wasn’t 
altogether by design - pragmatic 
delays happen along the way, the 
editor Andrew Soo got booked for a 
two-month TV series gig - so waiting 
is part of this game.” 

The Movies That Inspired 

“I was kind of obsessed by Masculin Feminin 
(1966) by Godard around the time of thinking 
about LBF. It seems to me one of those films 
that won’t go away, and has inspired some 
fascinating films from Greg Araki, Dagur 
Kari, and others. In Masculin Feminin, from 
that seminal New Wave period - the curious 
blend of narrative (inspired/adapted from 
Maupassant) and Jean Rouch-inspired ‘report- 
age’ about the world makes [for] a film that 
struggles to maintain its overall form as the 
parts head out in different directions. In 
any case, I don’t believe LBF aligns much 
with Masculin Feminin - it’s just that weird 


thing when you have inspiration layered over 
something else that doesn’t necessarily corre- 
late - but still makes for an interesting result. 

. . . One film which I watch over and over is 
The Graduate (1967) which I think is close 
to a perfect film: photography, performance, 
soundtrack, style. For LBF, the other movie 
which inspired was Gus Van Sant’s debut fea- 
ture Mala Noche (1986), which is a DIY adap- 
tation made in the mid-Eighties for $2 OK. His 
use of voiceover narration, from Walt Curtis’ 
source material, showed me that adaptation 
can work at the microbudget scale.” 

‘Love. Loss. Desperation.’ 
What’s in a Tagline? 

“It implies the themes of LBF but doesn’t 
give the tone of the thing, so I had to add some- 
where ‘a pop-art film’. And I guess what I mean 
by that is the treatment of those potentially 
‘heavy’ themes is treated in a way more akin 
to a three-minute pop song. LBF is a music- 
film, and when you think about songs, lyrics, 
melody - they are powerful tools to generate 
emotion as ‘narrative’ in a minimalist kind of 
way. And in LBF, Goodchild’s investigation 
into LOVE is really an existential one, in the 
fact that he generally refers to a secondary

source, a step removed, his favourite books, 
records, things as evidence of the thing itself. I 
think of that great scene in Manhattan (another 
perfect film) when Issac’s (Allen) answer to 
why life is ultimately worth living is just a list 
of symphonies, novels, Swedish movies.” 

Worst Moments on Set? 

“Sad to report nothing that notable outside 
the normal paranoia, alienation, doubt that 
is filmmaking, and most creative pursuits. . . . 
The lead - played by upcoming Australian 
actor Toby Schmitz - is central to the film, 
in nearly every frame. Once we got a certain 
point - when the end was in sight after a 
protracted process - I had strange thoughts/ 
nightmares: What if Toby just disappears? 
Like, goes to Europe or something or gets hit 
by a bus? The film would hover forever at this 
close-to-finished state. Then again, there’s 
always a back up plan to finish films - post- 
modern tactics and all.” ■ 
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Sixty-Minute Man 

Kyle Smith explores friendships taking hard hits 
in real time in ‘Turkey Bowl’ 


Kyle Smith and his pal Morgan Beck drove 
a decommissioned police cruiser off a ramp, 
crashed it into a concrete wall, and then sat 
dumbfounded as the car went up in flames. 
It was all in pursuit of the short-lived 2009 
ABC game show Crash Course and the crazy 
adventures friends dive into together. The 
episode never aired, but the duo’s antics 
won the cash prize. Like any right-thinking 
American, Smith spent the money making a 
low-budget film. 

Smith’s film is Turkey Bowl , which involves 
a different sort of collision - friends crashing 
into one another both literally and meta- 
phorically one hot summer day for a semi- 
friendly pick-up football game in the park. 
The hourlong film follows real time and is a 
very realistic chronicle of a football game, yet 
it isn’t a football movie. Smith says the film’s 
real-time focus “allows you to experience a 
continuity of emotion that emphasizes char- 
acter over plot.” And that’s exactly where 
Turkey Bowl excels. 

The overly intense guy rubs up against the 
guy with extreme self-doubts. The lazy natural 
athlete smokes cigarettes between plays. The 
pretty blonde plays with a confidence that 
somewhat rattles the guys. Like jazz players 
riffing off of one another at closing time, the 
friends crash into one another and create 
cinematic music that is compelling even to 
those normally bored by football. Most of the 
actors, including Beck, are Smith’s real-life 
friends. “I am lucky to have talented friends, 
and, because they are my friends, I find them 
interesting. And because they are my friends, 
they were willing to work for free,” he says. 
“They also had pre-existing relationships that 
made working together more comfortable 
and the performances stronger.” 

The 10-day shoot took place in a Los 
Angeles park during brutal heat in August 
2010. “This meant nobody was visiting the 
park during the day and there wasn’t a cloud 
in the sky, which worked well for matching the 
real-time movie,” Smith said. “We also shot in 
story order, which was wonderful to help 
everyone - me included - keep track of where 
each character was and what the feeling of the 


game was.” The football plays were scripted, 
with dialogue sometimes prewritten but often 
improvised. “I’ve always loved movies that felt 
like they were unpredictable because they had 
a large, dynamic cast - Robert Altman [films] 
being an obvious example - and it was fun to 
try and predict how these different personali- 
ties would interact.” 

Throwing a wrench into the friendships 
is the arrival of two strangers, one African- 
American and the other Latino, whom the 
more-established - and uniformly white - 
friends must figure out how to integrate 
within the group. “I wanted them to be 
minorities because this happened in a pick- 
up game I was in. I and a bunch of other 
white guys would play every Wednesday, and 
one week we picked up two high school kids, 
one African-American and the other Latino,” 
Smith says. “The African-American looked 
extremely athletic. When we picked teams for 
the first time, you could see the captains not 
knowing what to do. He is a stranger, so they 
should just pick their friends, but they also 
want him to feel welcome. Also, he looks like 
he’d be really good and help your chances of 
winning. Feeling uncertain about a new per- 
son can be awkward enough; having them be 
a different race can complicate that, too. A lot 
of people talk about how race can disappear 
in sports, and while I think that is a conve- 
nient aphorism, it also holds some truth.” 
Smith’s goal with the film was to show how 
people communicate through competition. 
“We all compete differently,” he says. “There’s 
also the social element of the game, which goes 
from intense physical exertion to short walks 
back to the huddle filled with awkward conver- 
sation. I told the cast during shooting that the 
movie was about ‘hanging out,’ enjoying this 
brief hour that they were sharing. I think that’s 
the most simple reward of friendship.” ■ 

Turkey Bowl 
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The Case That 
Wouldn’t Stay Closed 

The facts: a tragic house fire, a man executed, a governor 
under suspicion. Everything else is a mystery.

The case of Cameron Todd Willingham, tried and executed for a 1991 fire in Corsicana, Texas, 
that claimed the lives of his three young children, has been a long and circuitous one, full of 
political intrigue, scientific inquiry, and sadness. The story is not yet finished: Over the past four 
years it has actually heated up to a near fever pitch, starting when lawyers with the Innocence 
Project requested the nascent Texas Forensic Science Commission reinvestigate the case to deter- 
mine whether the arson science used to convict Willingham was outdated and inaccurate. When 
the panel was on the eve of questioning fire scientists about that issue in 2009, Gov Rick Perry 
quickly shuffled the panel, taking off several well-respected members - including the group- 
selected chair, attorney Sam Bassett, and replacing him with a hand-picked chair, Williamson 
County District Attorney John Bradley, a man not known for his even-handedness. 

We sat down with Austin filmmakers Steve Mims and Joe Bailey Jr. for a chat about making 
Incendiary: The Willingham Case, which explores at length the case that has sparked debate 
about the use of junk science in criminal cases, brought up issues about Perry’s duty to carefully 
review death cases, and raised questions about whether a local judge can hear evidence that 
may open the door to having Willingham declared innocent. It’s a story still far from having its 
final chapter written. 


Austin Chronicle: This is such a huge case - it’s 
been going on since 1991, basically - and it’s still 
kind of a moving target. How do you go about 
conceiving of this big story? 

Joe Bailey Jr.: I guess the thing we always go 
back to, the thing we were most intrigued by, 
is the way that the science and the politics 
and the legal understanding were all kind of 
woven into the story. . . . And we were really 
lucky in a sense to come to the project right 
when [Perry’s panel shuffle] happened - that 
was just provenance. I don’t really know how 
that happened. But that was really just a gift 
from the governor, [laughs] 

AC: Is there anybody that you wanted 
to interview that you didn’t get to 
interview? 

Bailey: Yeah, well, I mean of course. 

It was a really sensitive time for 
the governor. 

AC: That’s putting it mildly 
Bailey: I did contact his press office. 

And I might’ve been more oblique 
than I should have, 
because I was hoping 
there was some chance 
of something. And it 
wasn’t going to be a 
confrontational-type 
thing; I wasn’t going 
to blindside him; I just 
wanted a chance - I think I was just really 
naive starting out. . . . Even after law school, 
you would think I would’ve come out a hard- 
ened cynic, but I hadn’t. 

AC: In what way? 

Bailey: I felt like the governor had to under- 
stand his duty and how important his job is 
as a fail-safe in that system. And I don’t think 
that he did. And in his defense, I think that 
most people who are lawyers don’t under- 
stand how the Texas system relies upon the 


governor so heavily in that respect. Because 
the fact-finder, the jury, once they make up 
their mind about that evidence, the appeals 
court [doesn’t] look at that evidence again. 
And the governor ... took the position that, 
well, the courts have all looked at this. So it’s 
fine. And that’s a real problem. 

Steve Mims: It’s a real problem. The Innocence 
Project [has identified] 750 people in Texas 
who are in jail for arson, and there may be 
a lot of them who are guilty, but there are 
probably some of them who are not and were 
convicted on the same [kind of] evidence. And 
they’ve offered to help - to go methodi- 
cally through all of those cases and 
say, “These are worthy of taking 
another look; these aren’t.” 
Bailey: And the really depressing 
part is that the [FSC] is there - and 
^ it is there to do this. These bril- 
liant people on this commission 
have not been allowed to do their 
work. ... [0]ne of the things the film 
puts to the fore is the 
battle between specu- 
lation on one side and 
science on the other. 
[T]here are things that 
we know, or that we 
can know, and then 
there are the unknow- 
ables, the things that we’re never going to 
know for sure. And I feel like all the things 
that David Martin [Willingham’s first defense 
attorney] talks about are speculative. Except 
he’s got the trump card because he’s got 
attorney-client privilege. 

AC: Which doesn’t seem to concern him too much. 
Bailey: Right. And it should not be a trump 
card, and it’s never made to be played as a 
trump card, because part of that ethical obli- 
gation doesn’t die with the client. ... I will say,

he was very friendly to us. He was very cordial 
and gentlemanly and wonderful to us, but I 
would feel really weird about saying some of 
the things that he said. 

AC: Yes, because I would say that some of the 
things he has said are part of that attorney-client 
relationship, and he has been criticized about 
talking out of school about this case. It sort of 
feels like he’s gaming it a little bit. 

Bailey: No, he is playing it. He is. ... I suspect 
it is because he likes the game. But it could be 
because he feels like it’s as far as he can go. 
AC: Without getting himself sideways. 

Bailey: Yeah. 

Mims: Which is already too far. He’s essen- 
tially telling you, “[Willingham] confessed,” 
without telling you he confessed. It’s like, 
“I’m going to tell you about the weapons of 
mass destruction, but I can’t tell you about 
the weapons of mass destruction.” ... It’s the 
same thing. 

Bailey: With an odd wink. 

AC: [to Mims] I know you do feature narrative 
films, but I don’t know your history with docu- 
mentaries. Is there anything that is remarkably 
different about a project like this? 

Mims: It’s totally different. We just started pil- 
ing up footage, not really knowing what’s going 
to happen. . . . And then [there was] the trial 
[in local court, seeking to clear Willingham’s 
name or to open a formal court of inquiry into 
the case], which we were so excited about. 
We’d even talked about trying to do a mock 
trial so that we have the sides articulate the 
case. But we could never logistically make 
that happen. But then we had the real trial. 
So this was like the perfect conclusion: You 
have people under oath say what they’ve bee 


saying outside the courtroom. The issue that 
still lingers about the validity of that trial is 
unimportant to us because what we know is, 
the day that those people testified, under oath, 
they were telling the truth. And we already 
had those guys as sort of protagonists. 

But to answer your question, with a narra- 
tive, [you] sort of figure it out, put your fish 
in a barrel and shoot ’em. With this, it was 
nothing but fishing for a long time and hop- 
ing. The version you saw was probably about 
two or three minutes longer. We’ve actually 
been whittling it down. Like I was telling 
Joe, you don’t want to throw the baby out 
with the bathwater, but at some point you 
go, “Well, there’s got to be a baby in there 
somewhere.” [laughs] 

AC: Are there any conclusions you’ve drawn 
about this case? 

Mims: Yes. I think that ... what’s the 
best way to put it? If Willingham had had 
financial means, this would never have hap- 
pened. There would have been a change of 
venue somehow or that case would not have 
[gone forward] . 

AC: Well, as they say, no one ever pays to go to 
death row. 

Mims: Yeah. I think that’s true. And I think 
that it’s true that you can say that all the signs 
are saying . . . there is not evidence of what 
they accused him of. And, so, the enigma of it 
is that you can’t really know what happened. 
As Martin likes to say, all the witnesses died 
in the fire. 

Bailey: All you can know is that it didn’t hap- 
pen the way they said it happened. ■

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Taking 1 a Stand on Shorts 

No mere calling card or stepping stone, the short film is enjoying a renaissance

The cinematic art form and the communal act we now col- 
lectively call “going to the movies” was bom of short films. 
From Georges Melies’ magical 1902 moon shot to Charles 
Chaplins uneasy, queasy “The Immigrant,” from Chuck Jones’ 
Wile E. Coyote plummeting to Kenneth Anger’s “Scorpio 
Rising,” the short film is, was, and will forever be the first, best 
skeleton key to unlocking the celluloid treasure chest that has 
mesmerized us since Muybridge’s mare galloped, four hooves 
flying, at 24 frames per second. 

The great irony, of course, is that contemporary 
short films lead depressingly diminished life spans. 

Once seen, the calculatedly cavalier choreography 
of Chaplin’s “The Rink” cannot be forgotten, nor 
can the eye-popping opening of Dali and Bunuel’s 
shaggy, Andalusian dog story. These brief, beau- 
tiful reels of wonder are part of the canon and 
the culture. They’re the historical exception to the 
more modem maxim that today’s short 
films - documentary, narrative, even 
animated - have little if any audience 
beyond festivals, other filmmakers, and 
the occasional cinephilecentric DVD 
collection. Too often they’re viewed 
(and just as frequently presented) as 
calling cards or demo reels, proof that 
the filmmaker knows his craft. 

More recently, however, a new van- 
guard of masters of the short form 
have emerged, thrillingly: Spike Jonze, 

Ramin Bahrani, and Michel Gondry 
among them. All three have previously 
screened shorts at South by Southwest, 
and Jonze returns this year with the locally shot “Scenes From 
the Suburbs,” a companion film to Arcade Fire’s last album, 
screening in the Medium Cool: 4 (not so) Shorts sidebar - just 
one offering out of more than 100 short-form options at this 
year’s Fest. 

Dallas filmmaker David Lowery’s SXSW 2011 entry, 
“Pioneer,” which stars Will Oldham and screens in the 


Narrative Shorts 1 program, is a perfect example of what can 
be achieved in short order. It’s a flawless, two-character medi- 
tation on fathers, sons, and the simple act of storytelling that 
underscores the point that longer does not equate better. 

“Short films offer you a chance to experiment and push 
boundaries a little more than you might be able to in a feature,” 
Lowery says. “There are certain freedoms that come with mak- 
ing a short film. Personally, as a filmmaker, I don’t differentiate 
between which is more important to me, the short film 
or the feature. Some stories demand a longer running 
time, and others work perfectly in 15 minutes. [In 
the past] I’ve called my short films ‘short features,’ 
because they were, like, casual asides. They’re films 
in their own right, and so I want people to see them 
just as much as any of my other, longer films.” 
Former Austin filmmaker (and occasional Chronicle 
contributor) Spencer Parsons, whose evocatively titled 
“Chainsaw Found Jesus” - screening 
in Texas Shorts - is a wonderfully weird 
model of the form, concurs: 

“I’m really proud of my feature- 
length work, but there’s something 
about being in that feature frame of 
mind that’s much more tense; there’s 
more worry and urgency involved. 
You’re more focused on pleasing at 
any cost, you know? 

“Narrative and documentary short- 
form projects - as opposed to the 
avant-garde - allow for a kind of focus 
on certain moments and nuanced 
details that don’t then necessarily 
have to carry audience attention for longer but nevertheless are 
important things to recognize.” 

Enter the Internet, Vimeo, YouTube, iTunes, and assorted 
other online venues. Will they turn out to be the savior of the 
festival-orphaned short film? 

“I can only speak for myself and my own viewing habits,” 
Parsons notes, “but I know that in general my tastes run to

maybe seven minutes, at the outer limits, of what I’m looking 
at online. I tend to assume that I have a higher attention span 
than most people, and if my limit is seven minutes, then for 
most people you’ve got to have something that really shows 
well in under that amount of time. I could be wrong, but I’m 
skeptical in the sense that [I wonder] : Is shorter better? That’s 
something that we’re still figuring out. How do you promote 
and how do you sustain making the work? That’s really the 
big question.” 

Or as Lowery, whose “Pioneer” really does feel tailor-made 
for online viewing, puts it: “ [Vimeo and the Web] have defi- 
nitely changed everything. In a way it’s the perfect medium 
for short films, and it’s almost as though short films were 
waiting for this to happen. For so long you would hear about 
the shorts that were nominated for Academy Awards, but you 
had no way to actually see them. And now, more often than 
not, you can find them on iTunes relatively quickly after you 
first hear of them. No doubt, [the Web] has greatly expanded 
the life of these types of films that may not have the com- 
mercial value [of feature-length films] . I’m never too precious 
about where people see my films; I just really want my films 
to be seen.” ■

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Eye of the Storm 

The creative vision of an album cover art pioneer

Taken by Storm opens in a dream. For exactly 
one minute, a helicopter flies over Saunton Sands 
in North Devon, England. The crystal beach is lit- 
tered with roughly 700 empty hospital beds and 
stretches for what seems like miles. The scene’s 
quite obviously the cover shoot for Pink Floyd’s 
1987 album, A Momentary Lapse of Reason, but 
viewed from this aerial angle, the seashore looks 
like heaven’s hospital ward, profoundly elegant 
and breathtakingly absurd. 

The sequence serves as the perfect introduction 
to Taken by Storm: The Art of Storm Thorgerson and 
Hipgnosis, a long-overdue documentary on the 
British graphic designer and his esteemed company. He’s the last of the great surrealists, an 
incomparable visionary whose iconography has branded the work of everyone from Led Zeppelin, 
Paul McCartney, and Alan Parsons to the Mars Volta, Muse, and, most recently, the Steve Miller 
Band. In fact, it’d be more difficult to name a classic rock band he didn’t work with. 

The beach facade’s also telling of Roddy Bogawa’s level of dedication. The New York 
director tracked down the unreleased footage from the Pink Floyd camp after noticing an 
8mm-film camera in one of Thorgerson’s contact sheets. Taken by Storm offers all sorts of 
similar archival delights for vinyl junkies, as well as intuitive insight from most of the afore- 
mentioned bands and countless others. 

Even more impressive, though, is the documentary’s narrative streak, which places 
Thorgerson’s personal history within the context of technological advances and the changing 
face of the music industry (thanks in no small part to the editing by Austin veteran Karen 
Skloss). Taken by Storm is a sublime portrait of the method behind his madness. 

“People already know the covers,” stresses Bogawa. “We wanted to show the man behind 
them and the process of it all.”

Austin Chronicle: Where did this process start 
for you? 

Roddy Bogawa: I met this musician named 
Chris Brokaw. ... We were having dinner 
later, and he just happened to mention that 
he had just been at Storm Thorgerson’s stu- 
dio. I had no idea who that was. “Is that like 
some Finnish rock star or something?” . . . 

Then I went online and bought this old 
Hipgnosis book called [The Work of Hipgnosis: ] 
‘Walk Away Rene that was long out of print. 
I started flipping through it and just freaked 
out at how many of those records I had. I 
started really becoming obsessed with who 
this person was that shaped my teenage 
adolescence so much. ... I basically just 
started writing Storm, telling him that I was 
interested in doing a film about his process 
and things like that. He didn’t respond for 
months. So I kept sending different propos- 
als, one that talked about the art world, one 
that had a lot of pictures, and then finally I 
wrote this stream-of-consciousness narrative

of seeing Pink Floyd as a kid, and my dad 
driving us in his VW bug to the show. That’s 
the one that finally got a response. 

AC: Some people described working with him 
as a challenge; others weren’t quite as polite. I 
believe the phrase used was “slave driver. ” Do 
you feel like you were able to capture some of 
that on film? 

RB: He is at odds with most people. He 
always has these challenging designs that are 
a lot of times antithetical to the marketing of 
records. He did one for the Cranberries where 
not only did it not have the name of the band 
or the album on the cover, but he refused to 
let them put a bar code on it. He’s always 
challenging, but people that work with him 
love him. That’s why so many people are a 
part of the movie. Even with all of the issues 
around it all, they love and respect him. . . . 

A lot of times, there’s a lot of pressure: get- 
ting the props, meeting the deadlines of the 
record companies, and coming up with cre- 
ative solutions. Literally, the last time I was in 
London to shoot him at this gallery, I showed 
up and he said, “Put your film gear down.” 
So I did. Then I was on a ladder helping him 
hang the show, tying these branches to the 
wall. That’s what it’s always like around him. 
There’s like this whirlpool of stuff. 

We always joke about it, but you do get 
sucked into the vortex of the storm. ■

I couldn’t pass on this,” says Clark from California. “It’s still roots and 
blues, but I’ve been trying to get into some soul and R&B stuff for this 
album.” At least one label representative - former Warner Bros./Reprise 
publicist and Chronicle contributor Bill Bentley, who now does A&R for 
Vanguard - tried as far back as 2005 to sign the budding bluesman, 
but Clark recognizes in hindsight that he wasn’t yet ready for the big 
leagues. “I was still young and needed to experience some things,” he 
says. “I’m confident now. The timing’s right.” Clark’s return to Austin 
coincides with a flurry of activity during South by Southwest, including 
playing at a Rolling Stone day party at La Zona Rosa and his official 
showcase at Habana Backyard, both on Thursday, March 17. 


At the Drive-in: 

SXSW Music at the Movies 


Foo Fighters is now set to anchor the 2011 
mtvU Woodie Awards, broadcasting live from the 
Austin Music Hall on Wednesday, March 16. 

With confirmed performances by Brooklyn noise- 
pop duo Sleigh Bells, Odd Future, and Wiz 
Khalifa, the collegiate gala has quickly become 
the second hottest ticket in town, right after Dave 
Grohl and company’s scheduled nightcap to the 
world premiere of the band’s self-titled rock doc 
the previous night at the Paramount Theatre. A 
limited numbers of tickets to the Woodies are 
being made available to badge holders that morn- 
ing at the SXXpress booth in the Austin 
Convention Center. MTV’s also hosting a private 
day party in the Ninth Street parking garage on 
Red River, headlined by presenters Matt & Kim. 

Storm Thorgerson’s painting the town for 
SXSW, beginning with the world premiere of the 
documentary Taken by Storm: The Art of Storm 
Thorgerson and Hipgnosis on Friday, March 11 
(9pm, Alamo Ritz 1). The iconic surrealist and 
frequent Pink Floyd collaborator will be lectur- 
ing at the Blanton Museum on Saturday, March 
12 (6-7pm), and signing copies of the annotated 
photo book For the Love of Vinyl: The Album Art 
of Hipgnosis at Domy Books on Monday, March 
14 (7-9pm). “It’s definitely a story about Storm’s 
life and this huge legacy,” notes director Roddy 
Bogawa (see “Eye of the Storm,” Screens, p.67), 
“but it’s also about this idea of losing the tactile 
sensation of records.” 


Spike Jonze’s collaboration with Arcade 
Fire, “Scenes From the Suburbs,” a bleak 
portrait of Middle America, screens at the 
Alamo Drafthouse South Lamar on Monday, 
March 14. The 30-minute short was filmed over 
two weeks in Austin, primarily starring students 
from Hyde Park’s Griffin School. While the recen 
Grammy winners are also nominated for several 
mtvU Woodie Awards, SXSW Creative Director 
Brent Grulke refuted rumors of a special Festiva 
engagement. Better start saving for scalped tick- 
ets for the Montreal expats’ sold-out Backyard 
visit with Explosions in the Sky on May 3. 

A last-minute addition to the SXSW Film 
lineup, Hit So Hard: The Life & Near Death Story 
of Patty Scheme! traces the tale of former Hole 
drummer Patty Schemel (see “Killer Lifestyle,' 
Screens, p.54). While Courtney Love attended 
the New York premiere, don’t expect a return 
trip to SXSW. Just last week she settled her 
defamation lawsuit with Austin’s Boudoir 
Queen, Dawn Simorangkir, to the tune of 
$430,000. The suit stemmed from an alterca- 
tion over degrading remarks the punk rock diva 
made about the local designer on Twitter (see 
“Off the Record,” Feb. 4). As Bryan Freedman, 
Simorangkir’s lawyer, told The New York Times, 
“Just because you decide to use 140 charac- 
ters about how you are feeling at the moment 
doesn’t exempt you from legal exposure.”

“It’s been fun to be here, but we’re getting 
homesick,” confesses Troupe Gammage, call- 
ing on break between sessions in New York 
City. “We’ve had no days off for the last two 
weeks.

Spoken like veteran road 
warriors, something the 
Austin quartet have become 
since Hear Here, their five- 
song EP on Austin indie 
Playing in Traffic, sailed 
under the critics’ noses 
last year. The recording 
collected much praise for 
its clean, synth-based pop- 
rock and Gammage ’s lay- 
ered harmonies with guitar-

Warren Hood

Although he’s only 28, Warren Hood is in 
possession of a much older soul. Moreover, as 
son of late Austin stringsman Champ Hood, 
he’s been playing out locally - professionally - 
for more than half his life. 

One can find the fiddler/songwriter in local 
venues almost every night of the week, whether 
fronting his own band the Goods, participating 
in soul collective the Coverters with Suzanna 
Choffel and Dan Dyer at Momo’s, or backing 
Toni Price during her eternal Hippie Hour on 
South Congress at the Continental Club. 


He first appeared onstage 
with the Threadgill 
Troubadours, a band his 
father Champ led, and 
carries a photograph of the 
event in his fiddle case. 

Growing up locally to the musical sound- 
track of his father, a virtuosic fiddler, guitarist, 
and mandolin player - Champ Hood of the 
unclassifiable, gone-but-never-forgotten Uncle 
Walt’s Band - Warren Hood takes that influ- 
ence and sprints with it. 

“Sometimes I feel like I’m too all over the 
map,” he admits. “I get real hard to categorize, 
which makes it difficult to try and get on the 
radio or try and get people to pay attention to 
you. They don’t know what it is. One song is 
bluegrass, one is blues, another is Cajun. They 
don’t know where to put you.” 

His teenage years were equally varied. He 
first appeared onstage with the Threadgill 
Troubadours, a band Champ led, and carries a 
photograph of the event in his fiddle case. 

“I look like a deer in the headlights. My dad 
is grinning from ear to ear,” he laughs. 

Don’t laugh: Warren was chosen as a soloist 
with the Austin Symphony at 17. “That was 
one of the biggest thrills of my musical life,” 
nods Hood. 

Presently, he’s content making Hill Country 
music for urban Austin, fiddling like wildfire, 
and talking of recording a follow-up to his 
2008 disc. He just hopes it catches on. 

“I don’t hear a lot of people influenced by 
modern sounds that I like,” admits Hood. 
“I got really into American Idol, just for fun. 
What strikes me most is that there’s some 
really talented people on there but they’re 
singing like they’re on Broadway or some- 
thing. They’re afraid to show any kind of emo- 
tion. Who gave that girl a Celine Dion record, 
and why didn’t they give her an Etta James or 
Ray Charles record?” - Jim Caligiuri 


Danny Malone

There’s an uneasy urgency and earnestness 
to Danny Malone and his music that makes it 
seem his fife depends on the moment. It’s as 
if his sanity and the entire world were inex- 
tricably tied to the story he’s telling and the 
constant state of becoming that unfolds with 
the narrative. 

Riding on the fumes of a 12-hour drive 
back from the Folk Alliance Conference in 
Memphis, the 27-year-old songwriter darts his 
eyes distractedly as his hands betray a nervous 
tremble between cigarettes and sips of coffee. 
Flashes of his charmingly boyish smile seem to 
clash with his admittedly self-destructive incli- 
nations, surfacing in a mischievous impulse to 
test a tale - to see how far he can spin it out 



- as when he talks about being sent to a rural 
Georgia prison when he was 16. 

It’s precisely these contradictions that make 
Malone’s songwriting so compelling.

Behind his raw but warm nasal vocals, the 
local’s compositions constantly balance both 
desperation and joyful communion, as exem- 
plified on his sophomore album Cuddlebug 
(see “Texas Platters,” Aug. 28, 2009). 

“I think it translates straight up from who I 
am,” suggests Malone of the duality. “I think 
a lot of people would call me just the happi- 
est depressed person they know. I can have a 
good time completely in the pits of misery. I’m 
clearly addicted to it, I think. 

“Something’s wrong, but I think my saving 
grace is that I have hope of something. In my 
soul, I have some sort of feeling like there’s an 
answer, like something is going to change.” 

Bearing witness to that hope are his live 
shows, which, while clawing deeply poignant 
folk-pop wounds, just as easily erupt into 
ebullient multimedia and experiential happen- 
ings, as was the case with Malone’s arresting 
Mohawk Free Week appearance in January. 


It’s as if his sanity and 
the entire world were 
inextricably tied to the story 
he’s telling and the constant 
state of becoming that 
unfolds with the narrative. 

“I don’t even like live music; I don’t like 
going to shows; I hardly listen to music at all. 
I don’t even know why I’m in this business,” 
he laughs with deprecation. “So I wanted to 
transcend it - wanted it to feel bigger. I wanted 
it to really mean something to somebody, to 
put myself through something really awkward 
and scary and just out there, to just go out on 
a limb and see if I could handle it. 

“Because I would probably blow my brains 
out if I didn’t.”

Kevin Adickes is the Where’s Waldo? of 
Austin punk. 

In addition to fronting on-again, off-again 
Victorian punks MothFight!, he was spotted 
during Free Week performing with new electro 
trio Spells. Somehow he makes more racket on 
guitar in local quartet Literature. 

Quadrant completed by Nathaniel Cardaci on 
vocals and guitar, bassist Seth Whaland (founder 
of local cassette and vinyl label Natrix Natrix), and 
drummer Erik Smith, the tightly wound quartet 
speaks in three-minutes-or-less pop-punk unfurled 
into high-energy shows and onto vinyl. Last year’s 
“Cincinnati” b/w “It’s Cruel” 7-inch, recorded 
by onetime Texan Greg Ashley as a follow-up to 
2009’s cassette Hello Berlin , was among the year’s 
finest. Recently, Literature landed lovesick jangler 
“Manmade Man” on the latest scene preserver 
from local Matador Gerard Cosloy, Casual Victim 
Pile II (see “Texas Platters,” Feb. 25).

Literature’s approach to music is key. Back in 
December, the band held a fundraiser to finance 
a video for “It’s Cruel” by screening two Keanu 
Reeves movies at Bolm Studios: Point Break and 
Johnny Mnemonic. Now the video’s done: a shot- 
for-shot remake of Reeves’ and Patrick Swayze’s 
infamous chase scene from Point Break. 

Adickes answered questions about 
Literature’s subtext. - Audra Schroeder 

Austin Chronicle: What was the thought pro- 
cess in starting Literature ? 

Kevin Adickes: The band started as a joke and 
now we’re just laughing all the way to the bank. 
AC: What kind of joke did it start out as? 

KA: I wanted to start a really unpretentious back- 
ing band that’d find a new lead singer for every 
show. Nathaniel was visiting Austin for about five 
days so we seized the opportunity and conjured 
up a hat-full of songs to perform at a party. It 
went over well, and when he inevitably moved 
here, we forgot about the whole “new lead singer 
for every show” conceit. 

AC: Do songs come pretty easily? How does a 
Literature song present itself?

Fresh Millions

Fresh Millions operates under the same 
basic premise as the mullet: business in the 
front, party in the back. The local trio (bass- 
ist Geoff Earle, guitarist/keyboardist Cody 
Skinner, and drummer Dan Skarbek) looks like 
a modem IT department - wired to the gills - 
but throws down go-go-gadget funk that pulls 
equally from Girl Talk’s glitch-pop raves and 
the compact instmmentalism of Ratatat. 

Earle started the project four years ago as an 
outlet for his freelance beat production, pitch- 
ing primarily to Columbia Records. Over time, 
unused jams developed into the Fresh Millions 
debut, released last year on Austin’s oddball 
Insect Records. The nine-song patchwork proved 
a perfect summer mix, layering tweaked soul 
samples by the likes of Marlena Shaw and the 
Spinners - and in the case of “Monty,” a string 
section lifted from a “shitty daytime soap opera” 
- atop slinky guitar grooves and quaking beats. 

“We sound like a late-Seventies funk band 
that really enjoys nerdery,” offers Earle, a local 


chauffeur by day. “We love bands like Chic 
and Earth, Wind & Fire, and all of the stuff 
from the late Nineties on Warp Records. 

“The idea was to do both of those at the 
same time.” 

The band’s new digital single, “Hot New 
Jam From ’73” b/w “Control Freak,” ups 
that Squarepusher factor, with more manic 
impulses and vocoder leads. As for nerdery: 
“That’s anything that uses electronic toys 
in ways not described in the user manual,” 
explains Earle. “Our gear is not old or vintage 
in any way, but the nerdery comes from the 
sampling and how we use the talk box to push 
the synths. Right now we’re getting really into 
MIDI control looping.” 

The Sword’s Bryan Richie can relate. The 
bassist took a hands-on role as producer of the 
Ek lending it a hard, at times metallic, sheen. 

“I checked out their demo and was com- 
pletely sold,” Richie recounts. “It was so 
complex yet not complicated at all - full of 
killer hooks and tasty melodies. Anyone who 
likes funky beats will love Fresh Millions.”

The world hasn’t really 
met its first Austin rapper. 

Locals MCs are well aware. 

“I’ve considered going 
different places,” admits 
Da C.O.D.’s Mr. Greezo, a 
veteran on the scene. “We 
have a lot of mentors who 
have been down this road 
and tried, but they had to 
leave Austin to go to a big- 
ger market.” 

With too much love for 
the city that raised him, 

Greezo orchestrated a meet- 
ing of the minds, bringing 
together his group with 
two other crews C.O.D. has worked alongside 
extensively: Lowkey and Sandman’s ice-cold 
SouthBound, and Dred Skott, the dexterous, 
soulful team of Reggie Coby and Esbe da Bully. 

“It’s like balling your fingers into a fist instead 
of poking someone in the eye,” explains Coby. 


“Pooling your resources, your contact lists, the 
individual communities of everyone involved 
makes for a stronger monster.” 

It helps that the League of Extraordinary 
G’z is comprised of eight immensely capable 
lyricists, all of whom bring a unique perspective, 
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voice, and level of vigor to the stage. The 
group’s two Concealed Weapons mixtapes 
bang hard with wildly char- 
ismatic tales of street legend 
and ATX gutter tactics. A 
third installment’s set to be 
shipped during South by 
Southwest, with an album 
coming hopefully at the end 
of the summer. 

“We’re using [Concealed 
Weapons 3] to let people know 
that the album’s gonna be 
jamming,” says Coby. “Not 
to take anything away from the last two tapes, 
but we kind of put those two together just so 
people would know what we’re doing.” 


People outside of Austin’s hip-hop scene 
are starting to take notice. The League opened 
for Invincible and Pharoahe 
Monch at November’s Fun 
Fun Fun Fest, and they closed 
out February with an invita- 
tion to Denton’s 35 Conferette 
festival. The group’s also 
hired management based in 
Houston, which will keep the 
LOEG name flowing through 
bigger markets while still 
allowing them to operate out 
of Austin.

Eagle Claw

Late Sunday afternoon, on 
a bright and busy corner of 
Cesar Chavez on the Eastside 
- muscle cars booming by with 
subwoofer tones lower than 
their rides - Eagle Claw readies 
a rehearsal in the front room of 
bassist Luther Smalls’ rented 
house. No one in the instru- 
mental metal quartet bothers to 
close the door. 

“We could play at 2 in the 
morning and no one would com- 
plain,” laughs drummer Bart 
Butler. “Fucking homeless dudes 
will jam out right there in the street.” 

And jam they do - the local behemoths that 
is - Smalls finally butting the door closed as 
Eagle Claw roars to life. It opens on its own 
minutes later. 

The Afro’d bass player faces the drummer 
next to guitarist Michael Gonzalez, who’s riff- 
ing on a black Gibson Explorer (“pretty much 
the most metal guitar you can have”), while 
Matt Rade stands in the doorway to the dining 
room, picking at his black Gibson SG. Before 
counting into the first number, all four agree 
on Eagle Claw’s binding influence. 

“Old-school Metallica,” nods Smalls, “and 
Melvins, for sure.” 

With that, “Tempest” ionizes time and 
space, the new tune following up the group’s 
self-released full-length debut, Poacher (see 
“Texas Platters,” Nov. 26, 2010). Both of 
Eagle Claw’s other new jams follow, the top 
string of Smalls’ bass plucked loose enough 
to swing out over a watering hole. Guitarist 
shred plays chicken with Butler’s beefy beat, 
multiple speeds alternating needling, gallop- 
ing, and lumbering. 

“That was close,” opines Smalls. 

“That felt good,” agrees Rade. 

“I got my sweat on,” announces Gonzales. 

We all did. Time for beers. 


Outside, over tall boys, the band breaks 
down individual histories and responsi- 
bilities. The drummer, from Dallas, books 
the gigs; the bass player, an Army legacy 
born in Germany and raised at Ft. Hood, 
records the band; Rade, a sixth-genera- 
tion Austinite, handles money, merchan- 
dise, transportation - you name it; and 
Gonzales, from El Paso .... 

“Miscellaneous needs!” offers Butler. 
Everyone laughs. 

No one laughs at the Eagle Claw van, a 
sweetass 1992 Vandura with 50,000 miles 
on it that Rade inherited from his grandfa- 
ther. Blinds, Nintendo, lighted everything, 
and plush crimson interior: Most abodes 
aren’t this cherry. Nine days out is the 
three-year- old crew’s longest tour support- 
ing the likes of the Sword and . . . And You 
Will Know Us By the Trail of Dead, but 
later this month, three weeks of tour dates, 
including New York, beckon the band. No 
singer? No problem. 

“Girls comes up to us and say, ‘We like 
you guys because you don’t have a singer,”’ 
chuckles Butler. Prehistoric pummels like 
“Elephant” need a screamer like Eagle 
Claw needs a warehouse for band practice.

Downtown in one 
of Austin’s not-so-Gothic houses of 
worship, he and his Knitting Factory 
all-stars Gods & Monsters will sound- 
track Lucas’ eerie original score for 
the 1931 Spanish-language produc- 
tion of Tod Browning’s Dracula, 
made during the original’s filming 
in the late-night hours when the 
main cast was off set. Lucas is 
also scheduled on the Tropical Hot 
Dog Panel, a story swap in honor 
of the late Don Van Vliet, aka 
Captain Beefheart, on Wednesday, 

March 16, 12:30pm, at the Austin 
Convention Center, Room 12AB. 

He shared a few stories about his 
time with the Captain via e-mail: 

“He could be maddening in the stu- 
dio because he was prone to edit and 
revise the compositions up to the last 
minute, but that was his prerogative 
as far as I was concerned, as the over- 
riding Svengali artist authority figure 
and band leader. He also disdained 
the use of things like reverb and ambi- 
ent mic-ing, which me and the rest of 

the band and various engineers working on the albums tried unsuccessfully to advocate. 

“When the engineer, Phil Brown, suggested the use of an ambient mic strung high in 
the rafter of the cavernous studio in Burbank to use as one of several sound recording 
sources in the mix of my solo guitar piece, ‘Evening Bell,’ Don nixed the idea, saying he 
wanted no ‘heavy syrup’ on the tracks at all. He wanted the album to sound like ‘a two- 
dimensional painting.’ We wanted it to sound competitive with Talking Heads! 

“But it was his bat and ball. A great art concept though, in any case.” - Audra Schroeder

DEEP DARK ROBOT 

llpm, Rusty Spurs 

Linda Perry hasn’t just been twiddling her 
thumbs since 4 Non Blondes ended nearly 20 
years ago. Her “real” career as a songwriter 
and producer began in earnest after the 1990s 
hit-makers hit the road, with Perry going on 
to work with pop divas including Christina 
Aguilera, Gwen Stefani, and Pink. Then Perry 
found herself in a situation that led to the for- 
mation of her new band, Deep Dark Robot. 

“I was kind of falling down the path of ‘gay 
girl falls in love with straight girl,’ and it was 
not a good path for me,” she confesses. “So I 
wrote a song to impress her, to show her my 
heart, my poetic genius. I never got the girl; 
I got a lot of heartbreak and confusion. She 
ended up being a muse. 

“It’s actually perfect because I love the 
album, and I love the band.” 

8 Songs About a Girl found Perry working with 
Tony Tomay of desert-rockers Fatso Jetson, and 
while the songs might not have wooed Perry’s 
coquette, these pure garage-pop gems will win 
over just about everyone else and challenge even 
Perry’s own ambivalence about performing live.

“I used to hate performing,” she says. “I

Crawling out of the metallic sludge of 
southern Louisiana’s Acid Bath in the 1990s, 
Dax Riggs has swept through projects that 
always seemed to hold more influence in 
retrospect than in the moment. From Agents 
of Oblivion to Deadboy & the Elephantmen, 
the Austin transplant has proven as musically 
expansive as he is prolific, but he may have 
found his ultimate freedom and sound in 
finally breaking solo. 

“I’m glad that people dig it, and I’m happy 
to have something like that that people are 
affected by,” offers Riggs of his past bands. 
“But I think of it as a photograph of me from 
years ago. It’s nothing that I’m threatened by 
or feel shackled by in any way. I just don’t 
think of music like that. I know I’ve been 
introduced to music that I just couldn’t accept 
at the time.” 

Last year’s Say Goodnight to the World (Fat 
Possum) weaves among its pillars everything

from the Cream kickoff of the title track and 
the Brit-folk tinged “You Were Bom To Be 
My Gallows” to the My Bloody Valentine-like 
“Sleeping With the Witch.” Rigg’s talent lies 
in fusing it all into a coherent whole. 

“I’m moved by music that’s new to me, and 
whenever I hear it I want to put a little bit into 
my sound,” reflects Riggs. “I think about half 
of it just happens naturally, and then there’s 
also the elements I’m consciously trying to fit 
in there. 

“I guess in the end I’d like to bring people 
coming from where I came from into where 
I’m at and where I’m going.”

lam, Billboard Bungalow at Buffalo Billiards 

The Gregory Brothers aren’t your typical 
family band. The Brooklyn satirists - broth- 
ers Andrew, Michael, and Evan with Evan’s 
wife, Sarah - are the creative team behind 
Auto-Tune the News, the viral sensation that 
spawned two of the biggest, most unexpect- 
ed singles of 2010, “Double Rainbow Song” 
and “Bed Intruder Song.” 

In an odd way, the segments tap into 
the traditional storytelling aspect of hip- 
hop artists championed by Slick Rick, only 
filtered through the hyper-gauze of main- 
stream media and modem hip-hop radio. 
“Bed Intruder Song” was viewed more than 
50 million times on YouTube in its first six 
weeks alone and turned Antoine Dodson 
into a household name. The single even 
broke onto the Billboard Hot 100 chart, 
reportedly pushing more than 100,000 in 
digital sales. 

“Yes, Auto-Tuning does make everything 
sound better, but it does not do that equally 
to all unintentional singers,” clarifies Anthony 
Gregory from the group’s new office studio 
in Williamsburg, Brooklyn, the day after the 
band’s custom, four-movie mash-up aired as 
part of the Academy Awards. “For that first 
video that we did put Auto-Tune on, which 
was the [2008] vice presidential debate, we 
were actually lucky that it was Palin and 
Biden. They turned out to be two of the 
greatest unintentional singers of all time. 

“They’re just so passionate and scream- 
ing all of the time about America, where- 
as Obama and McCain were so measured 
and thoughtful.”

The siblings actually released a studio EP 
in May 2009, Meet the Gregory Brothers!, 
a surprisingly straight-faced collection of 
suburban soul and lounge tunes, and all 
four have ongoing side projects. The band’s 
appearance at SXSW marks the start of 
what’s being called the DigiTour, an attempt 
at bringing the YouTube videos to the stage 
with epic bombast. 

“Imagine you’re at home watching the 
video by yourself and how funny it is,” teases 
Anthony. “Now imagine how much more 
awesome it’s going to be watching it on a 
screen 100 times that size, with a rock band 
playing along with it, and you’re dancing 
with 300 of your closest friends.”

Red Barked Tree (Pink Flag) 

Now on a third reincarnation, UK 
art-punk pioneers Wire channel the 
vitality of their 1970s/1980s canon 
into something far more hungry and 
adventurous than simply a resewn 
Pink Flag. With three of four original 
members (guitarist Bruce Gilbert 
bowed out in 2004), Red Barked Tree 
evolves like a bell curve - starting 
cool, building to a boil, and gradually 
coming back down. The curtain opens 
on “Please Take,” a sleek, midtempo 
cruiser couched in the polite British 
vocal restraint of bassist Graham 
Lewis, at least until he croons, “Fuck 
off out of my face” to touch off the 
chorus. Misbegotten anthem “Adapt” 
gets mired in the vintage moodiness of Colin Newman’s saturated guitar riffs, but it 
works as setup for “Two Minutes,” a blasting, spoken-word overload cut and pasted from 
random sources. “A Flat Tent” is the head-bobbingest distillation of Wire’s sharp-edged 
pop smarts, while “Smash” speeds along on a surly bassline and perfectly aired snare 
snaps that are then overtaken by jagged swirls of defoliated guitar. The closing title 
track borrows an unlikely acoustic psych-folk pastiche as a spiritual bulwark against the 
free-market abuses described in the lyrics. That particular departure doesn’t make the 
leap from novel to genuinely engaging, but it offers concrete evidence that Wire’s capac- 
ity for reinvention is far from cashed. (Wire crashes Mohawk Friday, April 8.)

THE EX 

Catch My Shoe 
(Carrot Top) 

Across three 
decades, Dutch punks 
the Ex have released 25 
consistent albums while 
staying radical, never 
breaking up, and trot- 
ting the globe in search 
of inspiration. Arnold 
de Boer replaced agita- 
tor G.W. Sok in 2009, 
and though his delivery 
never matches the 
founder’s artful rasp, 
on “Cold Weather Is Back” he rages against 
technology like it’s something new, the blast 
of brass saving it from caricature. There’s still 
the tightly wound guitar march the Ex does so 
well, guitarist Andy Moor chattering teeth with 


staccato riffs on opener 
“Maybe I Was the Pilot,” 
which finds the band 
right where it left off on 
2004’s Turn. The group’s 
radical shifts have always 
been complementary, 
whether punk, experi- 
mental jazz, or African 
music, which all col- 
lide on “Eoleyo.” Catch 
My Shoe shares some 
21st century dissent 
with new albums from 
Wire and Gang of Four, 
but the Ex’s continual 
flow of ideas and collaborations has kept its 
members in forward motion, where their UK 
counterparts are coming back to the fire after 
smelling the smoke. Advantage: the Ex.

DAVE ALLEN 

Color Blind (International Artists/Charly) 

Flouston label landmark International Artists 
is remembered as much for its litigious account- 
ing as its legendary recordings. The psychedelic 
haze of the 13th Floor Elevators and Bubble 
Puppy has historically overshadowed LPs such 
as Dave Allen’s rare gem of Texas roadhouse 
blues. A onetime regional pop star that recorded 
for Fluey Meaux, Allen’s later work seeped 
in Flouston’s historic Fifth Ward, fraught with 
depression and the pains of addiction. Color 
Blind spits concrete truths and anguished soul in 
a manner that recalls recent archival treasures 
in Rodriguez’s Cold Fact (“Poor Soul”) and the 
Relatives’ Don't Let Me Fall (“Lord Flave Mercy”). 
The codeine drip of “Terp” sizzles in Allen’s sear- 
ing fuzz-tone guitar, chased by the bayou swoon 
of “Flow Can You Be So Cold” and “Baby, Please 
Don’t Try To Tell Me What To Do.” Digitally remas- 
tered from the original tapes and released for 
the first time on CD, this limited-edition digi-book 
tacks on two additional jump blues (“C.C. Rider”) 
and Allen’s guest guitar spots on Big Walter’s 
early morning ramble “Breakfast in Bed” and 
Jimmy Rogers’ sweet ode “All in My Mind.” The 
disappointment of Color Blind’s disappearing act 
sent Allen on a downward spiral that included 
divorce, estrangement from his daughter, and 
early death in 1985 from pneumonia. Fie was 
only 43. This long overdue reissue offers little 
compensation but makes a fine tribute.

BUDDY MILLER 

The Majestic Silver Strings (New West) 

Buddy Miller can do no wrong. Just ask 
Robert Plant, Patty Griffin, and Emmylou 
Harris. Although this collection of classic coun- 
try sprinkled with a couple of originals features 
an extraordinarily talented assemblage of 
musical collaborators, it never coalesces into 
anything above average. Besides Miller, the 
Majestic Silver Strings are Bill Frisell, Marc 
Ribot, and Greg Leisz, top of the heap guitar- 
ists whose combined resumes swing from 
Tom Waits and John Zorn to Steve Earle and 
Vic Chesnutt. Add guest vocals from Griffin, 
Harris, Shawn Colvin, Lee Ann Womack, and 
Ann McCrary, and it seems almost impossible 
to make a mess. That’s when there’s a couple 
too many attempts at atmospheric and far 
too little of the expected guitar fireworks. The 
proceedings succumb under their own weight. 
Midway there’s a swamp blues rewrite of Roger 
Miller’s “Dang Me,” sung by Chocolate Genius 
Marc Anthony Thompson, that completely 
misses the song’s ridiculousness and ends 
up just being foolish. One bright spot is Julie 
Miller/Frisell set closer “God’s Wing’ed Horse,” 
performed by just the two Millers singing a 
gospel duet that twinkles with a simplicity that 
would have served the rest of the album well. 
Included in the package is a behind-the-scenes 
DVD with a revved-up video of Buddy Miller 
singing George Jones’ “Why Baby Why.”

PERCY SLEDGE 

The Atlantic Recordings (Rhino Handmade) 

Tough act to follow, “When a Man Loves 
a Woman.” Atlantic Records’ Jerry Wexler 
knew its worth immediately: “When I heard 
it, I called Ahmet [Ertegun] in Europe and 
told him I’d found a single that was going to 
pay for our whole summer,” the late label 
head famously recalls in the liner notes to 
these Atlantic Recordings. Percy Sledge’s 
1966 smash also kicked open the floodgates 
to Muscle Shoals Sound Studios, Wexler 
next dispatching Wilson Pickett and Aretha 
Franklin to the Alabama getaway. Following up 
2010’s red-hot Wilson Pickett chestnut, Funky 
Midnight Mover: The Atlantic Studio Recordings 
(1962-1978), Rhino Handmade’s newest Hall 
of Fame soul collection houses four discs in 
crimson velvet. Cannily sequenced, it lives, 
dies, and sighs upon the great music industry 


conundrum: a second act. Three more tracks 
from the same Feb. 17, 1966, session that 
spawned Sledge’s opening signature song 
follow it, “Love Me Like You Mean It” as spry 
and horn-y as its predecessor is slow burning. 
Off When a Man Loves a Woman, “Put a Little 
Lovin’ on Me” rides a stabbing arrangement 
whose over/under (trumpet/baritone sax) 
tames a mustang rhythm. Sledge’s phos- 
phorus “It Tears Me Up” will likewise shred 
hearts. By the following year, 1967, naked 
rewrites (“Behind Every Great Man There’s 
a Woman”) of Sledge’s No. 1 breakthrough 
aren’t sticking to the studio glass any more 
than seminal standards - “You Send Me,” 
“You Don’t Miss Your Water,” “Tell It Like 
It Is,” “I’ve Been Loving You Too Long (To 
Stop Now).” The windfall, fortunately, is 
Western: “High Cost of Leaving,” on which 
Sledge’s luxuriating ache sounds like he’s 


got a not-so-little pinch between the cheek 
and gum. Take Time To Know Her (1968) sub- 
sequently finds its post-“When a Man Love 
a Woman” mojo overtly C&W, though the 
rewrites continue (“Sudden Stop”) and even 
anticipate George Jones’ “He Stopped Loving 
Her Today” (“Take Time To Know Her”). A 
new flutter on the Fleetwoods’ “Come Softly 
to Me” and perfect matchup with “Spooky” 
lead to disc three’s dozen Atlantic singles by 
the Alabaman pompadour, including covers 
of Buffalo Springfield (“Kind Woman”), Jimmy 
Cliff (“Too Many Rivers To Cross”), the Bee 
Gees (“I’ve Gotta Get a Message to You”), 
and Kris Kristofferson (“Help Me Make It 
Through the Night”). Unreleased tidbits and 
live licks seal the singer’s Atlantic tenure, 
’66-’70. Now 69, Percy Sledge remains No. 1 
whenever lovers steam up the night.

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The government of Romania, attempting both to make amends for 
historical persecution of fortune-telling “witches” and to collect more 
tax revenue, amended its labor law recently to legalize the profession. 
However, “queen witch” Bratara Buzea, apparently speaking for many in 
the soothsaying business, told the Associated Press in February that official 
recognition might make witches legally responsible for future events that are 
beyond their control. Already, witches are said to be fighting back against 
the government with curses - hurling poisonous mandrake plants into the 
Danube River and casting a special spell involving cat dung and a dead dog. 


LEAD STORY 

Tombstone, Ariz., which was the site of 
the legendary 1881 gunfight at the O.K. 
Corral (made into a 1957 movie), is about 
70 miles from the Tucson shopping center 
where a U.S. congresswoman, a federal 
judge, and others were shot in January. 

A Los Angeles Times dispatch later that 
month noted that the “Wild West” of 1881 
Tombstone had far stricter gun control than 
present-day Arizona. The historic gunfight 
occurred when the marshal (Virgil Earp, 
brother of Wyatt) tried to enforce the town’s 
no-carry law against local thugs. Today, how- 
ever, with few restrictions and no licenses 
required, virtually any Arizonan 18 or older 
can carry a handgun openly, and those 21 
or older can carry one concealed. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

British loyalist Michael Stone still claims 
it was all a misunderstanding - that he did 
not intend to assassinate Irish Republican 
Army political leaders in 2006, despite being 
arrested at the Northern Ireland Legislature 
carrying knives, an axe, a garotte, and a bag 
of explosives that included flammable liq- 
uids, gas canisters and fuses. He was later 
convicted, based on his having detonated 
one explosive in the foyer and then carrying 


the other devices into the hall to confront 
the leaders, but he continued to insist that 
he was merely engaged in “performance 
art.” In January 2011, the Northern Ireland 
court of appeal rejected his claim. 

Phyllis Stevens, 59, said she had no idea 
she had embezzled nearly $6 million until 
her employer, Aviva USA of Des Moines, 
Iowa, showed her the evidence. She said it 
must have been done by the “hundreds” of 
personalities created by her dissociative 
identity disorder (including “Robin,” who was 
caught trying to spend Stevens’ remaining 
money in Las Vegas just hours after the 
showdown with Aviva). Stevens and her 
spouse had been spending lavishly, buying 
properties, and contributing generously to 
political causes. As the “core person,” 
Stevens said she will accept responsibility 
but asked a federal judge for leniency. The 
prosecutor said Stevens is simply a thief. 

Thomas Walkley, a lawyer from Norton, 
Ohio, was charged in January with indecent 
exposure for pulling his pants down in front 
of two 19-year-old males, but Walkley said 
he was merely “mentoring” at-risk boys. He 
said it is a technique he had used with 
other troubled youths, especially the most 
difficult cases, by getting them “to think dif- 
ferently.” Said Walkley, “Radical times call 
for radical measures.” 


UPDATE 

Life is improving for some Kayan women 
who, fleeing regular assaults by soldiers of 
the military government of Myanmar, 
become valuable exhibits at tourist attrac- 
tions in neighboring Thailand because of 
their tribal custom of wearing heavy metal 
rings around their necks from an early age. 
The metal stacks weigh 11 pounds or more 
and depress girls’ clavicles, giving them 
the appearance of elongated necks, which 
the tribe (and many tourists) regard as 
exotic. While human rights activists heap 
scorn on these Thai “human zoos” of ring- 
necked women, a Nacogdoches, Texas, 
poultry plant recently began offering some 
of the women a more attractive choice - 
lose the rings and come work in Texas, de- 
boning chickens. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Although police in Mount Vernon, Ohio, 
aren’t sure of the motive, they know 
(according to records made public in 
February) that the murderer-kidnapper 
Matthew Hoffman was arrested in November 
2010 in a living room piled 3 feet high with 
leaves and a bathroom containing 100 bags 
of leaves attached to the walls. Hoffman, 
an unemployed tree-trimmer, later con- 
fessed to the kidnap and rape of a 13-year- 
old girl (whom he kept in a basement on a 
pallet of leaves) and had stuffed the bodies 
of his three murder victims in a hollow tree. 
An expert on serial killers told ABC News 
that trees might have given Hoffman com- 
fort, but police haven’t discounted that the 
leaves were there merely to help him later 
torch the house.

The Hangar Hotel in Fredericksburg engulfs you in a world far 
away from the ordinary. It’s a world of airplanes with a touch of 
the classic 1940s era and a friendly Texas accent. 

Even though the two- 
story building with a half- 
moon roof looks as if it 
might have been built a 
generation ago, it was 
actually constructed spe- 
cifically for the hotel. The 
lobby is reminiscent of a 
historic inn, with clocks 
above the front desk dis- 
playing time zones 
around the world. A tele- 
phone booth in the cor- 
ner adds to the nostalgic 
ambience of polished 
wood and leather. 

The rooms are nicely 
appointed with modern 
conveniences such as 
big-screen TVs and high- 
speed Internet service. It 
is the little touches, 

such as the black-and-white tile in the bathroom and the rotary telephone on the nightstand, that 
add to the fun of a night’s stay at the Hangar. 

The hotel is on the flight line of the Gillespie County Airport, so you’re removed from the hectic 
tourist center of Fredericksburg. You might as well be hundreds of miles away. If you want to kick 
back and relax, the Hangar is a world of its own. 

While some hotels have nice little gardens to enjoy, the Hangar Hotel has a second-floor obser- 
vation deck where you can sit and watch the airplanes take off and land. Downstairs, the Officers’ 
Club offers a comfortable hideaway with a grand piano, pool table, and special martinis. 

When you roll out of that big, comfortable bed in the morning, you won’t be able to not smile to 
yourself knowing that breakfast at the Airport Diner is just a few steps from the front door. The eat- 
ery is modeled after old roadside diners with lots of stainless steel and a lunch counter that runs 
most of the length of the room. You’ll feel like you have stepped onto a movie set. 

Even if you don’t stay at the Hangar Hotel, the Airport Diner is worth a visit. The large windows 
look out on the airport’s runway. The fare is solid Americana, from a three-egg omelet for breakfast 
to a rib-eye steak sandwich washed down with a vanilla Coke for lunch. Save room to share a 
banana split or a hot fudge sundae. The only thing missing from the menu is good old American 
apple pie. 

The Hangar Hotel is brought to us by the same good folks who own the Fredericksburg Brewing 
Company, a downtown landmark since 1994. Richard and Rosemary Estenson recently converted 
the Fredericksburg Herb Farm into a spa with cabins and a much-improved restaurant. 

The Hangar Hotel is 2.5 miles south of Main Street in Fredericksburg next to the county airport 
and Lady Bird Park off TX 16. The Airport Diner is open Wednesday through Sunday until 2pm 
except on Saturday when it closes at 4pm. For information, call 830/997-9990 or go to 
www.hangarhotel.com.

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On the Verge 

Mary Moody Northen Theatre, 3001 S. Congress, 448-8484

Eric Overmyer’s On the Verge is a unique gem of a play. Filled 
with linguistic backflips, it spans the personal growth of three 
women explorers - or sojourners, to use the play’s patois - 


from the late 19th century. Mary, Fanny, 
and Alexandra have each taken daring trips 
across glaciers, over mountains, and through 
the jungle. Previously, they sallied forth with 
dozens of native guides to support their 
quests, and as such they battled wild ani- 
mals and the dangers of the untamed natu- 
ral world for the sake of discovery. 

This time, they have decided to go 
sojourning together, just the three of them - 
no guides to carry their loads for them, only 
the unlikely companionship of other women 
as they go looking for the secrets of a new 
territory somewhere in the Pacific, known 
only as Terra Incognita. 

The exuberance of these three ladies domi- 
nates their every adventure. Along the way, 
they debate cheerfully the notion of whether 
trousers are appropriate gear for a lady 
sojourner and find themselves taken aback as 
new words and foreign ideas from the future 
begin to burst forth from their own mouths. 
Not threatened by the unknown, these three 
women decide the only thing for it is to keep 
going deeper into unexplored lands. 

One of the great appeals of On the Verge is 
the challenge it poses to designers, and with 
this production, Mary Moody Northen Theatre 
has opened up much of the design work to 
St. Edward’s University students rather than 
its usual team of pros. From eggbeaters to 
mountainsides to abominable snowmen, the 
play is filled with a quirky series of props and 
costumes, and the student designers seem 
to have had as much fun as the characters 
dreaming up possibilities. I attended open- 


ing night, when a few snags here and there 
were apparent: a dress that almost fit or a 
prop that didn’t quite get into place. Given 
the complexity of the play and keeping in 
mind that professionals at the top of their 
game experience the same thing (Broadway’s 
Spider-Man, anyone?), I’d say the student 
design team has succeeded in creating a fun 
and whimsical world to support the play. 

Under David Long’s direction, the perfor- 
mances provide great fun. Jon Wayne Martin 
shows excellent comic timing in each of 
his several parts. As Mary, Lindsley Howard 
exemplifies the spirit of these curious and 
courageous ladies; though small in size, 
Howard portrays her character’s burning 
desire to always move forward with a delight- 
ful force of presence. To not mention any one 
actor in particular would seem to damn them 
with faint praise, but all four actors pull off 
the performance with energy and aplomb. 

The only significant disappointment with 
On the Verge is its lack of any true sense of 
conflict. Much of that results from a script 
that tells a journey of exploration without any 
significant antagonist; even the cannibals are 
worth having over for tea in this strange world. 
Like it or not, human narratives are defined 
by the struggle between opposing forces, and 
while much of the play’s charm lies in its frivol- 
ity and optimism, the show finds itself with 
too much slack for the payoff to succeed. In 
a sense, the play’s greatest strength is the 
potential that it suggests for what might hap- 
pen next - a fitting note for a story of undaunt- 
ed exploration. - Elizabeth Cobbe

You Wouldn’t Know Her ; She Lives in London/You Wouldn’t 
Know Him , He Lives in Texas is an interactive, multimedia, site- 
specific theatrical experience that is way more casual and inti- 
mate than its premise might sound. The play exists in three 


different locales at the same time: a 
loft across from the Longbranch Inn, the 
Roundhouse in London, and online, for 
anyone with bandwidth across the world to 
watch and participate in the story (via live 
streaming at www.roundhouse.org.uk/live). 

The Austin side of the show focuses on 
Ryan Peterson, a math teacher played by the 
eminently affable Judd Farris, who invites the 
audience of 20 into his home on the premise 
that they’re the Austinite friends he’s been 
neglecting for his lover across the pond, and 
he wants them to finally meet her. Elizabeth, a 
feminist librarian played by the bright-eyed and 
bushy-tailed Rachel Watkinson, is doing the 
same with an equally small group in London. 

From an Austin perspective, the theatri- 
cal experience is a combination of being in 
the room with Farris as well as seeing his 
video interactions broadcast on a projected 
screen with Watkinson in London. The audi- 
ence members are encouraged to meet one 
another and mingle and tweet live during the 
performance (with the comments also pro- 
jected in real time on the screen). 

Making interaction a central part of a 
show can be a risky proposition. In Austin, 
at least, the atmosphere is loosened up 
enough by Farris’ antics to make for fairly 
rowdy contributors. Both actors react to the 
tweets they see (which, at the first perfor- 
mance, were coming in from across the con- 
tinent) as well as to each other. But for all 
the fascinating aspects of interactivity and 
technology, You Wouldn't Know Her/Him, like 


any play, only works as much as it’s engag- 
ing to watch. Both Farris and Watkinson 
come across as adorable lovebirds head- 
over-heels for each other, improvising 
against each other and the incoming tweets. 
The show exists in that vein for the right 
amount of time before narrative, theatrical 
elements turn the experience on its head. 

You Wouldn't Know Her/Him is charming, 
sweet, and unique. It exists as both an observ- 
able production and an interactive experience 
from across the globe. Being able to use a 
smartphone to contribute a witty comment 
that the audience and the actors react to is a 
powerful, liberating feeling. When a production 
ends, usually it only exists in the audience’s 
minds. Perhaps some photos are online to 
rekindle the memories. With You Wouldn't Know 
Her/Him, it’s possible afterward to sift through 
the simulcast of tweets to see the immediate 
reactions, jokes, interactions, and narratives 
online. That residue of the play and the produc- 
tion still exists beyond one person and what 
they remember, and it can be called upon. 

The best aspects of social media aren’t in 
the ability to instantly read the rants of Charlie 
Sheen but rather in the chance to share, react, 
and create together. The play exists not only 
between Ryan and Elizabeth but between both 
audiences and continents, shaped by the ques- 
tions and comments in person and online. 

You Wouldn't Know Her/Him brings something 
totally different to the theatrical experience yet 
focuses on what’s simple, sweet, and inherent 
in all of us. - Avimaan Syam

Of course, when it comes to artists in this creative city, there 
are many more than 15 to watch at any given time. But, you 
know, even if the Austin Museum of Art had twice the amount 


of space at its Downtown galleries that it 
will (all too soon!) leave to reinvent itself at 
the Laguna Gloria location ... even then it 
couldn’t properly accommodate a more com- 
prehensive “200 and 15 To Watch” exhibition. 

Luckily, this 15-artist showcase has been 
curated by University of Texas at El Paso’s 
Kate Bonansinga, the Menil Collection’s Toby 
Kamps, and AMOA’s own Andrea Mellard, a 
trio that knows what’s up, a trio with tastes 
sufficiently varied and discerning to provide a 
good look at the emerging savants in these 
here parts. Maybe you recognize some of the 
artists because you’ve been following their 
careers or because you know them personal- 
ly? Let’s provide you a list: Miguel A. Aragon, 
Jesus Benavente and Jennifer Remenchik, 
Ben Brandt, Debra Broz, Elizabeth Chiles, 
Santiago Forero, Nathan Green, Ian Ingram, 
Anna Krachey, Robert Melton, Leslie 
Mutchler, Ben Ruggiero, Adam Schreiber, 
Barry Stone, and J. Parker Valentine. 

Sounds good, right? What with Broz’s 
cleverly disfigured ceramic fauna, Forero’s 
photographic self-portraits of himself as an 
Olympic star, Aragon’s subtle experiments in 
printmaking, Melton’s eerie and (at times) 
hilarious videos, and so on, this is goodness 
indeed. But for all the varied worthwhile 


creations here, we’re struggling. We’re doing 
our best right now to resist grabbing you by 
your jacket’s lapels (or your T-shirt’s collar) 
and shouting: “Never mind any of that! Ian 
Ingram, dude! Ian fucking Ingram!” 

Because Ingram does giant-sized self- 
portraits commemorating pivotal events in 
his life with Chuck Close-level photo-realism. 
Because he renders those portraits - three 
of them in this show, each about the size 
of a wide door - in little but black-and-white 
charcoal, for crying out loud, charcoal so 
precisely wielded that you’d think a square 
inch of any drawing must take months to 
finish. Because it’s not enough that such 
gobsmacking mastery is evidenced in these 
expressively captured moments, but that the 
artist enhances those drawings with complex, 
multicolored embroidery. And the threaded 
additions - all by themselves, even - would 
be enough to make your eyes want to thank 
your feet for steering you to “15 To Watch.” 
So. Our best attempt at resisting the 
lapel-grabbing urge is, obviously, not as good 
as the best of what you’ll witness in this 
AMOA exhibition. But we’re not saying that 
you need to see the show.

SXSW 2011 Film Festival 


Take the plunge. The 2011 edition of the 
South by Southwest Film Festival begins today 
(Friday, March 11) and will continue to flood 
local screens through Saturday, March 19. 
The Screens features in this week’s 
Chronicle offer some close-up looks 
at several of the films in this year’s 
Fest. However, keep in mind that the 
stories represent but a fraction of 
the Festival goings-on. Look for more 
coverage and reviews in the next 
two issues of the Chronicle, as well as 
online and in the print dailies which 
come out during the companion Music 
Conference. Inevitably, there will still be 
much left unsaid and unseen - the Festival 
is just that extensive. Use the Chronicle piec- 
es as well as the paper’s dedicated SXSW 
page at austinchronicle.com/sxsw, SXSW’s 
advertising insert in this issue, and www.sxsw. 
com/film as entry points for exploration. 
Ultimately, you need to don your explorer’s 


cap and go forth armed with information, 
instincts, and gut feelings. Austin Fest-goers 
who are not badgeholders might feel over- 
whelmed by information and the general 
street commotion. The safest bet is to aim 
for screenings in the largest ven- 
ues, the Paramount Theatre and 
the Austin Convention Center the- 
atre (now called the Vimeo 
Theater). These are often your 
best bets for admission, although 
note that some of the Film crowd 
thins out Wednesday through 
Saturday as the Music Festival begins. It’s 
also handy to know that the State Theatre, 
which is just a couple of doors down from 
the Paramount, has also been added to the 
venue list this year. And for those unable or 
unwilling to venture downtown, SXSW Film 
has newly added two satellite locations, the 
Arbor Cinema at Great Hills up north and 
the Westgate 11 down south. Also screen- 





on some of the more unknown titles whose 
descriptions capture your fancy or simply work 
into your schedule. From the movies I’ve seen 
so far, you won’t regret trusting to luck. One 
thing to keep in mind, however, is that daylight 
saving time kicks in again on Sunday, so 
remember to turn your clocks ahead on 
Saturday night or face the consequences on 
Sunday. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BATTLE: LOS ANGELES D: Jonathan 

Liebesman; with Aaron Eckhart, Michelle Rodriguez, Ramon 
Rodriguez, Bridget Moynahan, Ne-Yo, Michael Pena. (PG-13, 
116 min.) 

Here’s to the creative team behind the 
titling of this Marines vs. aliens non-epic. 
Battle: Los Angeles is exactly what it says it 
is - no more, no less. Viewed as a war film, 
it’s strictly standard run ’n’ gun fare, with 
Eckhart playing retiring United States Marine 
Corps Staff Sgt. Michael Nantz, who is 
called back into extremely active duty when 
gooey, bipedal extraterrestrials launch a 
surprise invasion of planet Earth. “Marines 
have an expiration date,” Nantz’s superior 
remarks, but the cliche-ridden battlefields of 
this Hollywood war movie rarely go undeto- 
nated, and Battle: Los Angeles manages to 
hit just about every mine in the field. Your 
degree of fondness for war and/or science- 
fiction genres will make this particular 
melee either comfortingly familiar or grat- 
ingly obvious. Scripter Christopher Bertolini 
ticks off the particulars of the platoon’s 
instant backstory with admirable ease but 
far too much shopworn obviousness. Nantz 
is haunted by memories of the men who 
died under his command in Afghanistan 
and must win the respect (immediately, 
since the events depicted here take place 
within a three-hour time frame) of this new 
group of soldiers: 2nd Lt. Martinez (Ramon 
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Rodriguez) is technically the ranking officer, 
but he’s raw, unproven, and ultimately inde- 
cisive; the brother of CpI. Harris (Ne-Yo) was 
one of the casualties in Nantz’s prior post- 
ing, which results in predictable tensions 
between the two; et cetera. Professional 
badass Michelle Rodriguez is relegated 
mostly to the sidelines as an orphaned tech- 
nical sergeant who hooks up with Nantz’s 
ragtag group. Their mission, such as it is, 
is to find and rescue a group of civilians 
trapped inside a police station behind alien 
lines before a wing of B-52s obliterates 
all of Santa Monica. Viewed purely from a 
sci-fi angle, Battle: Los Angeles is even less 
remarkable. The aliens are scruffy-looking 
things in armor that use laser-blasting 
ground forces and unmanned (un-thinged?) 
air support in classically strategic fashion. 
There’s none of the popcorn awesomeness 


of the giddily goofy Independence Day or 
even the strident satire of Paul Verhoeven’s 
Starship Troopers. This is realistic, close- 
quarters urban combat of the kind best 
seen in Black Hawk Down. It gets points for 
(gore-free) realism - the effects work is top 
notch; you’d never guess this Battle: Los 
Angeles was actually shot in New Orleans 
- but, ultimately, it’s likely to top exactly 
nobody’s list of the greatest sci-fi, war, or 
sci-fi-war movies of all time. - Marc Savlov

MARS NEEDS MOMS D: Simon Wells; 

with the voices of Seth Green, Seth Dusky, Dan Fogler, 
Elisabeth Harnois, Mindy Sterling, Kevin Cahoon, Joan

Peter Pan stole Wendy from her British 
bedroom because he needed someone 
to sew pockets onto trousers for his Lost 
Boys and read bedtime stories to them, 
although Peter, no doubt, also had some 


unstated needs for nurturance and mother- 
ing. Martians, apparently, need mothers, 
too, but in the animated Mars Needs Moms, 
the aliens require something other than A+ 
skills in stitchery and storytelling. Martians, 
you see, have decided they need to capture 
earthling mothers to harness their disciplin- 
ary power, a quality that seems totally lack- 
ing in the nannybots that raise the Martian 
hatchlings. So the aliens scour Earth for a 
suitable mom to kidnap and then extract all 
her maternal memories in order to upload 
them into the overrun nannybots. Milo’s mom 
(Cusack) becomes this season’s unlucky 
abductee due to her demonstrated skill for 
getting her son to do his chores and eat 
his broccoli. Unfortunately, just before her 
abduction, she sends Milo (whose motion- 
capture performance is by Green, while 
Milo’s voice is provided by young Dusky) to 
his room for a disciplinary breach, and he 
irritatedly tells her that he’d be better off 
without a mother. Milo learns the bonehead- 
edness of that statement when he stows 
away on the Martian spaceship and embarks 
on a mission to rescue his mother. That’s 
the emotional heart of Mars Needs Moms, 
which is based on a slim children’s book 
by Pulitzer Prize-winning cartoonist ( Bloom 
County) and UT alum Berkeley Breathed. 

Once on Mars, the action gets a lot noisier 
and more disturbingly illogical. Mars is a 
planet run by giant-hipped females under the 
rule of the cronelike Supervisor (Sterling). 
Male hatchlings are sent down the garbage 
chute, where they fend for themselves amid 
the trash. The female Martians are a mass 
of obedient automatons akin to the creepy 
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workers in Metropolis - only these bizarrely 
shaped women possess the virtual defini- 
tion of “child-bearing hips.” Indeed, these 
premises regarding sex roles and body 
image seem very odd in a movie that 
ostensibly venerates motherhood. While on 
Mars, Milo is befriended by Gribble (Fogler), 
an oversized man-boy who has remained 
on Mars since chasing his own kidnapped 
mom to the planet back in the Eighties. 
Milo’s other ally is the Martian female Ki 
(Harnois), a renegade graffiti artist who 
sprays walls with color and speaks in 
flower-power slogans that she copped from 
a forbidden peek at some Earth television 
from the Seventies. Though space helmets 
are worn and the laws of gravity are paid 
lip service, few other scientific facts about 
the Angry Red Planet factor into the film’s 
narrative equation. The motion-capture 
animation technique has come a long way 
since Robert Zemeckis (a producer on this 
film) introduced it in The Polar Express, 
but what’s missing too often is the human 
element, especially during all the rambunc- 
tious activity on Mars. The film’s closing 
credits are coupled with on-set footage of 
the actors performing the motion-capture 
work. The material kept most of the audi- 
ence riveted in their seats. This how-it- 
was-made demonstration may have been 
the most captivating part of Mars Needs 
Moms. - Marjorie Baumgarten

TAKE ME HOME TONIGHT

The kindest thing that might be said of 
this Eighties nostalgia trip is that its for- 
mulaic plot and overall mirthlessness are 
meant as mimetic tributes to that blasted 
decade. Taking place over a 24-hour period 
during which young graduates confront 
apprehensions about their future paths in 
life, Take Me Home Tonight only calls to mind 
better films such as American Graffiti and 
Dazed and Confused. This comedy scores 
points for its Eighties pop soundtrack and 
authentic wardrobe featuring big shoulder 
pads and skinny ties, but little else about 
it rings true. The actors all seem at least a 
decade too old to be playing freshly minted 
college graduates, and the plot and dialogue 
simply rehash material seen elsewhere and 
heard many times before. Grace, an actor 
who has a tendency to recede into the 
background, is a dicey choice to play the 
film’s lead character, Matt Franklin, but as 
Grace has both a producing and story credit, 
it seems as though this work is largely the 
actor’s brainchild. Matt is back home living 
with his family in Los Angeles after complet- 
ing his college career at M.l.T. Although Matt 
doesn’t want to pursue work in the field 
for which he was trained, he has no ideas 
about what he wants to do, thus he’s spent 
the summer working in the mall as a clerk 
at Suncoast Video. When his high school 
crush, Tori (Palmer), comes into the store, 
Matt quickly devises an impressive alternate 
identity for himself, which pays off when 
she mentions getting together later at the 
annual Labor Day party of their classmate 
Kyle (Pratt). A subplot involves the romance 
between Kyle and Matt’s twin sister Wendy 
(Faris). Also adding sideline material is 
Matt’s best friend Barry (Fogler), who 
helps out by stealing a Mercedes from the 
lot where he used to work and then - of 
course, this is the Eighties - discovering 
a cache of cocaine in the glove compart- 
ment. The film was directed a while ago by 
Dowse, who also helmed Fubar, the moc- 
kumentary about a couple of Canadian 
headbangers, along with its sequel, Fubar: 
Balls to the Wall, which is making its U.S. 
premiere at SXSW. Take Me Home Tonight, 
sadly, plays like something that’s peren- 
nially stocked in the remainder bins at 
Suncoast Video. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Despite his crude manners, disheveled 
appearance, and paunchy gut, Barney’s zest for 
life attracts friends and wives. With a verve that 
rivals Giamatti’s, Hoffman plays Barney’s father, Izzy 
Panofsky, a retired Montreal cop who still has an eye 
for the ladies. Barney's Version is loosely structured 
as a reflection that’s meant to resolve a question 
regarding the disappearance of Barney’s friend, 
Boogie (Speedman).

Set within a New York ballet company, this drama- 
horror hybrid is potent stuff. In an opening dream 
sequence, an overlooked ballerina named Nina 
Sayers (Portman) imagines herself dancing the lead 
in Swan Lake. The dream, it turns out, is prophetic: 
Nina is tapped by the troupe’s manipulative director 
(Cassel) to play the Swan Queen - both the sweet, 
virginal White Swan and her evil twin, the provoca- 
tive Black Swan. Nina is a tentative young woman 
who still lives with her overbearing mother (Hershey). 
Already crumbling under the stresses of training 
and a twisted home life, soon enough she’s hav- 
ing scary visions of her body’s metamorphosis into 
a swan. This is about flight from self. That simple 
fact is obscured by Aronofsky’s expert use of horror- 
film technique, wherein even the squish of a cut 
grapefruit is amplified to queasy, supremely uneasy 
effect.

This third film entry in the ongoing adaptation of 
C.S. Lewis’ series of splendidly imagined children’s 
books has all the elements of a rip-roaring Saturday- 
afternoon matinee (including 3-D) and the intended 
Christian allegory, yet a more appropriate rechristen- 
ing would be The Voyage of the Yawn Treader. In a 


fantastical universe populated by a leonine Christ 
figure (Aslan, voiced by Neeson), a chatty seagoing 
mouse (Reepicheep, voiced by Pegg), and a vessel 
that appears to have been ripped straight from one 
of Ray Harryhausen’s Sinbad epics, you’d expect 
some sort of gravitas.

Yes, The Fighter offers a new riff 
on the boxing film, but it’s also a drama about self- 
delusions, inner strength, and family as a source of 
conflict and sustenance. Boxer Dicky Eklund (Bale) 
was once known as the “Pride of Lowell, Mass.” 

Now he’s struggling with addiction and training his 
younger half brother Micky Ward (Wahlberg) to be 
a champion. The movie is based on incidents from 
the true-life story of Ward, who went on to have a 
storied career. However, The Fighter examines Ward’s 
early years, when he lost several fights, retired for 
the first time, romanced Charlene Fleming (Adams), 
and began his comeback.

There’s absolutely no shortage of stunning eye 
candy in this spiffy, sexy, and frequently thrilling 
sequel to Disney’s 1982 game-changer Tron. There 
is, however, a certain lack of connectivity between 
the digitally enhanced characters onscreen and the 
audience. Debuting director Kosinski has created a 
virtual world that’s seamless and immersive. Here, 
the grid - that sleek inner world of the game - is 
all crystalline club life and roaring, tempestuous 
crowds craving gladiatorial blood(-less)sport. Legacy 
finds Flynn’s Ducati-riding offspring, Sam (Hedlund), 
sucked into the game this time around. The grid is 
no longer the utopian ideal Flynn (Bridges) imagined 
it could be. Instead, his digital doppelganger, Clu 
(Bridges again), has taken control and is plotting 
escape into the real world. It’s still a soulless 


machine for making Disney mountains of cash, 
of course, but you can feel it striving to be more. 
Which is, at the end of the game, what singularity is 
all about.

TRUE GRIT D: Joel Coen, Ethan Coen; with Jeff Bridges, 
Matt Damon, Josh Brolin, Hailee Steinfeld, Barry Pepper, Elizabeth 
Marvel.

The Coens’ version of True Grit remains faithful 
to Charles Portis’ novel, which was also the source 
material for the 1969 John Wayne film. Fourteen- 
year-old Mattie Ross (Steinfeld, a terrific young 
newcomer) hires Rooster Cogburn (Bridges) to 
capture the man who killed her father, but much of 
the story’s humor fails to connect. Only Damon, as 
Texas Ranger LaBoeuf, captures the boneheaded- 
ness of his character’s grandiloquent language and 
self-importance. Bridges plays it straight, abandoning 
all sentimentality and giving the role a lived-in feel- 
ing. Yet whatever led the actor to deliver his lines in 
a mumbling growl is a true mystery. True Grit (much 
of which was filmed here in Austin and in nearby 
Granger) has some handsome sequences but, over- 
all, lacks these filmmakers’ usually precise eye and 
craftsmanship. All this is not to say that True Grit is 
an awful film; it’s just that the Coens have set their 
own standards for excellence, and this film falls 
short.

Surely Unknown is never better than in its early 
stages when the audience still hopes the little 
gray cells may get a workout alongside the adre- 
nal gland. This thriller from Collet-Serra ( Orphan ) 
swiftly establishes the facts - an academic named 
Martin Harris (Neeson) arrives in Berlin with his 
wife, Elizabeth (Jones), to deliver a speech at a 
biotechnology conference - and then immediately 
calls those facts into question when Martin suf- 
fers a head injury and wakes to discover his col- 
leagues branding him an impostor, another man 
(Quinn) sporting his name tag at the conference, 
and Elizabeth denying all knowledge of him. The 
gray cells leap into action - Is Martin crazy? Is this 
all some winding conspiracy? But, long before the 
big reveal, a deadening realization sets in. This is 
no more than what we have come to expect from 
Neeson of late - not quite a riddle wrapped in an 
enigma, just a paycheck gig cloaked in an actioner.

WHAT TO DO 
WHEN YOUR CAR 
HAS NO TOW HOOK 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2005 Mitsubishi Endeavor 
all-wheel drive, and I was wondering if 
there is a good place to hook a tow rope 
so I can help pull my wife’s car when she 
gets stuck in the driveway. I know most 
SUVs have a hook on the front or a hitch 
on the back, hut I cannot seem to find 
anything on mine. Where can I safely 
hook up a tow rope? - Kyle 

TOM: If there’s no tow hook, 
Kyle, and you want to use a rope or 
chain, you really have to hook it to 
the car’s subframe. 

RAY: How do you find the sub- 
frame? You crawl under the car, look 
around, and scratch your head, and 
then you drive to your dealer and ask 
for an oil change. While the car is up 
on the lift, you ask the mechanic to 
show you where the subframe is. 

TOM: Yeah. We could try to 
describe it to you, but it’s not easy 
to explain. And we’d feel terrible if 
you misunderstood us and ended up 
yanking off your radiator. So it’s best 
to have someone knowledgeable actu- 
ally point it out to you. 

RAY: There are a lot of things 
you shouldn’t hook a tow rope to. 
There’s the bumper, the exhaust sys- 
tem, the axles, the suspension parts. 
You don’t want to try to pull your 
wife out of the snow only to end up 
with two disabled vehicles. So much 
for Prince Valiant. 

TOM: So ask someone to point out 
the frame members to you. This is a 
“better safe than sorry, embarrassed, 
and out a thousand bucks” scenario. 

RAY: Also consider getting your wife 
some good snow tires, Kyle.
